Panta Clara County sent up several of 

her most prominent citizens yesterday to 
meet the board of trustees of the valley 
road and give those gentlemen substantial 
indications of the trreat interest with which 
the new road is viewed by residents of the 
county named and their willingness to aid 
it by the liberal investment of their means 
and an equally liberal donation of rights 
of way, depot facilities, etc. 

In the speeches which were made there 
was a noticeable lack of even the most re- 
mote suggestion of antagonism to Stockton 
or the interests of that city connected with 
the proposed line. A spirit of harmony 
pervaded the utterances of Santa Clara's 
representatives, and they bore voluntary 
testimony to a desire to see Stockton suc- 
cessful ha her efforts to secure the line. 

The delegation was composed of: P. P. 
Austin, Mayor of San Jose, who acted as 
chairman; J. H. Henry, president of the 
San Jose and Santa Clara Railroad ; W. C. 
Andrews, president of the Farmers' I'nion 
and also of the Board of Trade; CM. 
Wooster. secretary of the last-named body, 
and C. M. Shortridge, proprietor of the 
CALL. Besides these gentlemen Hon. P. 
AV. Murphy of San Luis Obispo was also 
present and gave loyal assistance to the 
delegation in voicing the merits of Santa 
Clara County as a profitable and inviting 
field for the new road. 

These gentlemen came to this city pre- 
pared to make a general proposition to the 
directors, which in itself shows that splen- 
did work has been accomplished. They 
stand ready, so they said, to guarantee the 
road $300,000 in subscriptions to stock and 
valuable right3 of way through the 
county. 

The enthusiastic earnestness of the visit- 
ors had a very favorable effect upon the 
directors, and they were instructed, after 
all remarks had been concluded, to return 
to San Jose and ascertain just w hat rights 
of way could be secured, outline a course 
through the county and city, and prepare 
maps which would intelligently give this 
information. 

The gentlemen from San Jose were well 
pleased with the reception accorded them 
by the board, and expressed themselves as 
satisfied that a favorable impression had 
been created toward the proposition sus- 
tained by them that a branch, at least, of 
^he new road should by all means be built 
through the great valley of which San 
Jose is the fitting and favore d metropolis. 

The first speaker was Hon. P. P. Austin, 
Mayor of San Jose and chairman of the 
committee, who said : 

I prono»e presenting to you some facte and 
statistics which will Incline your board to 
build a line of railroad from San Francisco 
through Ban Mateo and Santa Clara counties. 
The committee, ol which I have the honor to 
be chairman, has been quite industrious in cir- 
culating subscription lists and inviting sub- 
scriptions from our people. The result, up to 
date, is $148,000 in bona-fide subscriptions, 
every dollar of which will be paid upon call by 
this honorable board. 

The committee feels safe In assuring the pro- 
jectors of this road an aggregate subscription 
of not less than $300,000. In addition to this*, 
while we are not able at this time to guarantee 
a right of way, we desire to assure you that our 
people are fully awakened to the great im- 
portance of this proposed road, and that they 
will give rights of way and terminal facilities 
In :-an Jo«e, fully up to the expectations of this 
board, as indicated by conversations with va- 
rious members thereof. 

Numerous large property-owners have guar- 
anteed to the committee rights of way which, 
II added together, would reach, I think, from 
Ean Krancisco to nollister. But, naturally 
enough, not knowing on which side of the val- 
ley your road might be built, the committee 
has not been in a position to accept a definite 
propo ltion. However, If you will indicate to 
Mi the portion of the valley which you think 
would be best to build through I feel safe in 
saving that at least 7S per cent of the entire 
right of way will be donated by our people. 

I also call your attention to the fact that we 
arc a large shipping community, as shown by 
statistics collated by our secretary, and which 
I here present to you. 



This table shows Kastern shipments only 
from San Jose. Add to this the local shipments 
and those from the other towns in our county 
and we have a grand total of railroad export 
trafllc amounting, In the season of 1894 alone, 
to $159,000,000, or 6650 carloads. This does 
not Include incoming freight nor the lecal 
small shipments from outside towns, actual 
statistics of which are difficult to obtain. I 
conclude, however, from as careful an

as Is possible to make from all figures obtain- 
able, that the products of Santa Clara County 
alone will supply a train of twenty-five cars 
every day In the year. 

As will be seen by these statistics, the Santa 
Clara Valley Is a large producer, and the 
amount of money now paid for freights and 
fares is a strong argument why this board 
should decide to build through the Santa Clara 
Valley. 

There are other gentlemen here who will 
speak upon other points In advocacy of our 
Interests. 

J. H. Henry, president of the San Jose 
and Santa Clara Electric Railway Com- 
pany, and a large capitalist, was the next 
speaker. He said: 

I have a few solid facts here which I would 
like you to consider. I take it that the 
purpose of this board of directors Is to 
build a road which, primarily, is to 
be a paying investment: aud secondarily, 
to build up the city and county of Sau Fran- 
cisco, a< many of your promoters arc large 
owners of real estate and business interests of 
San Francisco. I would, therefore, call your 
attention first to the proposition of building a 
paying road. . 

Santa Clara County is particularly a desirable

veyed from Monterey, which is now known as 
the Fresno and Monterey road and that a con- 
tract had befn already let to a responsible 
firm to construct this road at $17,000 per mile. 
The country through which this road would 
run, via Monterey* while not as productive or 
great as Santa Clara Valley, offers sufficient 
freights to make the road self-sustaining. 

I would also urge that the Santa Clara route 
be adoptod, as by that route you could 
reach a point in the San Joaquin connecting 
with the road from Stockton within a shorter 
distance by many miles from San Francisco. 

The projectors of the road from Monterey to 
Fresno are now, I understand, quite willing to 
join with this board and transfer the rights of 



down through this rich country and along the 
route surveyed for this proposed road would 
give direct connection at Fresno with the pro- 
posed Monterey road, and the road could be 
extended on to Mojave, where another Eastern 
outlet would be rendered available. 

Our committee is in possession of the surveys 
made by the SanteFe people, and will be glad 
to furnish them to this board. 

Hon. P. W. Murphy was present and by 
invitation of the San Jose committee ad- 
dressed the board, urging the interests of 
Santa Clara County, pointing out the great 
productive capacity and the large area of 
land yet undeveloped which will soon go 
into orchards and furnish many thousands

LET THE PEOPLE OWN THE ROAD.

The mere construction of a new railroad 
is not in itself a thing t* occasion effusive 
popular rejoicing. The original Southern 
Pacific line through the San Joaquin Val- j 
ley has already been paralleled by addi- 
tional lines, but they have not helped San 
Francisco or the State, because tbey were 
built by the Southern Pacific. They were 
merely new wheels in the compressing ma- 
chinery by which it was squeezing out the 
life of California. . 

The peonle have welcomed the San Fran- 
cisco and San Joaqnin Valley Railroad be 
cause they believe it is to be a people's 
road. And the best way to make sure that 
it will be one is for the people to build it 
themselves. 

The large capitalists have already made 
the construction of the new road a cer- 
tainty. It remains for the public to insure 
its maintenance as a permanent, independ- 
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place for railr«ad building at this time. While 
her industries are extensively developed, they 
are yet in their infancy.. Many thousands of 
acres of land now unimproved will be planted to 
fruit and vines, and within the next three to 
five years it is safe to say that the products of 
Santa Clara County will double, possibly quad- 
ruple. As has been shown by Mayor Austin, 
there 1% sufficient freight and passenger traffic 
now to pay large dividends on the road now in 
existence. Our people are very anxious for a 
competing rend. They have largn fruit ship- 
ments to make, and this road would come in 
for a very large share of the business. Bcsftes, 
gentlemen, I urre you to secure the right of 
way now, because it will grow In value each 
year, and would cost many thousands of dol- 
lars more if delayed for even a year from 
to-day. 

1 see that the Governor has just signed the 
bill giving a terminus in what Is known as 
China Basin. If you build the road down 
through Santa Clara Valley you would natur- 
ally obtain a right of way down through the 
southern part of the city of San Francisco, and 
it would be a practical and feasible plan to run 
a branch line along down the coast, reaching 
Santa Cruz and opening up much new country 
on the western side of the mountains. This 
might be considesedas one inducement toward 
building in that direction, as you could use the 
same terminal facilities for this branch line as 
for the line that would run through our valley, 
aud, outside of the great benefit to the State in 
general, as I have stated, and one of your ob- 
jects, the upbuilding of San Krancisco, this, as 
you would see, would give direct communica- 
tion with this rich, growing country to land its 
wonderful products into your city and take 
from here many goods that they consume. 

The passenger traffic would naturally be 
large coming In on the land side and give 
opportunities for people living in the valleys 
to visit the metropolis and do business with 
your San Francisco merchants. Iam satisfied 
our people will do their part in obtaining the 
right of way and also in subscribing to the 
additional stock. And I urge this board to 
adopt as one of their routes at least the one 
extending down through the valley of Santa 
Clara and through one of the passes Into the 
San Joaquin Valley to connect with the line at 
Stockton. 

Von will notice that the subscription list 
already signed by the people of Santa Clara 
County evinces a most liberal support, and 
that they do not attach any string to their 
subscription other than that the road be built 
through their valley. They are a liberal, pro- 
gressive and generous people, and this board of 
directors may depend that they will meet this 
beard at every point and give it every assist- 
ance which could be given by any people. 

As to the feasibility of route our secretary, 
Mr. Wooster, is better posted and can give the 
board more definite information than 1. 

The board then invited Clarence M. 
Wooster to give his views and to speak of 
his trip down through the valley of 8anta 
Clara and on into San Benito and Monterey 
counties. Mr. Wooster said : 

The people along the route evinced an Inter- 
est in the new road and expressed their will- 
ingness to aid it in every way. As to the line 
to be adopted I would like to indorse what has 
been said with reference to the Santa Clara 
Valley and call the attention of the board to 
the fact that a practical route had been sur- 



way, now held by them, to this company. It 
will be noted that they have done consider- 
able grading and have completed surveys over 
a perfectly practicable route which are now of 
mucn value. 

Mr. Wooster was then asked by one of 
the directors how much it would take to 
secure this right of way, but he was un- 
able to state a definite sum, but said he 
was given to understand by Mr. Sonntag and 
others in Monterey that the price would be 
very reasonable. Mr. Wooster continued : 

I will also call attention to a bonus tbat has 
been raised by the people along the route of 
$150,000. The terms of this bonus are that 
the sums would be paid providing the road 
should be com pletcd by July 1 next. This fs now 
a physical impossibility, and 1 understand the 
subscribers arc not willing to make good this 
guarantee, but on the other hand are most 
willing to make double that amount good in 
subscriptions to stock in the new road. 

Granting that you would build the road from 
Stockton down through the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, this road running from San Francisco 



of tons of freight, in addition to what are 
now sent out from that section. He also 
claimed the climatic conditions and the 
direct short route connecting with the 
metropolis were advantages which should 
not be overlooked. He said he would do 
all in his power toward obtaining the 
right of way through Santa Clara County, 
and also in securing the guarantees of 
shipments of freight and products from 
that valley. Mr. Murphy spoke most posi- 
tively of the feasibility of the route through 
the Pacheco or Los Augulos pass. 

W. C. Andrews, manager of the Farmers' 
Union, San Jose, and president of the 
Board of Trade, urged the hoard to adopt 
the Santa Clara route. He assured the 
board of the active co-operation of the 
Board of Trade of San Jose and the large 
fruit drying and canning associations, and 
believed that not only additional subscrip- 
tions could be obtained, but also terminal 
facilities in San Jose suitable in every way 
to accommodate the great traffic which the 
new road wilt secure. 

C. M. Shortridge concluded the presen- 
tation of Santa Clara's claims by an analy- 



bill referred to is that authorizing the Har- 
bor Commissioners to lease to the directors 
of the valley road desirable terminal facili- 
ties on the water front. 

Tne directors were naturally highly 
gratified that success had finally attended 
their efforts and several of them expressed 
the opinion that the lease would probably 
be signed before the expiration of this 
week. 

The next important action was the pass- 
ing of a resolution that the board accept 
the invitation of the people of Stockton to 
visit that city, and to-morrow was named 
as the day for the trip. The board will 
leave here in the evening and will prob- 
ably spend all of Friday and possibly a 
portion of Saturday in looking over the 
advantages which Stockton has to offer the 
road. 

After the Stockton trip a similar visit to 
San Jose will be made, but the date of that 
event has not yet been set. 

Engineer Storey will accompany the 
board on both occasions and give the mem- 
bers advice as to the eligibility of proposed 
routes, at the same time acquiring infor- 



TIIE LAW THAT MAKES IT POSSIBLE FOR A COMPETING LINE TO SECURE A FOOTHOLD IN 

THE PENINSULA. 

Approved March X6, 1805. 

An act to amend an act entitled "An act to amend an act entitled an act to amend section 6 of an act en- 
titled an act concerning the water front of the city and county of San Francisco," approved March 15,1878, 
and to confer further powers upon the Board of State Harbor Commissioners, approved March 17, 1880; 
approved March 19, 1889. 

The people of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Section 1 of an act entitled "An act to amend an act entitled an act to amend section 6 of an 
act entitled an act concerning the water front of the city and county of San Francisco, approved March 15, 
1878, and to confer further powers upon the Board of State Harbor Commissioners, approved March 17, 
1880, approved March 19, 1889, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 6. The said Commissioners shall have the possession, jurisdiction and control over the blocks and 
parts of blocks formed by the change of the water front and the extension of the streets to the thorough- 
fare aforesaid, and remove any obstructions placed thereon in the same manner as provided for the re- 
moval of obstruction from the piers, wharves and thoroughfares. The Commissioners are authorized to 
keep and maintain said blocks and parts of blocks as open spaces for the use of the public, or they may in 
their discretion inclose them. 

The Commissioners are also authorized to assign the use of such portion thereof as they deem expedi- 
ent for such purposes solely as will be most advantageous to the commerce of the port and upon such 
terms and conditions as they may determine. All such assignments shall terminate at the pleasure of 
the Commissioners. The Commissioners are also authorized to lease such portion or portions of seawall 
lots numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16 as they may deem expedient for such pur- 
poses solely as will be most advantageous to the commerce of the port ; provided that before the execution 
of any lease notice of the letting or leasing of any of the lots herein mentioned, or parts thereof, shall be 
given by publication in three of the daily papers published in the city of San Francisco for at least ten 
days ; such notice shall state the lot or portion of lot to be leased, and the bids will be received by the Com- 
missioners in a place and time designated in such notice, and that such property shall be let to the highest 
and best bidder ; provided further, that all bids for lease of lots or portions of lots herein mentioned shall 
set forth the purposes for which said lots or the portions thereof shall be used, and that the statement of 
such bid shall be embodied in the lease given by the Board of Harbor Commissioners with the condition 
that the lot shall be used for such purposes only ; provided further, that said board shall have power to 
reject any and all bids ; and provided further, that in no event shall any such lease or leases be made for 
a term exceeding twenty-five years. 

Section 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



ent, competing highway. That can be done 
by such a popular subscription to its stock 
as will make it unnecessary to issue bonds, 
and leave no opening for a Huntington 
raid upon the control. 

The Examiner offers its services in se- 
curing such a subscription. On the first 
page of this issue will be found a blank to 
be filled out for any number of shares, from 
one upward. To-morrow arrangements 
will be made by which persons unable to 
subscribe individually for as much as one 
share may club together. When subscrip- 
tions to the amount of $10,000 have been 
received through this office the Examiner 
will add $1000 to them, and it will keep up 
this proportion until further notice. 

Let us have the first $10,000 to-day. The 
entire amount needed to complete the road 
could be taken from deposits in the savings 
and other banks of this city and never be 
missed. The sooner it is applied to the 
construction of the competing road the 
sooner business will revive and the greater 
will be the earning power of the money 
remaining. 

Although the San Joaquin Valley -Rail-, 
road is not expected to be operated exclu- 
sively for the diroct profit of its stockhold- 
ers, an investment in its stock can hardly 
fail to be at least as profitable as a savings 
bank deposit. In most.Ainerican railroads 
the elements of security and of profit are 
separated. The bonds represent security, 
and, although they pay only a low ttate of 
interest, which no business prosperity can 
increase, they sell, in the case of most 
well-managed roads, at par or above it. 
The stock represents the chance of profit, 
and, although almost the entire value of 
the road is generally covered by the bonds, 
whose interest must be paid before any 
dividends can be declared, the shares are 
often quoted at high figures. 

In the case of the valley road, if built on 
a cash basis, security and speculative value 
will be united. The stock will be as safe 
as first mortgage bonds, because it will be 
entitled to the first returns from the busi- 
ness above operating expenses, and, at the 
same time, it will have all the chances of 
unusual profit that make Lackawanna stock 
sell above 163, in spite of the existence of 
a debt of over $55,000,000. 

The only thing that stands in the way of 
extraordinary dividends on the stock of 
the San Joaquin Valley line is the policy 
of the company, which is that of reducing 
rates whenever possible, for the purpose of 
promoting the general prosperity, instead 
of charging all the traffic will bear. There 
are not likely to be any 10, 12 or 15 per 
cent dividends, for the simple reason that 
the policy of the stockholders will be to 
gain their returns in another way. But 
that there will be good, substantial profits 
sufficient to make the shares of the new 
line a gilt-edge investment, irrespective 
of other considerations, hardly admits of 
a doubt. 

Although there is every reason to sup- 
pose that the stockholders will draw good 
dividends from their ivestments, we do 
not urge subscriptions entirely on that 
ground. The new line is to be a weapon 
for the emancipation of San Francisco, and 
it is not to be kept in a glass case. The 
stockholders ought to be men who would 
not be afraid to go into a fight, if one 
should be necessary, even at the cost of a 
emporary Iosb of direct profits. They 



should be men whose interests as citizens, 
as producers and as consumers were greater 
than their interests as investors. 

Hence the little accumulations upon 
which widows and orphans depend for 
support should not be put into this stock, 
nor should any man pinch his family to 
make a subscription. It is essentially a 
fighting stock, and should be owned "by 
people who can afford to take chances in 
using it to club the head of monopoly. 

That does not mean rich people. The 
money wasted by workingmen, clerks and 
small tradesmen on lottery tickets, cigar- 
ettes and drinks would build the road. 
There is hardly a storekeeper in town who 
could not afford to take at least one share 
of stock merely for the sake of the in- 
creased business he would gain from the 
enterprise. An unmarried workman with 
$100 for which he had no immediate use 
could help to insure the permanence of his 
job by helping to build a road which would 
keep his factory open and reopen others 
that are now closed. 

The interest paid by the savings hanks 
on $100 is from $4 to $5 a year. There is 
every reason to believe that the dividends 
on San Joaquin Valley stock will exceed 
that from the start, but if tbey should not, 
what of it? Is there anybody in San 
Francisco to whom the prosi>erity of the 
city and State is not worth $o a year? The 
profit on the sale of one ordinary suit of 
clothes, or half a dozen pairs of shoes, or 
two or three tons of coal, would make it 
up to the merchant. Two days' wages 
would return it to the workingman, or one 
day's to the more highly skilled worker, 
who is most likely to be thrown out of em- 
ployment in dull times. There are mer- 
chants in San Francisco who do not make 
sales enough to pay their rent, and work- 
ers who have not had steady employment 
for six months out of the year in the past 
five years. If the construction of the new 
railroad brought them thriving business 
and permanent work they would have 
reason to consider the investment profit- 
able, whether the nominal dividends were 
$5 per share, or $10. or nothing. 

But it is not at all likely that the invest- 
ors will have to call on their philosophy 
even to this extent. The only thing that 
can make the valley railroad stock unpro- 
fitable, even from the point of view of 
direct returns, is a cut-throat war of rates 
on the part of the Southern Pacific, and 
such a war would so stimulate the business 
of San Francisco and the State as to make 
up a dozen times over any loss the stock- 
holders in the new road might suffer from a 
temporary suspenson of dividends. Inci- 
dentally, too, it would mean the bank- 
ruptcy of the Southern Pacific. With interest 
amounting to about $1, '200,000 a year to pay 
on the bonds of its lines in the San 
Joaquin Valley the old monopoly would 
be at a fatal disadvantage in fighting a new 
road built at bed-rock prices and free from 
debt. 

As s rule the operating expenses of 
American railroads amount to a little over 
half their gross receipts. Then come fixed 
charges, principally interest on bonds, and 
finally dividends on stock. It is a very 
extravagantly built or badly managed road 
that cannot pay the interest on its bonds 
after meeting its operating expenses. The 
majority have something left over for divi- 
dends on stocks, although the stock is 
chiefly water. But in the case of the San 
Joaquin Valley road everything above the 
operating expenses will be available for 
dividends, provided the people accept the 
invitation to subscribe for the full amount 
of stock and thus render a bond issue un- 
necessary. The route proposed is one that 
will render the cost of maintenance light, 
and the margin between expenditures and 
receipts is thus sufficient to cover any con- 
ingency thtat can now be foreseen. 

Itfs not likely that the stock of the new 
line will ever sell at less than par. If it 
should, all the lessons of experience would 
go for nothing. There is no railroad enter- 
prise in the Union that has been launched 
under such favorable conditions. The 
route of the new line lies through a coun- 
try of which every mile is productive. 
Business does not have to be created— it is 
waiting and clamoring to be accepted. 
Materials are at 4he lowest figures ever 
known, and rights of wav, depot sites and 
terminal facilities are, offered "for nothing. 
All along the route the good will of the 
public offers voluntarily a patronage for 
which an ordinary road would have to fish 
with expensive bait.

THE CRIME OF THE OLD MAN. 



PAX JOSE, Cal., March 20.— When 
George C. Hughes, a notary public and 
forger, fled to Mexico or South America 
last year he left behind him as a legacy to 
his victims and bondsmen enough trouble 
to give the courts work for many months. 
Hughes was not only a notary public but 
was a real estate agent, apparently doing a 
large business. He would learn of persons 
with money to loan, the rates of interest 
desired, and in fact all necessary informa- 
tion. He would secure authority to nego- 
tiate a loan. He would then return to the 
capitalist in due course of time with forged 
notes and mortgages. In some cases he 
would get a genuine mortgage and note 
but raise the figure. 

There are several indictments against 
Hughes, whose present whereabouts is not 
known. 

Now there are several suits in court, the 
first of them being tried to-day before 
Judges Reynolds and Lorigan sitting in 
bank. The suits are brought to test the 
liability of the bondsmen of George C. 
Hughes as notary for the sums he secured 
by his fraudulent methods. There are 
four of these suits which have been consol- 
idated and thus placed on trial. The essen- 
tial facts in all the cases are the same and 
all will follow the course of one which will 
be made a test case. The suits are those 
of Frank Dravcs against B. I). Murphy and 
J. G. Enright; Martha Davidson ct al. 
against the same; P. Doerr against the 
same defendants; and Socrates Kirk 
against the same. 

While the total amount involved in the 
suits on trial is not so great, being only 
J765!), it is generally understood that there 
are other persons who were defrauded, and 
they only await a successful suit against 
the bondsmen to bring their actions. Of 
this total sum Frank Draves sues for 
J1JS4. Martha Davidson et al. for $3800, P. 
Doerr $775 and Socrates Kirk for $1500. 

The first of the suits in connection with 
Hughes' forgeries was last year, when Mrs. 
Emma Hunt was sued by Margaret E. 
Walsh on a note for $1200." The note was 
given for only $500, but was raised by 
Hughes. 

There are several grounds of defense 
made. One of these is that Hughes never 
signed his bond as notary himself, although 
he told defendants he would do so when 
he asked them to become his bondsmen. 
Another defense made is that Hughes acted 
for the plaintiff as their agent and not be- 
cause of his notarial bond, nor because he 
was supposed to have a bond as such 
official.

Relatives Object to Mrs. Knapp Giving 
Aicay Her Property. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., March 26.— The open- 
ing brief on motion for a new trial in the 
matter of application for letters of guard- 
ianship over the person and estate of 
Sophia Hermina Knapp was filed to-day. 
The petitioners are relations of Sophia 
Knapp, who is 76 years old, and who, it 
was charged, was mentally unsound, hav- 
ing deeded away under undue influence to 
John Harold Freyschlag, a nephew, the 
Rucker ranch and Lonehill vineyard and 
other property of the value of $100,000. 

The application was heard some months 
ago before Judge Lorigan and the petition 
was denied. 

The motion for a new trial is based upon 
the reiteration that by reviewing the evi- 
dence the court will find that Mrs. Knapp 
was insane, holding that the wild absurdi- 
ties to which she testified as a belief were 
never heard outside the cells of a lunatic 
asylum. Counsel grant that Mrs. Knapp 
is a learned woman, but say that her coun- 
terparts can be found at the asylums at 
Agnews and Stocklon, and some excelling 
her in intellectual attainments, but suffer- 
ing from the same delusions and hallucina- 
tions from which she suffers. It is believed 
to have- been shown that by reason of old 
age, disease, weakness of mind and other 
causes she is unable, unassisted, to prop- 
erly manage her affairs. 

'•If this has not been established," says 
the brief, "then we submit that there is no 
force in the effect of human evidence." 

It is contended as a matter of law that 
the court erred in sustaining the objection 
to the question : "What opinion, if any, 
did you form as to her capacity to handle 
money and take care of her business?" 
which was asked of Mrs. Lou "White, the 
sufficient intimacy having been established 
for the witness to be competent to answer. 
Like objections are set up to the alleged 
errors of the ooort in sustainingobjections 
to similar quesriens put to A. L. Rhodes 
and Mrs. Rhodes on the same ground. 

It is further held that the decision is not 
borne out by t he facts as it U undeniably 
shown that Mrs. Knapp, by her own action 
in disposing of her property to a:i irre- 
sponsible grantee, admitted that she was 
unable unassisted to attend to her own 
property. The fact that there is no proper 
provision made for her support and main- 
tenance in the deed proves that she was 
liable to be and was deceived and imposed 
upon by design ine persons. 

A Shooter Held for Irlal. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., March 28.— Joseph 
Duboise, who shot and wounded James 
Pierce, foreman of James V. Coleman's 
ranch at Guadalupe, was arraigned to-day 
on a charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon, and Justice Dwyer set his exami- 
nation for April 15. It was thought at the 
time of the unprovoked assault that 
Duboise was a maniac, but since he has 
been in jail his actions have denoted that 
his mind is sufficiently sound to make him 
responsible for his acts. 

Duboise occupied a cabin on the Cole- 
man ranch without paying rent, and when 
the foreman approached the cabin he fired 
at him through a loophole.

William Leary is a native of Ireland. 
He came over the waters just before Gen- 
eral Scott marched to conquer Mexico, and 
he joined the army of the United States, 
fighting all through the war under the 
starry banner. In 1850 he turned his face 
toward the setting sun and drifted to Cali- 
fornia, settling in Sonoma County, and 
became a citizen of the United States at 
IVtaluma October 5, 1868. Then he re- 
moved to Monterey and came into posses- 
sion of the Halfway House, between Sa- 
linas and Monterey towns, which came to 
be a landmark. The land on which the 
tavern was located belonged to David Jacks 
and six years ago the latter succeeded, by 
the aid of a United States Marshal, in forci- 
bly dispossessing Leary and tearing down 
the old rookery after throwing its contents 
into the road. Leary then opened a saloon 
at Castroville. In July, 1893, a Swiss came 
into Leary's saloon. Leary was in a 
friendly humor and entertained the way- 
farer, showing him among other things a 
collection of coin. The stranger and the 
saloon-keeper became involved in an argu- 
ment which resulted in the use of harsh 
language and threats, and ended by the 
Swiss seizing Leary by the whiskers and 
tearing out a handful of hair. Two months 
later there came to Castroville in search of 
health another Swiss, named Martin Bo- 
netti. In his wanderings about town he 
went into Leary's saloon. 

Leary, as soon as he beheld the stranger, 
thought he recognized in him the man 
who had so rudely treated him two months 
before, and at once began to abuse him. 
Bonetti protested that it was a case of mis- 
taken identity, but to no avail. So finally 
he sought safety in flight. Leary was still 
in high anger, and after Bonetti had gone 
the saloon-keeper started out to hunt his 
supposed assailant to punish him. He 
looked for him all over Castroville, and 
finally locUed him in Michael W T alsh's 
saloon. He approached Bonetti in a men- 
acing manner, and the latter, now thor- 
oughly alarmed, begged to be let alone. 
This only angered Leary, who rushed at 
Bonetti and struck him with his clenched 
left fist 

Bonetti stageercd and that instant Leary 
thrust a dagger to the hilt into Bonneti's 
body straight through the heart, and the 
Swiss fell dead. This was on September 
28, 1893. 

The killing of Bonetti caused great ex- 
citement in the county, both by reason of 
the nature of the murder and the good 
reputation of the victim. Leary was 
arrested and arraigned. The trial occu- 
pied nearly two weeks, the defense being 
insanity from alcholisra. He was 
promptly convicted of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced by Judge N. A. Dora 
to be hanged on March 30, 1894. An appeal 
to the Supreme Court was taken, the sen- 
tence was affirmed and Leary was again 
sentenced by Judge Dora to be hanged 
March 29, 1895. 

Leary has a wife and five children 
living in this county. During the last 
few weeks a petition had been circulated 
by his wife to have his sentence commuted 
to imprisonment for life.

SACBAXEXTO PIOXEER'S SUICIDE. 

The Miserable Death of a Onee Wealthy 
Stock- Broker. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 20.— This 
morning the dead body of D. C. 
M. Cornell was found in a 
room in the Hotel Rhein. He 
had been dead at least twenty-four hours. 
He had committed suicide with poison. 
Cornell was a pioneer Californiau. By pro- 
fession be was a druggist and was recog- 
nized as a man of considerable ability. 

At the beginning of the Comstock ex- 
citement he went to Virginia City and 
amassed a great fortune through his regu- 
lar business and speculations. The 
money which he accumulated in Virginia, 
however, he lost in stocks in San Fran- 
cisco, and for several years he had been 
leading a precarious existence in Sacra- 
mento. During the past winter times 
have been exceedingly hard with him, 
and there is no doubt that poverty drove 
him to his death. He was a native of 
New York.

TACOMA, Wash., March 2fi.— News was 
received in this city to-day from London 
that the projectors of the British Pacific 
Railway have succeeded in floating their 
bonds in England. The news is thought 
to be authentic. 

Arrangements for the disposal of bonds 
was made through a Quebec capitalist, who 
took the project in hand when Frank 
Bakeman of Chicago failed, and succeeded 
in negotiating the bonds in the European 
markets. 

Bakeman is entirely out of the project. 
Colonel A. J. Kane, who was associated 
with him, has been in England a year in 
the company's interest. He is expected 
here shortly. 

Two rival companies were organized in 
1891 to secure a charter for building the 
road. The company known as the Cana- 
dian AVestern secured the charter with a 
land subsidy of 20,000 acres a mile and a 
cash subsidy of $2500 a mile for equip- 
ment. 

This was in the spring of 1892. The hard 
times prevented the company securing 
money to build. In 1894 the company was 
reorganized as the British Pacific 
and the Government of British Columbia 
made an additional concession by guaran- 
teeing the interest on the bonds. Some 
survey work was done last year to hold the 
charter. 

As soon as the bonds can be turned over, 
it is expected that construction work will 
begin. The road is to be built through 
British Columbia and Manitoba, north of 
the Canadian Pacific.

OROVILLE, Cal., March 26.— John 
Swan, a native of Ohio, 59 years of age, 
committed suicide Monday afternoon at 
Bidwell Bar by jumping from the suspen- 
sion bridge which crosses the Feather 
River at that point. 

Swan left a notebook in which he stated 
that he was tired of life, was in misery all 
the time, only had a dollar to his name, 
and as he did not believe in a life here- 
after would take a long rest.

HAWAII AX EXILES' CASES. 

Suit to Be Brought Against the Canadian- 
Australian Steamship Line. 

VANCOUVER, B. C, March 26.— Some 
daysagoaman named Houck, claiming to 
be a lawyer from Honolulu, arrived here and 
proceeded to interest himself in the cases 
of the three deported exiles, Mueller, 
Cranston and Johnstone. He interviewed 
numerous local r.ien, and learned as much 
as possible regarding statements made by 
them. 

Saturday night William A. Kinney, 
Judge Advocate, who presided at the re- 
cent court-martial in Honolulu, arrived 
here. When interviewed Kinney was very 
guarded in his statements, but it was ascer- 
tained that he had come here in connec- 
tion with a suit instituted by the exiles 
against the Canadian-Australian Steamshjp 
Company, the exiles claiming $150,000 
each. 

The Hawaiian Government had to give 
the steamship company a bond to indem- 
nify them against any action which might 
be brought, and the Government has ac- 
cordingly decided to fight the suit to the 
end. Kinney has engaged E. P. Davis, Q. 
C, ot this city, one of the ablest lawyers of 
the West, to fight the case, and brought 
with him numerous documents. 

The Hawaiian Government claims that 
in the deportation they were acting within 
international law, and that in any case the 
damages claimed are absurd, as the men 
were only making a bare living in Hono- 
lulu. Kinnev left again Sunday, and it is 
understood ne has gone to San Francisco. 

In speaking of the case brought by the 
Hawaiian exiles, Mueller, Cranstoun and 
Johnstone.against theCanadian- Australian 
Steamship Company, E. P. Davis, counsel 
for the company, said to-day regarding the 
attitude of the Hawaiian Government in 
the case: 

"They arc anxious to have the question 
settled as to their right to deport danger- 
ous characters from the islands when the 
latter are, as during the late crisis, under 
martial law. They claim such a right in 
the present instance, and are anxious to 
have that right established by a judicial 
decision in another country. 

"Mr. Kinney came here with authority 
to retain special counsel to represent them, 
but upon examination decided to leave 
the matter as it was. Consequently I am 
not retained by the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment at all, but in looking 
after the interests of the present 
defendants I am raising the point they 
wished to see raised and settled, which 
comes to the. same thing. The case could 
not possibly come up for trial until the 
fall, since a commission would have to be 
issued to take evidence in Honolulu." 

Murder of an Old Man. 

VANCOUVER, B. C, March 26.— An old 
man named James Hayson was found dead 
in his cabin, on the outskirts of the city, 
last night. As it was thought he had 
died from old age the body was not 
examined closely till this morning, when 
a large wound was found on the head. 
Stains of blooa were also found on the 
floor and on an ax. 

The man was perfectly naked when 
found and was lying on the bed. The ta- 
ble was laid for a meal, which had not been 
partaken of. One pocket in a pair of pants 
on a chair looked as though it had been 
torn or cut out. The police think Hayson 
was murdered.

Speculation 
naturally points to the defaulting State 
Treasurer Taylor, who disposed of much 
paper in the East and mortgages and 
bonds in and around Courtland, N. Y.

Bill of a New York Senator to 
Prohibit Women From 
Wearing Tights,

ALBANY, N. Y., March 26.— Senator 
Mullin introduced in the Senate to-day a 
bill prohibiting any woman from appear- 
ing in tights or any indecent costume at 
any place where male persons are as- 
sembled. 

An offense is deemed a misdemeanor 
and is punishable by imprisonment of not 
less than thirty days or more than one 
year for each offense. 

Any person who procures any woman to 
so appear shall upon just conviction be 
punished by imprisonment of not less than 
three months nor more than a year, or 
upon each subsequent conviction shall be 
sentenced to State's Prison for a term not 
less than two years nor more than five 
years, or pay a fine not less than $100 nor 
more than JfOOO. 

The posting of theatrical or other bills 
with indecent pictures is prohibited, as is 
also the publication of so-called "high 
art" pictures in any magazine, newspaper 
or other publication. 



PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., March 26.—

SACRAMKVTO, Cal., March 2fi.— Oov- 
ernor Bndd's labors on the ma;s of bills, 
Assembly an<i Senate, that have been sub- 
mitted for his sienature are finished. Of 
the appropriation bills, including the 
general appropriation, there will be about 
eipht that will receive his signature and 
become laws. Pome will be vetoed, and 
seventy or eighty — nerhaps more— will be 
pocketed and, like the county government 
bill, will become laws two years from the 
present time. 

On Friday the Governor intends to 
leave for Stockton, where, he declares, he 
will "take to the tules" to escape all inter- 
course with the world at large, and thus 
enjoy a well-deserved rest. After his re- 
turn, he says, he will personally visit all 
public institutions throughout the State- 
prisons, insane asylums, etc. There have 
been several officials connected with these 
same institutions in Sacramento to-day, 
presumably for the purpose of ex- 
plaining the purchase of quail, turkey, 
chicken : bird, etc., which they have here- 
tofore charged up to the State, but which 
the Board of Examiners has given notifi- 
cation must cease. Warden Aull is here. 
It is understood that he has a pet measure 
providing for the purchase of 500 acres of 
adjoining land to the prison grounds for 
farming purposes. This land is covered 
with rocks, scrub brush and granite crop- 
pings. A few years ago it could be pur- 
chased for $5 per acre. Now that it is de- 
sired by the State it will probably cost at 
least $100 per acre. 

In speaking of some of the "peculiar" 
bills which passed through the last Legis- 
lature the Governor referred to one as a 
sample instance. 

"The bill," he said, "added a section to 
the Penal Code making it a misdemeanor 
to poison any domestic animal. I thought 
this was a pretty good thing and should 
become a law, when I chanced to think of 
a statute that made the same offense a 
feiony. . 

"I looked it up and found it was so de- 
clared. That bill will be pocketed. The 
author of the bill evidently had some 
grudge against the existing law, and, fear- 
ing that a repealing act would not meet 
with approval, introduced it in a form that 
would have the same effect and yet be sure 
to pass."

THE STREETCAR HILT.. 

It Will Probably He ••rocketed" by the 
Governor. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 26.— Ex- 
Mayor E. B. Pond, who, it is claimed, 
owns large railroad interests in the city of 
Los Angeles, made a flying visit to this 
city to-day and in a five-minute interview 
accorded him by Governor Budd attempted 
to convince the latter of the advisability 
of aflixing his signature to the streetcar 
bill. 

A letter on the subject from Attorney A. 
Rodgers was presented, being his opinion 
on various clauses of the bill, rendered 
at the request of Mayor Pond. In his 
digest the attorney says: 

I have read the proposed act to amend sec- 
tions 499 and 501 of the Civil Code relating to 
street railroads, andfind section 499 identical 
with the existing section as amended in 1891, 
with the exception of a few words, and It is 
evidently a just provision. The second re- 
stores the former law in force since the codes 
were first adopted and prior thereto. 

Section 501 has several changes. It reduces 
fare from 10 to 5 cents, adds a provision for 
the protection of passengers and tncrcases the 
speed at which cars can run from eight to 
twelve miles per hour, and declares a violation 
ot the section to be a misdemeanor, placing the 
penalty at a fine of not less than $50 or more 
than $500. It also excluded the application of 
this section to the McCoppin act limiting the 
rates of fares in cities of more than 100,000 
inhabitants. 

The act is general in its application, except 
with reference to fares in cities of over 100.000 
inhabitants, and with reference to such fares 
the act of 1878 is recognized as still in force 
and is not repealed. These amendments are 
clearly In favor of the passengers aud against 
the railroads. 

This is the blil over an amendment to 
which the Biggy-Ounn scandal arose. 
Although the Governor refuses to say ex- 
actly what he thinks about the measure 
there is no doubt that he will pocket it. 
There have been almost as strong forces 
working against as for the bill, and its ene- 
mies have attempted to demonstrate that 
the clause prohibiting roads under differ- 
ent managements from occupying the 
same street for more than live blocks 
would grant an exclusive monopoly to the 
street-car companies holding franchises in 
San B'rancisco at the present time. 

VETOES OfiE B1LTj. 

The Governor runts That a Letter "8" It 
of ttreat Significance. 
SACRAMENTO, Cal.. March 26.— Gov- 
ernor Budd has vetoed but one bill to-day. 
His reasons are expressed as follows: 
The reasons which impel me to withhold my 



approval of the annexed bill, being Assembly 
176, are these: , 

The bill entitled "An act to amend an act 
entiled 'An act providing for the sale of rail- 
road and other franchises in municipalities 
and relative to the maintaining of franchises,' 
approved March 23, 1893." The body of the 
ret contains but few changes from the one 
which it purports to amend. One is a minor 
change as to the advertising of the application. 

The other provides mat the hour, as well as 
the day of the hearing shall be mentioned. 
These changes are in themselves trivial and 
could hardly have been the cause for the 
amendment in question. The act provides that 
"every franchise or privilege to erect or lay 
telegraph or telephone wires, to construct or 
operate railroads along or upon any public 
street or highway, or to exercise any other 
privilege whatever hereafter proposed to be 
granted by the Board of Supervisors, Common 
Council or other governing or legislative body 
of any country, city and country, city, town or 
district within the State, shall be granted upon 
the conditions in this act; provided and not 
otherwise." 

This provision was in the law sought to be 
amended, and the words, "Shall be granted 
upon conditions in this act provided," were 
the controlling aud mandatory portions of said 
clause. The act then proceeded to provide 
how the application and the advertising for 
such applications should be made, and de- 
clared that the "advertisement must state the 
character of the franchise or privilege pro- 
posed to be grantod, the term of its continu- 
ance, and, if a street railroad tho route to be 
traversed, the day upon which tenders will be 
received for the same," thus providing, under 
the act of 1893, that the council should grant, 
after advertisement and application, railroad, 
telegraph or telephone franchises upon certain 
conditions stated. 

The new bill uses substantially the exact 
language of the old act in regard to the fran- 
chises, the fact that they should be granted, 
the persons or companies to be affected and 
changes the clause last above quoted to read 
as follows: "This advertisement must state the 
character of the franchise or privilege pro- 
posed to be granted, the terms of its continu- 
ance and, if a street railroad, the route to be 
traversed and the day aud hour upon which 
sealed tenders will be received for the same." 

The only substantial change in the bill as to 
the franchise that is to be granted is made by 
the addition of tne crooked little letter "s" to 
the word "term," as It existed In the act sought 
to be amended. In that act It provided for the 
grant, >tat\ug the term of its continuance, in- 
dicating only the time. 

In the amendment, by the Insertion of but 
one letter.lt Is made to read, "the terms of its 
continuance," which means the conditions 
under which it must exercise the franchise to 
be granted. Under the old law before the "s" 
was inserted, time only needs to be stated. 

Vnder the new bill conditions beneficial to 
the corporation applying for the franchise may 
be applied for and granted. It may provide 
that no railroad line shall run parallel within 
two blocks of the petitioning company. It may- 
provide that not more than a certain number 
of blocks in all of or any other line shall be 
used by a competing line. It may make a 
thousand conditions beneficial to itself, which, 
if secured from the municipality, gives it an 
absolute monopoly. 

The line making application may provldo 
absolutely against competition. While the 
letter "s" is small and of seeming insignifi- 
cance, the manner in which it is inter- 
jected into this bill and is attempted to be in- 
terjected Into the law would make it of the 
utmost importance. I doubt whether ever be- 
fore in the history' of legislation the addition 
oi a single tetter In the alphabet has had more 
potential significance. 

While the law as It was, giving a certain 
term of continuance for the franchise, might 
not have been unwise, any law allowing a 
corporation or person to purchase an absolute 
monopoly or franchise and privilege for tho 
erection or laying of telegraph or telephone 
wires, or the construction or operation of rail- 
roads upon any public street or highway 
would be plainly against the principles of our 
institutions.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 26.— The 
city sold at public auction to-day the 
ground and buildings on Second street, 
now used for police headquarters, being 
the old City Hall. The purchase price was 
J42.000 for 01 feet front by 120 feet deep. 
The property was knocked down to J. A. 
Graves. I. W. Hellman of the Nevada 
Bank of San Francisco was present and it 
is understood that the purchase was made 
by the attorney for Mr. Hellman, as the 
banker's family already owns considerable 
frontage in the same block. 

The jail quarters have become too small 
for the accommodation of prisoners and 
the City Council will have a new block 
erected soon Into which the department 
headquarters will be moved, together with 
the police courts. 

A Xetespaper Writer'* Wealth. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 26.— 
George A. Apperson, one of the Chicago 
Herald's Washington correspondents, has 
been in Los Angeles for the past six weeks 
in pursuit of health. A mistaken idea 
seems to have gone abroad that Mr. Ap- 
person is in a critical condition. At the 
present time he appears to be gaining 
surely and hopes are entertained that he 
will soon he able to return to his desk in 
Washington, where he has achieved an 
enviable reputation. 

Christian Scientist* Held for Trial. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 26. -Jesse 
Samis and "Dr." Richard Cook, the two 
men arrested for manslaughter in con- 
nection with the WhittierChristian science 
affair, have both given bail for their ap- 
pearance in court for examination. They 
are charged with criminal neglect in not 
providing Alice Samis, the wife of one of 
the defendants, with medical care, Mrs. 
Samis having died owing to lack of proper 
treatment after childbirth. 

Police .Wu*t Enforce the Late. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 26.— At a 
meeting of the Police Commissioners held 
this morning, resolutions were adopted 
recommending that the saloon - closing 
ordinance be strictly enforced after 12 
o'clock at night until 5 a. m., and oh Sun- 
days, and that all lawful means Jbe used to 
confi ne disreputable women to particular 
limits in that portion of the city occupied 
by disreputable houses. 

Future of Xorthern California. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 26.— Ex- 
Lieutenant-Governor Reddiclc of San An- 
dreas is in town. In discussing the busi- 
ness prospects of the State to-day, he spoke 
encouragingly of the outlook in the north, 
and expressed his firm belief in the build- 
ing and successful operation |of the San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad. 

A Woman Held for Incendiarism. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 26.— Mrs. 
Amelia Piatt was held to answer on a 
charge of arson by Justice of the Peace 
Young to-day. Mrs. Piatt is accused of 
havinpr set tire to her own dwelling on 
Pico Heights in order to get insurance 
money. 

Washed Up by the Sea.

Argument of the Attorney-General 
,ln Support of Debs' Con- 
viction. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.-The 
hearing on the application of Eugene V. 
Debs and others for a writ of habeas corpus 
for their release from imprisonment was 
resumed promptly on the opening of the 
Supreme Court of the United States at 
noon to-day. Attorney - General Olney 
made the first argument, speaking in be- 
half of the Government in opposition to 
the application. 

Mr. Olney said the single question before 
the Supreme Court was whether the court 
below had jurisdiction of the case made by 
the original bill, and proceeded to show 
that as he viewed the matter it had. He 
devoted but very little time to the discus- 
sion of the Government's technical rela- 
tion to the mails and the mail-bags or to 
the provisions of the act of 1890, which he 
characterized as "an experimental piece 
of legislation," and passed immedi- 
ately to the consideration of the 
strike as a violation of interstate 
commerce regulations. The interstate 
commerce, which is subject to the regula- 
tion of Congress, comprehends, he suid, a 
great variety of different subject-matter. 
It is held as respects some of them that in 
the absence of positive legislation thereon 
by Congress there may be action by a State. 
But it has always universally been con- 
ceded that the moment Congress does act 
upon any matter which is part of com- 
merce from that moment the jurisdiction 
of the United States becomes absolute and 
excludes all other authority. Intercourse 
and transportation between the States and 
all the instruments of either are admittedly 
parts of interstate commerce. Transpor- 
tation of passengers and freight by rail- 
roads is of course included. Not only is 
that so, but it is also true that interstate 
railroad transportation has been taken in 
especial charge by Congress. Having 
power to control it Congress has not per- 
mitted the power to lie dormant, but has 
freely and decisively exercised it. 

He then enumerated many of tne Fed- 
eral laws bearing on the question of inter- 
state traffic, including those applying to 
the mail service and those relating to the 
carrying of livestock. But in this connec- 
tion and for the purpose, he continued, it 
.is more important to note the provisions 
of several general statutes which cover the 
whole field of interstate railroad transpor- 
tation and show most conclusively the 
purpose of Congress to oxclude every other 
source and form of regulation except its 
own. Section 525S of the Revised Statutes 
declares as follows: "Every railroad com- 
pany whose road is operated by steam, its 
successors and assignees, is hereby author- 
ized to carry upon and over its road, boats, 
bridges and ferries, any property on its 
way from one State to another State and 
to receive compensation therefor and to 
connect with roads of other States so as to 
form continuous lines for the transporta- 
tion of the same to the place of its des- 
tination." 

Having by this legislation made street 
railroads interstate commerce carriers for 
both Governmental and private purposes. 
Congress, by the act of ls87, known as the 
interstate commerce act, inaugurated 
measures more radical and comprehensive 
than anything ever before attempted by 
virtue of its power to regulate commerce. 
By that act the principles in accordance 
with which interstate transportation shall 
be conducted are laid down and defined, 
their violation is inhibited under several 
penalties, and to crown the whole all the 
interstate commerce railroads of the conn- 
try are practically put in charge of a com- 
mission, which is to see to it that their du- 
ties as interstate carriers, as prescribed by 
Congress, are faithfully discharged. Fi- 
nally, recognizing the existence of an evil 
of great magnitude, Congress, by act of 
October 1, 1888, made provision for the cre- 
ation of boards of arbitration to settle con- 
troversies between railroad companies and 
their employes, which controversies are 
having the effect of hindering and inter- 
rupting. 

As a matter of fact, he said, in July, 
1894, interstate railroad transportation was 
being interfered with in the State of Il- 
linois and the city of Chicago. It was an 
interference for which, with all its conse- 
quences and incidents, the present petition- 
ers are to the fullest extent responsible, 
unless it be true that men can wantonly 
touch the match to powder and yet be 
blameless because not rightly realizing the 
ensuing devastation ; unless it be true that 
those who seek to execute a plot by any 
means possible in the open and taking the 
legal consequences upon their heads are. to 
be branded as criminals, while those who 
sit in an office and hatch the plot and urge 
on its consummation are to go unwhipped 
of justice because of the loud-mouthed pro- 
fession of virtue in general and respect for 
law and order in particular. 

The Attomej'-General admitted that it 
was the duty of State authorities to deal 
with certain phases of the offenses com- 
mitted, and said: 

"If they had done so promptly and vig- 
orously the interruption of interstate rail- 
way transportation might possibly have 
not ceased; but instead of their doing this 
they allowed day after day to pass, marked 
either by total inactivity or by effort so 
ill directed and inadequate as to aggravate 
all the evils of the situation. Hence it be- 
came necessary for the Government to step 
in, not only in defense of individuals, but 
in obedience to its obligations to protect 
interstate commerce, and because it is the 
duty of every government to exercise its 
functions whenever occasion requires." 

Mr. Olney then passed on to the consid- 
eration of the means at the command of 
the Government ior the suppression of the 
strike, the principal of which was the 
courts, which must be depended upon, so 
far as practicable, to deal with it. He next 
considered the assertion that the Chicago 
affair was exceptional, and to controvert 
the allegation of errors in the court below 
and in closing said : 

"What wasdone by the Government and 
its court at Chicago in the summer of 1894 
was done on a conspicuous theater and 
dealt with events striking in themselves 
t 



and in the scale on which they were con- 
ducted, and which strongly appealed to 
the imagination as well as to the pas- 
sions of men. Its action was denounced 
from the outset as novel and unprece- 
dented, so that it even became expedient to 
publicly proclaim the right and familiar 
principle that for the execution of national 
functions every foot of every State is na- 
tional soil and national property. Since 
then the same policy has been persistently 
pursued and the Government bill in equity, 
the injunction and the proceedings forcon- 
tempt have all been loudly condemned as 
analogous, extraordinary and revolution- 
ary. To such charges there could be no 
more decisive answer than is furnished by 
this debate and by the contentions of the 
respective parties." 

Mr. Olney closed at 1 o'clock and was 
promptly followed by Mr. Darrow in the 
interest of the petitioners. There was no 
interruption of the Attorney-General dur- 
ing the progress of his argument by any 
member of the court, and he received the 
closest attention. Mr. Darrow opened by 
saying that he agreed with Mr. Olney that 
the case was one of vast importance. Not 
only was it of importance to the corpora- 
tions, but to the countless millions of 
working people. He asserted that the 
Attorney-General had overlooked the in- 
terest of this latter class in his argument, 
as he had also overlooked the fact of the 
danger to civil liberty embraced in the 
case. He replied with some warmth to Mr. 
Olney's criticism of the failure of the State 
courts to take proper cognizance of the 
acts of violence accompanying the strike, 
declaring that the State had ever been 
anxious to preserve peace and was capable 
ol doing so. If the contrary had been true 
the United States troops could be called 
on, but there was no excuse under the law 
for appealing to the Federal courts. 

He then took up the legal aspect of the 
case, criticizing what he asserted to be the 
abandonment by the Government of its 
original position in bringing it* bill under 
the anti-trust law. The search for a prece- 
dent for an action like the present under 
the common law powers had been in vain 
both on the part of counsel for the peti- 
tioners and the Government. He con- 
tended that the interstate commerce act 
was not applicable as that law was enacted 
for the purpose of dealing with and re- 
stricting the operations of the railway cor- 
porations. It was charged that the officers 
of the A. R. U. had sent telegrams order- 
ing strikes, but it had been shown that 
these telegrams advised observance of the 
law. The original bill itself was free from 
such charges. If then these men had com- 
mitted no offense, there was no power in 
the court to commit them for contempt. 

In almost every word uttered by the 
Attorney-General this court is urged, said 
Mr. Darrow, not to interfere because these 
men were guilty of unlawful acts and be- 
cause the consequences of their acts were 
serious. Could the equity power of the 
courts be resorted to because Congress had 
not seen fit to provide an adequate penalty 
for certain offenses? If such a state of 
affairs as pictured by the Attorney-General 
did really exist in Chicago the situation 
was one with which the executive should 
have dealt through the military and not 
through the courts. What was needed 
was the display of force and not the order 
of a court in such an emergency. 

Mr. Darrow concluded with a personal 
appeal on behalf of his clients. He con- 
tended their acts were not criminal. He 
could say on behalf of his clients that, 
although they might have been misguided 
and unwise, they had acted from the high- 
est and purest motives. When a body of 
100.000 men lay down their implements of 
labor, not because their own rights have 
been invaded, but because the bread has 
been taken from the mouths of their fel- 
lows, we have no right to say they are 
criminals. It is difficult to place ourselves 
in the position of others, bnt this court 
should realize that the petitioners in this 
case are representatives of the great labor- 
ing element of this country upon which 
the country must so largely depend for its 
safety, prosperity and progress. Mr. Dar- 
row's argument was the last in the case, 
and when he had finished ' the court pro- 
ceeded with other business on its calendar. 
A decision will probably be rendered before 
the adjournment in May. 



RESPONSIBLE FOR REBELS 

■ 

Central and South American 
Countries Must Pay 
Damages. 



Judgments in Favor of Ameri- 
cans Rendered by the Vene- 
zuelan Commission. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.— After 
months of deliberation the Venezuelan 
Commission to-day concluded its labors 
and announced i's decision, being a judg- 
ment in favor of citizens of the United 
States for $143,300, about one-third of the 
amount of the claims. Of the total award 
the Venezuelan Steam Transportation 
Company of New York received $141,500 
American gold, with interest, and Captain 
A. G. Post, Jacob J. Maurinus and David 
J. Sturgis received each $300 with interest. 

The claim of Cornelius J. Brinkerhof, 
master of the San Francisco, was the only 
one disallowed. The claims date back to 
1871, when, in the course of a revolution in 
Venezuela, three of the vessels of the 
American corporation were saized by the 
Venezuelans on either side in the contro- 
versy and much damaged by use in war. 
The ships were finally recovered, one 
throngh the good office of the commander 
of a British warship and the other two by 
the commander of the United States ship 
Shawmut. 

The claim also included items based on 
the refusal of the victorious revolutionary 
Government to allow the company to exe- 
cute the franchise it had to navigate 
Venezuelan waters and also items for the 
imprisonment of the master of the seized 
vessels. The principle involved in the 
judgment rendered to-day is of great in- 
terest to the countries of Central and 
South America, which are subject to revo- 
lution, for it amounts to a declaration that 
such countries are responsible for the acts 
of the insurgents against the rights and 
properties of foreigners, even if these acts 
are beyond their control. 

Senor Andreade, the Venezuelan repre- 
sentative of the commission, has given no- 
tice that he will tile a dissenting opinion 
in the case. 

Captured in Ontario* 

WASHINGTON. D. C, March 26.— Chief 
Inspector Wheeler of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment has been notified of the arrest at 
Cape May, Ont., of Henry Smythe, who 
escaped from a United States Marshal at 
Little Rock, Ark., last November. He is 
charged with defrauding various mer- 
chants out of $ 15,000._

VIOLATED NEW YORK'S LAW. 



That Is Why Health Officer Doty Is 
After the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., March 26.-Collector 
Kilbreth has received from Surveyor J. C. 
McGuire a report of the alleged violation of 
the quarantine law committed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, John G. Carlisle, 
the guest of the officials of the Customs 
department. The Collector positively re- 
fused to make public the contents of the 
document. 

The trouble has arisen on account of the 
Secretary's anxiety to take care of his son. 
The young man arrived in port last Satur- 
day on the American line steamship Paris 
after a month's tour abroad. The Secre- 
tary went down to quarantine in the reve- 
nue cutter and took his son off before the 
passengers had been inspected by Health 
Officer Doty. This constitutes a violation 
of the State law, hence the trouble. 

Much to the annoyance of Collector Kil- 
breth the matter became public and he 
asked Surveyor McGuire for a report. A 
reporter called on Collector Kilbreth just 
after the document was handed to him and 
he was then engaged in perusing it. He 
admitted that it was the much sought af- 
ter report, but refused to divulge the con- 
tents. Neither would he state what action 
in the matter was intended. 

Health Officer Doty has as yet received 
no official reply to his letter to Collector 
Kilbreth and Captain Watkins of the Amer- 
ican line steamer Paris in relation to the 
landing of W. K. Carlisle, who arrived on 
board that vessel from Southampton and 
who was transferred to the revenue cutter 
Hudson prior to the visit of the health offi- 
cer aboard the Paris. Mr. Doty was not at 
quarantine this afternoon, having made a 
visit to the city. 

Private Secretary Hall stated that an 
answer was hourly expected to the com- 
munication sent yesterday to the Collector 
and Captain Watkins. Dr. Doty, Secretary 
Hall said, was in the first place very loth 
to criticize the action of Secretary Carlisle 
or Collector Kilbreth, but the violation of 
the quarantine law was so flagrant that he 
was compelled to take cognizance of it. 

TOUXG CARLISLE'S ARRIVAL, 



He Does Xot Think His Eather Violated 
the Quarantine Laws. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.— W. 
K. Carlisle when on the stand said if there 
had been any violation of the local quar- 
antine laws he was ignorant of it. His 
father reached the ship when she was 
lying to at anchor, and, coming aboard, 
waited about half an hour for him to dress. 
As soon as he was ready he left the ship 
and came up the harbor in. the cutter with 
the Assistant Secretary, Mr. Hamlin, and 
a customs officer, before whom he made 
his customs declaration. 

One singular feature of the matter, Mr. 
Carlisle thought, was the fact that the 
New York weighed her anchor and imme- 
diately followed the cutter to her dock. 
There certainly was not sufficient time be- 
tween his leaving the ship and her weigh- 
ing anchor for the quarantine officer to 
make any examination, and it is bis opin- 
ion that the examination, if any was made, 
was concluded before he left the ship. A 
prominent official in speaking of the mat- 
ter said that if the Secretary had violated 
the law, it had been done hundreds of 
times before. It was a very common thing 
for passengers to be met by friends and 
come with them into the city without any 
examination. At the most there could not 
have been more than a technical violation 
of the law.

Rather Than Appeal to Millionaire 
Relatives They Prefer Becom- 
ing Public Paupers. 



KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 26.— Once 
rich, and that not many years ago, pos- 
sessing a wardrobe ami diamonds deemed 
consistent with women of their reputed 
means, traveling in Europe as wealthy 
tourists travel, Mrs. Alexander Majorsand 
her daughter return finally to Kansas City, 
their old home, their diamonds in pawn, 
their costly wardrobe almost depleted, and 
being no longer able to pav for even the 
meanest lodgings they confessed to Judge 
Stone of the County Court that they were 
destitute and asked to be sent to the 
County I'oorhouse. 

They are of the family of Alexander 
Majors, once classed among the wealthiest 
citizens of Kansas City, lie was one of 
the pioneer freighters across the plains. 
The Mrs. Majors who now wishes to be- 
come a public charge is his second wife. 
She told Judge Stone she had a sister liv- 
ing in Chicago whose nusband was a mil- 
lionaire, but rather than appeal to them 
for help she chose to go into the oblivion of 
the Poor Farm with her daughter. 

These friendless women were waiting at 
Judge Stone's home at Prospect ave- 

nue Saturday evening when he returned 
home. The Judge says he could hardly 
believe they we'p in earnest when they 
made their wants known. The mother, 
^the Judge says, wore a dress that must 
have cost $100 and it was none the worse 
for wear, and the daughter, a comely girl 
of 21 or thereabouts, was also stylishly 
clad. The elder woman said they were 
parted from Mr. Majors for some years 
and that while they were in Kurope lie had 
become penniless in California and wrote 
them that he could nut provide for them. 
Since then everything of value they owned 
had gone to the pawnbrokers for means to 
take them home and keep them alive. 
Judge Stone asked them why they did not 
make an effort to rind work, and Mrs. 
Majors replied that they could not. whether 
meaning that they were physicallv unable 
to do so or were not so disposed Judge 
Stone did not inquire, lie says they both 
looked in good health. 

Judge Stone told the applicants that 
while he regretted the necessity they would 
have to appear before the County Court, as 
he had no authority to act in the matter 
alone. The women asked to be excused 
from that ordeal and Judge Stone replied 
that his colleagues had to sign the order 
of committal as well as himself and that 
they would lie spared any unnecessary 
publicity. They went away saying that 
they would appear before the court yester- 
day, but they did not. 

Alexander Majors is one of the most 
widely known pioneers in the Southwest. 
He is living in Los Angeles, Cal., to-day at 
the advanced age of 80. About a year ago 
he published a book about travel on the 
plains in the early days. He was an over- 
land freiehter and a friend of the noted F. 
X. Aubrey. He lived at Wesrport and still 
calls this place his home. Mr. Majors was 
one of the freighting firm of Russell, Ma- 
jors A Waddel and was reported to be a 
man of great wealth in his palmy days. 
The noted Missouri River steamer Alexan- 
der Majors was named after him. He 
would not allow his teamsters to swear or 
abuse the animals and he dnily h^ld divine 
worship in crossing the plains. Adverse 
fortune of late years deprived him of most 
of his means. He has recently been em- 
ployed as a mining expert.

RECALLS A REAL ROMANCE. 



Noah streville Arrested on 
a Charge of Murdering 
His Father. 



By Stranoe Circumstance the Ac- 
cused Never Met His Parent 
Until Last July. 



FORT SCOTT, KA1W., March 26.— Noah 
Streville, aged 28 years, son of Stewart 
Streville, the ranchman who was found 
before his own lonely hearth on his ranch, 
near this city, about two weeks ago, with 
his throat cut and his head crushed, was 
arrested to-day and charged with the mur- 
der of the father whom he had never seen 
until last July. 

This arrest revives the remarkable ro- 
mantic incidents of the murdered man's 
life. In lSGtj he left his wife, now Mrs. 
Boling, and an unborn babe in Bates 
County, Mo., near Crescent City. 

The babe was born a son and the mother 
having received word from Kansas City 
that her husband, who had so mysteriously 
disappeared, had been killed at Kansas 
City and thrown in the river married James 
Boling and moved to Bourbon County. 

The son grew to be 27 years of age and 
last July, by a strange coincidence, identi- 
fied his father, Stewart Streville, who had 
been married twenty-six years ago to an- 
other, and who was living on a ranch not 
twenty miles from where the boy and his 
mother had finally located. 



GADD FLEA US GUILTY.

OMAHA, Nebr., March 26.— A special to 
the Bee from Lincoln, Nebr., says: The 
trial of Nathan T. Gadd for embezzling 
over 12300 of Government funds while at 
Broken Bow Land Office came to a sudden 
end this afternoon, Gadd pleading guilty.

Edward Beecher Hooker, 
her physician, to-day issued a card in 
which he states that Mrs. Stowe is in bet- 
ter health than usual.

LOSS OP A MILLION, 



Fire Destroys Business 
Blocks in the Heart 
of Milwaukee. 



SPREAD OF THE FLAMES. 



Worst in the History of Wis- 
consin's Enterprising 
Metropolis. 



CHICAGO ALSO A SUFFERER. 



Damage Done In a Big Store and 
Several Persons Badly 
Injured. 



MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 26.— Fire 
broke out to-night in a five-story block 
on Grand avenue, owned by the Plankin- 
ton estate, and completely destroyed the 
building and contents. It was occupied 
by Landaur <fc Co., wholesale dry goods, 
and Tanner * Co., furnishing goods. The 
loss will be very heavy. 

At 1 :45 a. m. the fire is believed to be 
under control. It has now become one of 
the worst fires in the history of the city. 

The flames were carried across the street 
to the Y. M. C. A. building on the north, 
one of the handsomest and most com- 
pletely equipped in the West, and that is 
now a total loss. To the north the flames 
have secured a foothold on the Plankinton 
building. 

At this writing the loss exceeds 
$1,000,000, the heaviest losses being: 
Plankinton estate, five - story build- 
ing, loss unknown: Tanner & Co., 
wholesale and retail furnishings,, loss 
$100,000, insurance $80,000; Belden Com- 
pany, retail clothing, adjoining Plankinton 
block, loss unknown ; Groebet * Rhein- 
hart. art goods and picture frames, par- 
tially burned and wholly ruined by heat 
and water, insured $60,000; Y. M. C. A. 
building, $75,000. 

There arc many minor losses, including 
small stores and flats. 

CHICAGO, III., March 26.— A fire which 
brok£ out in the basement of the Bell 
Clothing-house, at the corner of State and 
Quincey streets, to-day, destroyed the en- 
tire contents of the establishment above 
the second floor and left only the walls of 
the building from that floor to the ground 
standing. Occurring at the busiest hour of 
the day, with the store crowded with cus- 
tomers and employes and the flames run- 
ning through the building like a train of 
powder, rilling every nook and corner with 
smoke, it was remarkable that no lives 
were lost. 

in attempting to escape from the build- 
ing the following persons were injured: 
C. H. Smith, leg broken in jumping from 
the second floor and bruised about the 
body ; Dick Burns, elevator-boy, slightly 
burned about the face; Grace Mertell, 
clerk, bruised by a fall and carried from 
the building; Helen Caesar, clerk in store 
adjoining the burning building, overcome 
by smoke. 

Samuel Cohn, salesman, and John Dichel, 
the engineer, had a narrow escape from 
death. They were on the third floor of the 
building and did not hear the alarm of fire 
when first given. Both tried to get down- 
stairs and were about to jump, but the 
shouts of the crowd below warned them 
not to do so. It became too hot for them 
in the window and both men, grasping a 
sign which extended across the building 
just below the third-story window, swung 
off and held on to the projection until they 
were taken down by the firemen. 

The loss on the building was $16,000 and 
on stock $50,000. The building was in- 
sured for $30,000 and the stock for $80,000. 

Five buildings were destroyed by lire at 
South Chicago this morning at Ninety-fifth 
street and Commercial avenue. In one of 
the buildings was located Conboy's Hall, 
where a great amount of regalia of secret 
societies that hold their meetings there 
was kept. The occupants of the house had 
to flee in their night clothes. The loss is 
estimated at $50,000. 



SCANDALS OF THE TRDST. 

Disclosures That Moneys Were 
Not Properly Accounted 
For. 



Railroads Favor-ed the Combine 
With Enormous Sums 
at Rebates. 



CHICAGO, March 20.— To-day's disclos- 
ures of the extraordinary management of 
the whisky trust under the Greenhut 
regime was quite as startling as anything 
that has heretofore been developed by the 
examination of the books and papers. 

The inspectors appointed by the reorgan- 
ization committe have, it is said, discov- 
ered that nearly $400,000 was paid by rail- 
roads, presumably for the benefit of the 
trust, but that not one dollar of it appears 
among the credit items on the books. 

The money was paid on rebate on ship- 
ments, and the men who received it, it is 
alleged, were among the highest officials 
of the trust. Only the outlines of the 
story were allowed to leak out. In its en- 
tirety it was preserved to be presented to 
the reorganization committee at its meet- 
ing in New York, and by the committee to 
be used as a basis for its future action in 
court against certain officers of the trust. 

The experts, it is said, accidentally hit 
on a clew which, followed up, disclosed to 
them that the trust had been a favorite of 
certain railroads. Extending over a con- 
siderable period they found that each car- 
load of spirits shipped was given a con- 
cession. The rebate amounted to from $7 
to $11 a car. 

Convention of Coat-Miners. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., March 26. — A 
delegates convention of miners of Spring- 
field sub-districts was held here yesterday 
in answer to a cut in prices made by the 
operators at the Pangaman coal camp and 
the anticipated cut at all the mines. Reso- 
lutions were adopted requesting all miners 
in the district to refuse to work at any 
reduction in the scale.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 26.— In a 
fight with shotguns in Macon County to- 
day, the result of a long-standing feud be- 
tween the Riddle and Christian families, 
Slab Riddle was killed and Charles Andrew 
was fatally wounded.

ture prohibiting the names of candidates 
for office from appearing on more than one 
party's ticket was sustained by the Su- 
preme Court this afternoon. 

The question was raised by a mandamus 
proceeding brought against the Election 
Commissioners by Albert Todd of Kala- 
mazoo, who was a candidate for Congress- 
man on the Prohibition, Populist and Free 
Silver tickets. 

The court, while declaring the law valid, 
decided that it does not apply to Todd, as 
he was named by one party and indorsed 
by another before the act took effect. 

.COVERS MANY BIST1I.L FRIES. 

Big Quitclaim Heed Executed to the 
Whisky Trust. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 26.-A 
quitclaim deed to the largest amount of 
property embraced in any deed filed in 
Milwaukee in recent years was put into 
the hands of the Registrar of Deeds to-day. 

The deed recorded covers, besides the 
old Meiners distillery in Wautotsa, thirty- 
one other distilleries scattered over the 
country from New York to Ualifornia. 

The deed was given at the direction of 
the United States Court for the Northern 
District of Illinois, by which Pr*ideut 
Greenhut was ordered to call a special 
meeting for the purpose of conveying 
propererty to three receivers. The distil- 
leries included are the Bay View of San 
Francisco, Pacific of San Francisco, Inter- 
national of Dcs Moines, Iowa, and twenty- 
seven others in different parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Fisher of John Meiners & Sons 
stated that the deed was given by the Dis- 
tilling and Cattle-feeding Company, on 
account of the difficulties arising out of the 
charges which have been brought. The 
trust acquired possession of the distillery 
from the Meiners concern under highly 
satisfactory arrangements to the Messrs. 
Meiners. 

D0DGLA8OAUGHTER ACTS. 

Afraid She Will Lose Her 
Share of the Freed- 
man's Estate. 



Alarmed by the Failure of the 
Widow to File the Will 
of Deceased. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.— 
Rosette D. Sprague, daughter of Frederick 
Douglass, filed to-day a petition asking 
that pending the granting of letters 
of administration of the estate that 
letters of collection shall be issued, to the 
end that there may be no waste of the 
property. 

This petition recites the failure thus far 
to file any will or other papers on the part 
of the widow or kinsfolk of the dead man. 
Mrs. Sprague says she has reason to fear 
that it is the intention of those having the 
custody of the estate to delay any proper 
proceedings looking to its lawful adminis- 
tration and that by such delay in the 
proper steps of the taking out of letters 
testamentary or of administration her 
rights will be impaired and the estate in a 
great measure be diminished and become 
wasted. 

Mrs. Sprague says she believes the per- 
sonal estate of her father to be at least 
$40,000 in value. She also asks that letters 
testamentary may be granted to her. The 
estate, she recites, has been since Mr, 
Douglass' death in the control of Helen 
Douglass, the widow, and Louis Douglass, 
one of the sons. 

FRUITMES AMALGAMATE. 

Three Organization! in -Vetr York to Be 
Merged Into One. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., March 26. -An amal- 
gamation of the fruit and produce interests 
of New York, after more than a year's dis- 
cussion, has at last been decided upon. 

The consolidation will embrace the New 
York Fruit-buyers' Union, the New York 
Fruit Exchange and the New York Fruit 
and Produce Exchange. 

The two former will be dissolved and the 
members will join the New York Fruit and 
Produce Exchange. The entire member- 
ship of the three will aggregate 450 fruit 
merchants. 

The governing committee of the New 
York Fruit Exchange has unlimited au- 
thority to act with similar committees 
from other exchanges to perfect the details 
of the scheme.

Tlie Famous Woman Gives Testimony 
Regarding Conspiracy Charge: 

SCRANTON, Pa., March 26.-Anna Dick- 
inson, the widely-known writer and lec- 
turer, was on the witness stand for three 
hours in the United States District Court 
here to-day. 

The case was that in which she brought 
suit to recover $125,000 damages from 
James Courtwright, George B. Thompson, 
George Underwood and H. L. Bruden 
of Pittston and Dr. James Oglcsby 
of Danville on the charge that 
her confinement to the Danville Insane 
Asylum in 1891 was the result of a con- 
spiracy. Miss Dickinson told her story in 
a most dramatic way, at times rising to 
her feet excitedly and once springing in 
the witness-box. She will be cross ex- 
amined to-morrow. 

Trial of Banker Spurr. 

NASHVILLE, Tex.w, March 26.— Judge 
W. H. Taft of Cincinnati is holding a

Frank Portcrfield, the cashier 
of Spurr's bank, and who is serving a ten 
years' sentence in the King9 County prison 
for aiding in the wrecking the bank, is in 
the city and will be a witness for the Gov- 
ernment.

ON HIS WAY TO HONOLULU. 



Anxious to Confer With the Dole 
Government Before Action 
Is Taken. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.— Min- 
ister Thurston has decided to leave this 
country without waiting for formal notice 
from his Government to return. He said 
he would start for San Francisco to-day 
and take the steamer sailing for Honolulu 
next week. He gave out the following au- 
thorized statement to-day: 

"I have received no information from 
my Government or from Gresham that my 
recall has been requested, and up to the 
present time there has been no change in 
my official relations with the State Depart- 
ment. Whether my recall has been re- 
quested or not I do not know. In any 
event I shall not remain in Washington. 
There is nothing of especial importance to 
keep me here at present, while there are 
several matters requiring my attention at 
home. I shall therefore return to Hono- 
lulu immediately, leaving San Francisco 
on April 4." 

Thurston declines to discuss any of the 
details of his departure, or the significance 
of it, pending the request of his recall. 
Frank P. Hastings, secretary of the lega- 
tion, will become charge d'affaires for Ha- 
waii. It is understood Mrs. Thurston will 
not make the trip with her husband, but 
will visit relatives in Michigan. 

Mr. Thurston's departure late this after- 
noon put an end to previous comment as 
to his purpose to remain in Washington as 
a thorn in the sideof the State Department. 
His statement does not make clear, how- 
ever, whether his absence is temporary or 
permanent and the Minister will not go 
into details. It is regarded as final, how- 
ever, in showing that he will not seek to 
remain in Washington as a source of any 
irritation. There have been reports, be- 
lieved, however, to be baseless, that if he 
persisted in remaining in a private capac- 
ity the law would be evoked to have Jiim 
deported, but Mr. Thurston's statement is 
regarded as settling that there will be no 
occasion for forcing him out of the country. 

In some quarters Mr. Thurston's move is 
regarded as a shrewd diplomatic stroke. It 
is recalled that he left unexpectedly about 
fifteen months ago, when the question of 
restoring the Queen to the throne was at a 
critical stage in Hawaii. The Hawaiian 
Government was on the point of reaching 
a decision but had not yet done so. 
- At this jnncture Mr. Thurston left Wash- 
ington suddenly, his departure not being 
known until he was well on the way to 
San Francisco. He had full information 
as to the sentiment in the United States, 
and when he reached Hawaii his advice 
had much to do in the final action of the 
Government. It is being suggested, there- 
fore, that his departure at the present 
juncture, before it is" known what action 
the Hawaiian Government has taken on 
Secretary Gresham's demand, may result 
in his being at Honolulu when final action 
is taken. No information has yet come 
from Hawaii as to the course of the Gov- 
ernment. The first ship to arrive is the 
Australia, expected at San Francisco to- 
morrow. 

The departure of Mr. Thurston from the 
United States without being recalled by 
his Government will leave the relations 
between this Government and Hawaii in a 
peculiar condition. It cannot be said that 
there is a rupture of diplomatic relations, 
but they will certainly be severely strained. 
It is customary in ordinary cases when a 
Minister leaves the United States perma- 
nently for him to present his letters of re- 
call to the President and take his leave. 
But as Mr. Thurston has not been recalled 
he cannot do this. Then when a Minister 
leaves the United States temporarily he 
usually addresses a note to the State De- 
partment and informs it that he has left 
the legation in the hands of a charge d'af- 
faires. Probably Mr. Thurston has adopted 
the latter course. 

But in the celebrated Catacazy case, in 
which the Russian Government had been 
requested to recall its objectionable Min- 
ister and the latter before his Government 
had passed upon the request notified the 
Department of State that he proposed to 
leave the United States on a leave of ab- 
sence, Secretary Fish strongly objected and 
insisted that the United States would ac- 
cept nothing less than the Minister's re- 
call. In the end Mr. Catacazy did leave 
the United States without being rejalled, 
just as Mr. Thurston is about to do, turn- 
ing over the business of the legation to a 
charge, and our Government accepted the 
situation and soexpressed itself as satisfied. 
It was a long time before another Minister 
came from Russia to Washington and the 
similarity in other features of the two inci- 
dents leads to the supposition that the par- 
allel may be carried on further and that 
Mr. Hastings, the Hawaiian charge, may 
be left here in that position for many 
months. From a diplomatic point of view 
this cannot be regarded as a complete rup- 
ture of relations, but such a situation simi- 
lar to that in which the Italian legation 
was left by the withdrawal of Baron Fava, 
four years ago, is generally regarded as 
very unsatisfactory and is calculated to 
make Mr. Willis' position as Minister at 
Honolulu untenable.

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.— Ex- 
Representative Wilson, who will succeed 
Postmaster-General Bissell, probably next 
week, spent part of the day with Mr. Bissell 
at the department. It was the second,time 
the two had met since Mr. Wilson's nomi- 
nation, and they reviewed the work al- 
lotted to the Postmaster-General. 

Postmaster Hesing of Chicago, who has 
beer, in the city several days, was at the 
department and had an interview with 
both the retiring and incoming Postmaster- 
Generals. Mr. Hesing's visit is principally 
in connection with the new Chicago post- 
office building and the temporary struct- 
ure and he reviewed the plans with Secre- 
tary Carlisle to-day, making a number of 
important suggestions. Practically all of 
them were adopted and he left for Chicago 
to-night. 

Detained Biamond-Cultert. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.— Dr. 
Semmer, Commissioner of Immigration at 
New York, in a telegram to Secretary Car- 
lisle, states that the sixty-one diamond- 
cutters in New York are likely to be dis- 
charged on a rehearing of their cases, and 
recommends that an offer of the steamship 
company to give bonds in case they will 
not become public charges be accepted. 

Printing Stamps Is Counterfeiting. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 26.— Attor- 
ner-General Oluey has decided that the 
printing of fac-similes of foreign stamps is 
a violation of the act of 1891, which inhibits 
the counterfeiting of foreign obligations or 
securities. 



FOR A NEW TORPEDO-BOAT. 



Contract Signed by Secretary 
Herbert for a Modern 
Craft. 



Must Be of Domestic Manufac- 
ture and a Speed of Fif- 
teen Knots. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, March 26.-A 
contract was signed to-day by Secretary 
Herbert with the John P. Holland Tor- 
pedo-boat Company for the construction 
of a submarine-boat for the use of the 
navy. The contract, which may mark a 
radical departure in naval construction, 
was signed only after a thorough consid- 
eration extending through a period of 
nearly two weeks on the subject of the 
submarine-boats and after various plans 
for such craft had been examined. 

The appropriation for "a submarine tor- 
pedo-boat was made over two years ago. 
The dimensions of the vessel contracted 
for are to be: Length 80 feet, diameter 11 
feet, displacement (total when submerged) 
138!^ tons. All parts of the vessel and the 
steel to be used in her construction are to 
be of domestic manufacture. She is 
to be completed within twelve months from 
date tinder time penalties. 

The contract calls for a speed of fifteen 
knots when the boat is in a light condi- 
tion. The Secretary may refuse to accept 
the boat if it falls half a knot an hour be- 
low the speed named, or accept her at a 
reduced price. The price to be paid for 
the boat is fixed at $150,000. It is express- 
ly stipulated that the United States shall 
have the optional right to acquire the 
patent right for the Holland type of boat, 
the price to be paid for the rights to be de- 
termined by a boarcl of three naval officers, 
the option to run until thirty days after 
the first session of Congress succeeding ac-. 
ceptance of the vessel. This provision is 
to give an opportunity to enact legislation 
for the acquisition of the patent if desired.

WARREN, Onio, March 26.— The Trum- 
bull County Courthouse, erected in 1792, 
was nearly destroyed by fire yesterday, 
causing a loss of $20,000, which was cov- 
ered by insurance. 





OF INTEREST TO THE COAST. 

Engineers to Be Appointed to Surrey the 
Nicaragua Canal Route. 

WASHINGTON. D. C, March 26.— The Presi- 
dent Is now considering the appointment of a 
board of engineers to survey a route for the 
Nicaragua Canal. Ten thousand dollars was 
appropriated for this purpose in the amend- 
ment offered by Senator I'asco to the sundry 
civil bill. The route is to be surveyed and a 
report made before November 1 next, as a pre- 
liminary to the construction of the waterway. 
It is stated on good authority that Colonel 
Craighill, formerly one of the War Department 
engineers stationed on ihe Pacific Coast and 
now in charge of Maryland and Virginia en- 
gineering work, will be one of the three mem- 
bers. A. G. Menocal <>£ the navy may be the 
second member, while the third will be an 
engineer appointed from civil life. It is not 
known who this will be.

Postmaster.

GREENWAY MEN STUBBORN. 



If They Reject the Command It Will 
Be Equivalent to Open 
Rebellion. 



ST. PAUL, Minn., March 26. — A Winni- 
peg (Manitoba) special to ttic Pioneer 
Press says: The first step in the renewed 
fight over parochial schools in Manitoba 
began in the Legislature this afternoon 
when the full message was presented froru 
the Pominion Government at Ottawa, or- 
deri: j the Manitoba Legislature to give 
the Catholics their rights as they existed 
before the abolition of parochial schools in 
1890. 

The reading of the Ottawa message occu- 
pied over an hour and, all verbiage re- 
moved, it amounts to the request as above 
stated. Mr. Martin, a French Catholic 
member of the Legislature, urged that the 
Legislature should take immediate action, 
but l'remier Greenway protested, saying 
the message should be printed, in order 
that all the members might know what 
ther are dealing with. Here the matter 
Tested and the discussion will now prob- 
ably not take place until Thursday. Mean- 
while the situation grows more compli- 
cated. 

The Catholics and their friends say that 
Greenway and his followers, if they reject 
the order from Ottawa, are rejecting an 
order signed by her Majesty the Queen, 
and such act would be equivalent to open 
rebellion. They say they cannot conceive 
how the Dominion Government could do 
otherwise than make the formal request 
they have made, as they were bound, so 
far as lay in their power, to take imme- 
diate action upon the decision of the high- 
est court and see that the grievances of her 
Majesty's subjects of the Roman Catholic 
faith in Manitoba received redress at the 
earliest possible moment. 

The Greenway Government contends on 
the other band that the present school law 
is satisfactory to many Catholics if it were 
not for the agitation by the priests of the 
church. They say that if Manitoba is 
coerced into recreating a dual system, 
dualism both in language and education 
will be extended to the Territories as well, 
and thus there would be perpetuated into 
the West the evils which have caused dis- 
satisfaction and stagnation in the province. 

Among the members of the Government 
side to-night it seems to be a matter of 
opinion that the remedial order will be 
disposed of during the coming week, and 
without any great amount of speaking, 
l'remier Greenway, when questioned on 
the matter^ -aid the length of the discus- 
rion tv..r*i depend upon the amount indi- 
vidual rile rubers wanted to talk. Greenway 
denies that he will compromise the mat- 
ter by introducing a bill making the 
schools entirely secular. 



AT THE CAXADIAX CAPITAL. 

Statesmen Sorely Puzzled Over Pacifying 
All the Paction*. 
OTTAWA, Ontario. March 26.— The 
news from Winnipeg that Premier Green- 
way has declared that "the Governor-Gen- 
eral's order would be rejected in its en- 
tirety," while not unexpected, has caused 
great excitement in official circles, 
a It is admitted that the situation Is preg- 
• nant with critical possibilities and that 
much depends upon the action of the Do- 
minion Government. It is, of course, pos- 
sible that the Manitoba Legislature may 
shelve the question for a year, as the Fed- 
eral Parliament has no jurisdiction till the 
Government of the Province acts or refuses 
to act on the order. But this seems hardly 
likely to happen, judging from the reports 
of the feeling among the most of the people 
of Manitoba. Assuming then that the or- 
der in the Council of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment is ignored, what will be the steps 
taken by the Government to enforce its 
commands? This question may be deter- 
mined by the outcome of two bye elections, 
one in Quebec and the other in Ontario, 
which are shortly to be held. 

Vercherres, an old "Rouge" (Liberal) 
district of Quebec, is vacant. The Gov- 
ernment will bring on an election there, 
and if the Conservative candidate is re- 
tained the Government will be encour- 
aged to introduce a bill in Parliament at 
the coming session re-establishing the Cath- 
olic parochial-school system in Manitoba. 
The other vacancy is in Haldimand, which 
went Conservative by a small majority at 
the last election. Should the result here 
show, as is expected, large liberal gains, it 
will be evident that what the Government 
has gained in the French Catholic con- 

f stituencies it has lost in the English and 
Protestant districts and the Government 
will have to choose between the two or en- 
deavor to appease both by some interme- 
diate course. 

, The British North American act is in 
many ways an elastic affair, and it will be 
a difficult matter for the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to decide that it has or that it has 
not the right to interfere in the educational 
legislation of the provinces. If it should 
decide to interfere, it is probable that such 
interference would make the present di- 
visions of Canada coincide with its great 
religious devotion, or would lead to a 
series of appeals to the courts, the end of 
which can be scarcely foreseen. So far the 
action of the Government has resulted in 
stirring up a feeling in Ontario very hostile 
to itself, while in Quebec it has a directly 
contrary effect. 

None of the party organs in Ontario dare 
to commit themselves to any definite state- 
ment as to the course to be pursued toward 
Manitoba. The liberal papers, naturally, 
their party being in opposition, are de- 
lighted at the trouble and devote many 
columns to reports of all news bearing on 
the school question, while the Canadian 
organs, to give one example, yesterday 
gave only the bare announcement in four 
or five lines of the arrival of the order in 
the Council in Winnipeg. But the inde- 
pendent journals, without excepcion, cry 
out against any interference by the Domin- 

Aion in the school affairs of the province. 
Their cry is, "Hands off," and there is no 
doubt as to that being the sentiment of the 
( great majority of Protestants. 

An Editor's Treason 

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, March 26.— 
Berr Noerremoll, editor of Heimdal, pub- 



lished at Apenrade, in Northern Schleswig, 
has been arrested on the charge of treason 
in continually advocating the reunion of 
Northern Schleswig with Denmark. 

AFTERMATH UP A BILL-FIGHT. 

A Judge Refuses to Accept an Editor's 
Challenge for a Duel. 
MEXICO CITY, Mexico, March 26.— 
At Sunday's bull-tight Julie de la Elizaldo. 
editor of the Correo Espanolo, became of- 
fended at the rulings of Jesus Contreras, 
one of the members of the City Council 
who was the presiding judge at the func- 
tion, and challenged him to a duel. Con- 
treras has made reply that it is impossible 
for him to seriously consider the challenge, 
as the offense is taken as the result of his 
official and not personal actions. The in- 
cident is one of the most interesting which 
has occurred since the re-establishment of 
duel-lighting in the Federal district, and is 
the first time a spectator has allowed his 
enthusiasm over the famous Spanish sport 
to run away with his reason in the direc- 
tion of the ju-lge, who is considered by the 
rules of the game to be above criticism in 
his rulings. 

THREE TROVSAXn REBELS. 

Spanish Authorities 3Iake right of Cuba's 
Insurrection. 

MADRID. Spain, March 26.— El Liberal 
says the Cuban rebels do not exceed 3000 in 
number; that only half of them are armed, 
and that the majority are negroes. 

An official dispatch from Havana says 
the uprising is confined to the province of 
Santiago, and most of the insurgents are 
without arms and do not hold any places 
of importance. 

Spanish Minister Muru^ua cabled his 
resignation to the Spanish Government 
immediately on the formation of the new 
Cabinet. The appointment of Senor Dupuy 
de Lome as Senor Murugiia's successor 
will be gazetted soon, as it is known that 
the appointment receives the approval of 
the United States Government. 

BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 

The First Session Assembles in Paris

LONDON, Eng., March 26.— A dispatch 
from Paris to the Times says the National 
Bimetallic League held its first meeting to- 
day.

Euclid Was First. 

LONDON, Eno., March 26.— The Lin- 
colnshire handicap, a straight mile, was 
run at Lincoln to-day. C. Duncan's six- 
year-old Euclid was first, Colonel North's 
El Diablo second, and Baron de Roths- 
child's Amanda R third. 



Death of a Xoted Warden. 
MONTREAL, Quebec, March 26.— Ex- 
Warden Laviolette, of St. Vincent de 
Paul penitentiary, died to-day. It was he 
who subdued the great convict revolt 
eight years ago at the penitentiary. 

To Proceed to Formosa. 

LONDON, Eng., March 26. — A dispatch 
from Hongkong to the Times says that the 
British warships Spartan and Red Breast 
have been ordered to proceed to Formosa 
immediately. 

The Country Pacified. 

COLON, Colombia, March 26.— The high- 
est authorities report that the country has 
been pacified. The United 8tates steamship 
Atlanta will shortly sail for Cajthagena.

PEESENTS A SWORD OF HONOR. 



Imposing Beginning of the Celebra- 
tion of the Ex-Chancellor's 
Birthday. 



FRIEDRICHSRUHE, Germany, March 
26.— Emperor William, at the head of a 
detachment of cavalry and infantry, with 
flags flying and bands playing, paid his 
respects to-day to Prince Bismarck, pre- 
sented him with a sword of honor in be- 
half of the army and congratulated him 
upon the eightieth anniversary of his 
birth. His Majesty was accompanied by 
the Crown Prince, Frederick William, 
General Bronsart von Schellendorf, the 
Minister of War, and the officers of his 
military household. 

The ceremonies attending the visit of 
the Emperor to the great Chancellor, 
though marred by showers of rain, were 
brilliant and imposing. The crowds 
roamed at will through the Sachenwald, 
and nearly a thousand persons gathered 
behind a low hedge on the railroad em- 
bankment opposite the castle, while others 
were grouped along the roadway to 
Aumehle, a village not far from Fried- 
richsruhe, and waited patiently in the 
drenching showers for the arrival of the 
Emperor. 

His Majesty and suite left Berlin on a 
special train at 8:30 o'clock this morning 
for Friedrichsruhe. He wore the uniform 
of the Guards du Corps. At Aumehle he 
left the train, mounted a horse, and, ac- 
companied by his suite, rode quickly to the 
spot selected for the assembling ef the 
troops detailed to do honor to Prince Bis- 
marck. In the meanwhile the imperial 
train with the Crown Prince proceeded to 
Friedrichsruhe, and soon after the latter's 
arrival there music in the distance an- 
nounced the approach of the cavalry 
headed by his Majesty. Drawn up ready 
for his inspection were a squadron of Ha- 
berstadt cuirassiers, of which regiment 
Prince Bismarck is an honorary colonel, 
the Seventy-sixth Regiment of infantry 
and a squadron of the Fifteenth Hussars, 
all with their regimental bands, and a bat- 
tery of the Holstein artillery regiment. 

With the Emperor at its head this force 
marched to an open space in Prince Bis- 
marck's park, and upon arrival there the 
troops were deployed in parade order. The 
approach of his Majesty was the signal for 
a storm of "hochs," which was taken up 
on all sides with great enthusiasm . The 
Crown Prince and his suite, including Gen- 
eral Count von Waldersee, had in the 
meantime walked to the parade grounds, 
and as the Emperor appeared on one side 
Prince Bismarck's carriage emerged upon 
the ground from the other side. The 
Prince wore the uniform of the Haberstadt 
Cuirassiers. 

When his Majesty caught sight of the 
Prince he spurred his horse forward and, 
sitting gracefully in his saddle, rode at a 
fast canter to the carriage of the veteran 
statesman and soldier and cordially shook 
hands with him. 

The Emperor then presented the Crown 
Prince and his suite to Prince Bismarck. 
Bismarck hurriedly descended from his 
carriage, shook hands with the young 
Prince and with the latter re-entered his 
carriage. Then, with the Emperor riding 
behind it and General Waldersee walking 
beside it. the carriage was driven down the 
line of soldiers; tbe officers saluted, the 
troops presenting arms and the bands 
playing patriotic airs as the Prince and 
Emperor passed. 

The Prince's carriage was then driven to 
the middle of the parade ground, where 
Bismarck alighted. His Majesty took up 
a position in front of the troops, "delivered 
an address of congratulation to the 
Prince and, in the name of the army, pre- 
sented him with a sword of honor of an- 
tique form, richly embossed and inlaid 
with gold. The Emperor, in presenting 
the sword of honor to Prince Bismarck, 
said : 

"Your Serene Highness: Our whole 
fatherland is preparing to celebrate your 
birthday. JJiis day belongs to the army, 
which is firstly called upon to fete a com- 
rade, an old officer whose activity placed 
the army in a position to achieve the 
mighty deeds which found their reward in 
the resurrection of tbe fatherland. The 
band of warriors here assembled is symbolic 
of the whole army, and 'above all there is 
the regiment calling you chief and whose 
colors, dating from the time of the Elector 
and hallowed by the blood of Mars la Tour, 
are a monument to Brandenburg and 
Prussian fame. 

" Your Serene Highness sees in the spirit 
behind this band the whole army in battle 
array who celebrate the day with us. In 
the presence of this band, I come to hand 
you a gift. I could not find a better weapon 
than the sword, the noblest weapon of the 
Germans; symbol of that instrument 
which you and my blessed grandfather 
helped to forge, sharpen and wield, symbol 
of the great time during which power was 
blood. 

"Iron is a remedy which never fails and 
which, in the hands of kings and princes, 
will in case of need preserve unity in the 
interior of the fatherland, even as when, 
applied outside the country, it led to inter- 
national union. You see engraved on the 
sword t he arms of the Reicbsland and your 
own. May you look upon this as a token 
of gratitude of deeds recorded in history 
which were brought to a conclusion 
twenty-rive years ago. Let us, comrades, 
shout 'Hurrah' for his Serene Highness 
Prince Bismarck, Duke of Lauenburg." 

Bismarck in reply said: "Will your 
Majesty permit me to lay at yonr feet my 
humblest thanks? My military position 
toward your Majesty will not allow me to 
further express my feelings. I thank your 
Majesty." 

Prince Bismarck, who was deeply moved, 
then reseated himself in bis carriage and 
the Emperor ordered the troops to march 
past the Prince's carriage. The ex -Chan- 
cellor returned the salutes of the troops 
with evident pleasure. At the end of this 
ceremony Prince Bismarck thanked the 
Emperor for his courtesy and kissed the 
Emperor's hand. After this the Prince re- 
turned to the castle, stood on the terrace 
from which he addressed the delegations 
yesterday and the Emperor led the Cuir- 
assiers to the front of the castle and back 



again. After the review Prince Bismarck 
was joined by his sons, Count Herbert and 
Count William, and by Count and Count- 
ess Rantzau. Dr. Schweininger and others 
of the household who had witnessed the 
presentation. When his Majesty voted 
three cheers for Prince Bismarck at the 
conclusion it was responded to unani- 
mously by the troops and people. The 
Emperor then, amid renewed cheers, 
grasped Prince Bismarck's hand. 

His Majesty afterward entered the 
schloss and lunched with Prince Bis- 
marck, taking this occasion to present his 
host with a seal from the writing-table of 
his grandfather, William I. During the 
luncheon the cuirassiers remained outside 
the castle, and the artillery remained as a 
gOMd of honor on the parade grounds. 
From the spot where the Emperor had 
proposed the health of Briace Bismarck, 
the artillery fired a salute. 

Emperor William, in proposing Prince 
Bismarck's health lifter the luncheon, re- 
ferred to the services which the latter had 
rendered to William I. Prince Bismarck 
replied, saying that since 1848 he had only- 
done his duty and nothing more. As for 
the recent events in the Reichstag, he 
added, he could only deplore the lack of 
national sentiment thereby displayed. 

The Empress of Germany commissioned 
the Crown Prince to present to Prince Bis- 
marck a beautiful basket of roses and a 
latter of congratulations. The Crown 
Prince handed the gift to Prince Bismarck 
with the simple words, "From mamma." 

Emperor William has appointed J'rince 
Bismarck's physician to be his private 
medical counselor, and hasconferred upon 
Dr. Creysander, Bismarck's secretary, the 
Order of the Crown. 

The railroad station, postoffice and all 
public places in Fried richaruhe and neigh- 
borhood were deconited with flags to-day in 
honor of the Emperor's visit and the occa- 
sion. 

The imperial train started from here on 
its return to Berlin at 3:27 p. m. The Em- 
peror was escorted to his saloon carriage 
by General Count v.m Waldersee. Before 
he departed he had an earnest conversation 
with Dr. Bchweininger from the window. 
At the last moment Prince Bismarck ap- 
peared on the platform in order to take 
final leave of the Emperor, and cheers 
were raised and continued long after the 
Prince re-entered the castle. 



LI HUNG CHANG MUST DIE. 

THE Report Made by a German 
Expert Sent by the 
Mikado. 



From Another Source, However, 
Comes a Report That the 
Envoy Is Improving. 



NEW YORK, X. Y., March 26. — A 
special to the Press from Washington 

says: 

In a private cableeram from Tokio, re- 
ceived by a member of the Japanese lega- 
tion here, is news of world-wide interest. 
According to this dispatch, which comes 
from the highest officials in Japan, a 
German physician, who is president 
of the University of Tokio, an expert of 
high standing, was sent yesterday, at the 
personal request of the Mikado, to examine 
Li Hung Chang's wounds. After a thor- 
ough examination of his distinguished 
patient tbe physician reported confiden- 
tially to the Mikado that Li Hung Chang 
must die. 

The wound is in the face, and the bullet, 
which the surgeon had not succeeded in 
extracting, is apparently beyond reach. 
Moreover, Li Hung Chang is 70 years of 
age, and. although a giant physically, his 
years are against him. The dispatch which 
conveys this information is a private and 
confidential one, but its trustworthiness is 
not doubted bv its recipient. 

8HIMONOSEKI. Japan, March 26.— Li 
Ilnnc Chang's condition is favorable. Itis 
reported that he has now consented to the 
extraction of the bullet in his face. His 
only fear was a lack of cleanliness on the 
part of his physicians in using old instru- 
ments. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Rt ssn, March 26.- 
It is stated on good authority that in 
addition to the indemnity which will be 
guaranteed by the provisional occupa- 
tion of the Chinese territory already oc- 
cupied by the Japanese Li Hung Chang is 
authorized to cede to Japan the Loo 
Choo Islands, which lie to the south :>f 
Japan, the Majiro Sima group, to the 
eastward of Formosa, the islands of Batan 
and Babuyan, which lie to the northward 
of the Philippines, and the island of For- 
mosa. 

Instructions have been given to Li Hung 
Chang ordering him to oppose any demand 
for the cession of territory in the Liao 
Tonp Peninsula. As a last resort 
| he may suggest the conversion of the penin- 
sula into a buffer state between Korea and 
China on condition that it be placed under 
the protection of Russia, France and Eng- 
land. 



WILL WORK TOR THE STATE.

Secretary Mead has been authorized to 
employ an assistant secretary. 

The $300 on hand has been turned over 
to Treasurer Sbarboro, and will be devoted 
to paying for the printing of the proceed- 
ings of the late convention. 

As soon as the finances of the association 
are in proper shape, a pcrmancntoffice will 
be opened, and a competent man will be 
employed to visit the various cities of the 
State to present the advantages and de- 
sirability of co-operation and united effort 
for the general good, as the membership 
cannot be augmented too rapidly. 

J. M. Davies of Los Angeles, who was 
present at the meeting of the board, spoke 
very earnestly in advocacy of widening the 
scope of the association and removing the 
notion at the extremities of the State that 
the association is a local one. He said 
that Los Angeles was heartilv with the 
association in spirit, feeling the need of 
co-operation with any body organized for 
purposes of push and progress. He felt 
that the Manufacturers' Association would 
do great things for the State.

BRUTALITY AND IGNORANCE. 



One of the Most Shocking Crimes 
In the Annals of Irish 
History. 



WATERFORD, iRF.i.ANn, March 20.— A 
most extraordinary case of murder arising 
from superstition v>-as inquired into to-day 
by the Special Court of Clonmel, twenty- 
tive miles from here. Ten persons were 
arraigned before the court charged with 
murdering a Mrs. Cleary! The prisoners 
included the murdered woman's husband 
and father, and the evidence showed that 
she was suffering from nervousness and 
bronchitis, and her husband, believing her 
to be bewitched, obtained a concoction 
from a herbist of the neighboorhood. 

While the other prisoners held the un- 
fortunate woman in bed he forced the 
concoction down her throat. After this 
the suffering woman was held over a lire 
and dreadfully burned until she declared 
that she was not Cleary 's wife. 

This torture was repeated on the follow- 
ing day, after which he knocked her down 
stripped off her clothing, poured paraffine 
over her body, then lighted it and the 
woman burned to death in the presence of 
six male and two female relatives. 

Cleary declared that he was not burning 
his wife, but that he was burning a witch, 
and that she would disappear up the chim- 
ney. Tbe husband collected the charred 
remains anfl buried them. The prisoners, 
who were remanded, narrowly escaped 
lynching and had to be removed to jail 
under the escort of a strong force of con- 
stables. 



THEY WANT MORE MONEY. 

Wholesale Dealers Advance 
the Price of Wellington 
Coal, 



Consumers Must Bear the Bur- 
den—Other Coal May Be 
Affected. 



A few days ago all the dealers in coal in 
this city received a card on which was 
printed : 

TO TITE TRADE. 

Take notice that on anil after Monday. March 25, 
the price of cleaned Wellington coal will be »8 per 
ton. R. DUNS.MUIlt & SONS. 

2 - 240 pounds. 

The notice means that the price of ' coal 
to dealers.which Dunsmuir& Sons reduced 
50 cents last September, had been restored. 

"There is no combination to raise the 
price of coal," said John Rosenfeld of 
John Rosenfeld 's Sons, one of the largest 
handlers of Wellington coal. "It is simply 
this: Dunsmuir & Sons sent us notice of 
their desire to increase the price and we 
said 'all right' ; it simply restores the price 
to what it was before that firm lowered it. 
As a consequence retailers now charge their 
customers half a dollar more a ton for coal 
delivered." 

At the office of Dunsmuir A Sons, in the 
absence of the representatives of that firm, 
it was stated that the reason for the ad- 
vance was there was no profit in the busi- 
ness at prices before the raise, but that 
there was no combination to affect prices 
beyond the Wellington coal. 

At the office of Macdonough it Co. it was 
said that this was a result against a cut- 
throat policy some dealers had adopted in 
regard to coal. They had cut prices down 
so low that there was no money in it, and 
now they had come to their senses and put 
the price at living rates. As yet none of 
the other coal had been affected, but no 
doubt there will be a slight increase in 
that. 

Charles R. Allen, a wholesale dealer, in 
explaining the situation gave some inter- 
esting facts about the coal trade. He said : 
"Senseless competition by both whole- 
salers and retailers brought down the busi- 
ness to such a state that there was actu- 
ally nothing in it; the wholesalers could 
not make collections from the retailers, 
who showed that they could not get money 
from their customers, and the result was 
that every now and then the wholesalers 
were forced to hold an inquest on some re- 
tailer. Some turned in lists of debts 
amounting to $500 which were not worth 
$50. So the wholesalers to protect them- 
selves fixed the price so as to give the re- 
tailers 50 cents more margin on a ton. 

"The retailers buy a long ton (2240 
pounds) for $8 and sell it for $10, which 
gives an apparent profit of $2, but there is 
this to be taken into account. The re- 
tailer has to pay an average of 50 cents 
cartage to his yard on every ton. 25 cents 
for screening and sacking — and the screen- 
ings are a dead loss to him. Then it costs 
him on an average $1 a ton to deliver it to 
customers— that makes $9 75. But while 
he buys a long ton, he Bells it by the short 
ton (2000 pounds), and if he sells at $10 he 
has 25 cents and 240 pounds of coal with 
which to pay rent ana living expenses. 
Some of the dealers have been selling coal 
almost as cheap as the wholesalers, and it 
is no wonder they had to go under. 

"Some dealers sell by the ton to in- 
dividuals who have to pay for cartage and 
for sacking if desired, as the teamsters 
dump it in bulk on the sidewalk. The 
charge for final deposit is a matter between 
teamster and purchaser." 



BRO. ALEXANDER BURIED. 

Imposing Funeral of the Late 
President of Sacred 
Heart College. 



Large and Representative 
Assemblage of Sincere 
Mourners. 



All that was mortal of the Rev. Brother 
Alexander, late president of Sacred Heart 
College in this city, was laid to rest yester- 
day in the Brothers' plat at Calvary Cem- 
etery. 

At the age of 19 years John Robert Mc- 
Carthy, known in religion as Brother Alex- 
ander, found that he had a vocation for 
poverty, chastity, obedience and teaching 
the young. So he entered the novitiate in 
Oakland and step by step after nearly 
twenty-five years' work found himself at 
the head of tbe colleeeon Eddvand Larkin 
streets. When he could have rested he 



persevered in class work, and this, com- 
bined with the great responsibility of his 
directorship, brought on heart failure. 
He had been ailing for some months, but 
his will-power kept him at his post. On 
Saturday he conducted the night services 
in the chapel. At 6 o'clock on Sunday 
morning he complained to tbe sub-direc- 
tor that he was ill, and at 9:30 he was dead. 

The funeral yesterdav was probably one 
of the largest ever seen in this city. 
Hacks stretched on both sides of Van 
>ess avenue two blocks each side of St. 
Mary s Cathedral. The funeral procession 
was headed by a stalwart delegation of St. 
Mary s College students. After that came 
the sad and bereaved bovs of the Sacred 
Heart, going wit h t heir teacher to his grave . 

A solemn requiem mass was celebrated 
at St. Mary's Cathedral, with Rev. Father 
Byrne celebrant, Rev. Father Cottle 
deacon and Rev. Father Coyle sub- 
deacon. Rev. Father Mulligan was master 
of ceremonies, and it was noted that all 
four priests are old St. Marv's bovs and 
wore educated by the Christian Brothers. 
The cathedral on the floor and in the gal- 
leries was crowded to the doors, attesting 
the affection in which Brother Alexander 
was held. The mass was sung through- 
out by male voices. A sermon was 
preached by Rev. Father O'Xeile, who, in 
extolling the life of the deceased brother, 
urged young men present to give their 
lives to God. 

The remains were laid to rest in the 
Brothers' plat at Calvary Cemetery, fol- 
lowed by hosts of suffering and sorrowing 
friends. The pall-bearers were the Rev. 
Bros. Viilonus, Florinus, Lascian, Xeno- 
phon, Albion, Andrew and Michael of San 
Rafael. 

The successor of the late Brother Alex- 
ander has not yet been decided upon. 
Brother Hosea.formcrlv vice-president.is at 
present acting as president. The appoint- 
ment is vested in Brother Bettelin, supe- 
rior of the order on this coast, and he will 
not make his selection immediately. 



HATHWELL IS DISCHARGED 

Police Satisfied he Had Noth- 
ing to Do With the Blake 
Shooting. 



Captain Lees Anxious to Know 
the Lady Who Saw the 

Shot Fired. 
• 

One of the three men arrested on sus- 
picion of being implicated in the shooting 
of Walter P. Blake of the Stockton Inde- 
pendent, on Sunday night, was released 
from custody yesterday by Captain Lees. 

He was Jackson A. Hathwell, sometimes 
known as Jackson Hall, the printer. The 
captain after carefully investigating his 
story was satisfied that he had nothing 
whatever to do with the crime. Hathwell 
was not knocked down in the alley where 
Blake was shot but on Annie street, a con- 
siderable distance from it. He was robbed 
of $3 while on the ground, showing that 
the motive of the man who knocked him 
down was robbery. The captain thinks 
that Hathwell's hat was picked up by 
some one of the many hoodlums who fre- 
quent that locality. ' 

The other two young men. William 
Ziegler and John Mullin, are being held 
and suspicion points strongly to Ziegler as 
the man who fired the shot at Blake. 
When he was taken before Blake, the latter 
said that he resembled his assailant in 
height, build and complexion. But Blake 
said the same of Mullin; the only difference 
between him and the robber was in their 
hair, the former's being shorter. 

The hat that was found was tried on 
Ziegler yesterday in the prison and it fitted 
him perfectly, which is another point 
against him. 

Ziegler was released from the City Pri- 
son on Sunday morning at 11 o'clock, after 
serving a sentence of twenty-four hours 
for drunkenness. He made a statement 
yesterday that after his release he hunted 
up Mullin and they went on a drunk to- 
gether. They got to Ziegler's room in the 
St. David's House at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon and went to sleep. They were awak- 
ened by the police about 1 o'clock Mon- 
day morning and were taken to the Grand 
Hotel and then to the prison. 

Detective Byram last night stated that 
as far as he had been able to investigate he 
had established the truth of Ziegler's storv. 

Ziegler is a brother of the famous bicy- 
clist. Otto Ziegler, and the police know 
nothing against him hitherto. Mullin has 
the reputation of being addicted to drink, 
but nothing worse is known against him. 

Captain Lees is very anxious to ascer- 
tain who the lady and gentleman were who 
were close to Blake when he was shot. 
When the lady heard the shot and saw 
Blake stagzer she screamed three or four 
times from fright. In the excitement no 
one thought of askine their names. The 
captain believes that "she would be able to 
give a correct description of the man they 
want. One of the hackmen said he heard 
them talking in German. The captain 
says that if she would call upon him and 
did not wish her name made public her 
wish would be respected. 

There is another man the captain would 
like to hear from. He helped Dalton to 
lead Blake to his room in the hotel after he 
was shot. No one procured his name or 
address. 

"I think," said the captain yesterday, 
"that Dalton either knows too much or too 
little. At present I cannot decide which. 
I have personally made inquiries about 
him and find that he is a good bov. His 
mother, I understand, has been talking to 



him and advising him not to get mixed up 
in the case, but we may yet get him to tell 
exactly what he knows 



Blake, according to a midnight report, 
was resting easily, and the physician in 
attendance said he was feeling very much 
better.

PUSHING THE GO OD WOEK. 

We publish this morning an elaborate 
editorial from the Examiner of yesterday, 
urging a popular subscription to the com- 
peting road. There are some minor de- 
fects in its statements, particularly in that 
which refers to the roadJts a* undertaking 
to build up the City rather than as a strictly 
business enterprise profitable in itself; bnt 
in the main the article is vigorous, clear 
and convincing, and should be read by 
every citizen of California. 

We are giad to see our great contempo- 
rary swinging the whole of its powerful in- 
fluence on the side of progress in this wav. 
It is another evidence of that harmony of 
sentiment and unity of interest that now 
prevail in the City and have brought all 
enterprising elements of press and people 
to work together as effectively as if they 
had been organized for that express pur- 
pose. Much good will certainly result from 
the popular subscription started in this 
way, and we have no doubt the Examiner 
will have the proud satisfaction of seeing 
the first $10,000 subscribed in a much 
shorter time than was anticipated. 

Along with the commendation given to 
the Examiner as a newspaper, special praise 
and credit are due to the editor and pro- 
prietor, W. R. Hearst, for his pffer to add 
$1000 to every $10,000 subscribed at the 
Examiner office. Mr. Hearst can well afford 
to give that much, or even more. His 
property interests in the City are so large 
the construction of the competing road 
will yield him a profit in the advanced 
value of real estate that will easily repay 
all he may subscribe in that way. It would 
be a narrow judgment, however, to con- 
clude that this fact detracts from the worth 
of his offer or his usefulness to the City in 
making it. There are plenty of rich land- 
owners in the City who have subscribed 
nothing, and are not likely to subscribe. 
Had Mr. Hearst been less broad minded, 
less enterprising, less gifted with public 
spirit and the faculty of true leadership, 
he might have contented himself»as so 
many have done with talking of progress 
and leaving others to do the work and pay 
the bills. 

We regard Mr. Hearst's action therefore 
as one of the best movements of the time; 
second only to that of the men who under- 
took the enterprise at the. beginning and 
launched it. Now let everybody get into 
the swim. Roll up the subscriptions. 
There should be no jealousy anywhere in 
the work, but a generous rivalry every- 
where to see who can do most to advance 
the interests of the City and the State. 



A BITT EB ANT AGONISM, 

If the Call's agitation of the subject of 
hydraulic mining accomplish nothing else, 
it will serve at least to disclose the mental 
attitude of the parties directly in interest. 
With regard to the miners themselves 
their position is simple. They are pro- 
hibited by law from operating their mines 
and are anxious to resume. Whether or 
not they would be willing to resume if such 
resumption would result in damage to the 
valley lands is a matter not pertinent to 
the issue, seeing that the power to resume 
does not exist. The position of the valley 
farmers, however— or rather of those who 
assume to speak for them — is more com- 
plex. They not only are naturally and 
properly unwilling that mining should be 
resumed if such resumption would result 
in damage to their lands, bnt seem un- 
yieldingly opposed to any plan or sug- 
gestion by which mining might be re- 
sumed without entailing such damage. 

This is the most unfortunate phase of 
the whole controversy. The attitude thus 
assumed sweeps out of consideration the 
possibilities of engineering skill and simply 
announces that the thing is impossible and 
therefore should not be attempted. The 
Colusa Hun, for instance, whose accom- 
plished editor was the organizer of the 
anti-debris movement, says: "When you 
once turn a mountain loose you can't stop 
it on the down grade. » » • The gun 
has knowledge about what can be done— 
about possibilities— and the Call has not." 

The Sacramento Bee is equally clear in 
the expression of a similar sentiment when 
it declares that "no legal bondage has ever 
fettered the 'mining industry' of Califor- 
nia." The sneer conveyed by the quota- 
tion marks inclosing "mining industry" is 
insignificant in comparison with the ignor- 
ing of the action of the courts in singling 
out hydraulic mining for suppression by 
injunction. 

The Yuba City Farmer adopts the policv 
of leaving out of consideration the fact 
that the Call does not want to see hydrau- 
lic mining resumed unless means be devised 
for disposing of the debris effectually, and 
assumes that resumption under any cir- 
cumstances would be ruinous. 

The Yuba City Independent goes even 
further. It says: "It is not the business 
nor the duty of the State to revive hydrau- 
lic mining." Not satisfied with this, it 
adds: "There is no law against non-injuri- 
ous hydraulic mining." This ignores the 
familiar fact that the injunctions sup- 
pressed some mines which were sending no 
debris to the streams. 

Other exchanges take the position that 
because attempts made to impound the 
debris have proved unsuccessful, even 
though approved by eminent engineers, 
therefore the solution of the problem is 
impossible. 

It is wholly unnecessary to analyze, com- 
ment upon or refute these assertions of our 
contemporaries— they speak with sufficient 
eloquence for themselves. We can only 
grieve at the spirit which they disclose, 
and must be content to hope that in good 
time it will pass away under the influence 
of the broad and generous forces that are 
moving forward for the development of all 
the wonderful stores of wealth which 
abound in the State. If ever there was a 
time when the highest manhood and patri- 
otism were needed, it is the present.' Bitter 
partisanship, a determination to remain 
rooted in convictions that might be over- 
come, a refusal to cherish hope or lend a 
helping hand, the erecting of restricted 
contributions as a barrier to possibilities of 
general 'good, a lack of fairness and gen- 
erosity in dealing with the wonderful 
things that make California ereat— these 
sentiments, if they exist, belong to days 
that are gone and represent that form "of 
obstruction which, manifested in many 
ways, has kept the progress of California 
80 long in chains. 

it me ans'bus iness. 

It appears almost impossible to make 
some people understand that business and 
civic patriotism often run in lines exactly 
parallel. Almost every day there arises 
new evidence of a lurking belief in the 
public mind that sense and sentiment are 
always antagonistic, and that the public 
welfare and individual profit cannot be at- 
tained by the same means. 

Many curious illustrations of this per- 
versity of thought have occurred recently 
in connection, with the proposed San Joa- 



qrtin road. That enterprise is one that ap- 
peals directly both to sense and to senti- 
ment. It is a legitimate business proposi- 
tion, and at the same time a revolt against 
the existing railway monopoly. As a mat- 
ter of business it will be conducted so as to 
yield a profit to the stockholders, and as a 
matter of competition it will lower freight 
rates and benefit the community. Despite 
the very evident unity between the profit 
to the stockholders and the benefit to the 
public, in the enterprise, however, there 
are not a few people who can see only one 
aspect of the project, and who, therefore, 
with the best intention in th« world to help 
it, invariably injure it by ignoring the 
other and not less important aspect. 

An example of this is found in the fre- 
quency with which we hear people urging 
the construction of the road on the ground 
that it will benefit the public by reducing 
rates, while little or nothing is said of the 
benefits to be derived from it by the stock- 
holders as a business investment. The 
stockholders do indeed guarantee that the 
dividends shall not exceed six per cent per 
annum, and that the rates of freights and 
fares shall be fixed on that basis, but that 
is a good dividend when it is remembered 
that the road itself will pay all taxes and 
the dividend will be free from taxation. 

The policy of the proposed road will be 
to earn money for the stockholders, 
and it will be able to do this ir 
competition with the existing railroad 
because it will have no interest to 
pay on a heavy indebtedness such as bur- 
dens the present road. The fixed charges 
on the new road will be comparatively 
light, and therefore it can haul freight and 
passengers at much lower rates than the 
old road and still pay the proposed divi 
dends. There may be sentiment at th< 
back of the proposed road, but there is 
business sense at the head of it, and all 
who subscribe to the stock may count on 
receiving a good profit on the investment.

In Monday's Call appeared a list of the 
manufactories of various kinds in oper 
ation at Napa. For convenience in adopt- 
ing a suggestion that we shall now make 
this list is here repeated, in condensed 
form: 

The Sawyer Tanning Company, which 
tans glove leather and makes superior 
gloves for miners, smelter-workers, farmers 
and railroad men. 

The Napa woolen-mill, making all-wool 
flannels and blankets. Nearly two-thirds 
of its blankets are sent East. 

The Raymond <fc Williams glove factory, 
which makes a patent seamless glove, sell- 
ing nine-tenths of its product in the East. 

The McBain tannery, which tans heavy 
skins for soles and harness. 

The Enterprise planing-mill, turning out 
general work. , 

The Migliavacca Wine Company, whose 
clarets captured a gold medal at the Paris 
Exposition of 1889. 

Carpy 4 Co., winery and distillery. 

The Lisbon winery, famous for its sherry. 

The Napa Fruit Packing and Canning 
Company, one of the largest in the State. 

These are the leading institutions of 
Napa. They employ hundreds of oper- 
atives and are all prosperous. 

It is a remarkable fact that most of them 
have to seek a market in the East. This is 
not becsuse the home demand for such 
articles is not sufficiently large to take the 
products, but because Californians con- 
sume similar articles made in the East. 
Let us analyze the case of the glove fac- 
tories. In order to compete with the 
manufacturers in the East they must bear 
the heavy expense of shipping the gloves 
across the continent. Thus the gloves ar- 
rive in the East with this addition to their 
cost of production. But it is profitable for 
the makers to ship to the East. Hence it 
is evident either that the cost of manufac- 
ture at Napa is smaller than the cost of 
manufacture in the East, or that the gloves 
are better; it makes no difference with the 
argument whether the one condition exists 
or the other. 

The Eastern buyer, therefore, is in a 
position to send these same gloves back to 
California consumers and sell them at a 
profit. Hence the Californian, no matter 
whether he buys these gloves so returned 
or gloves made in the East, is virtually 
paying for them an unnecessary freight 
charge twice across the continent. This is 
the smallest part of the trouble. If the 
gloves made at Napa were consumed her* 
the money would be kept at home and 
turned into the general account of the 
State's prosperity. 

It is time that Californians were learning 
business as well as patriotism.

Ye Heun Gik, late Charge d'Affalres of the 
Korean legation at Washington, is at the Bald- 
win. He has been recalled by his Government, 
and is now en route home. 

D. P. Markey, supreme commander of the 
Knights of Maccabees, is at the Palace, having 
Just come up trom Los Angeles, where the 
order mentioned has Just held its annual 
session. Mr. Markey resides in Port Huron, 
Mich., and 1ms represented his district in Con- 
gress. The order, of which he is the highest 
official, was first organized in 1881, in Port 
Huron, and at thecloseof that year had a mem- 
bership of 700, all of which was confined to the 
State ot Michigan. The order now has enrolled 
over 182.000 members, and is the second 
largest fraternal beneficiary society in the 
country, the United Workmen alone surpassing 
it in membership. It is established In thirty- 
three States and Territories and has 4000 
subordinate branches. "The main object 
of the order," said Mr. Markey last 
night, "is to establish a fund for distri- 
bution after the death of members, the 
beneficiaries being the widows, orphans, etc. 
Our order also cares for the sick, relieves dis- 
tress and buries the dead. We have a total and 
permanent disability benefit, which pays a 
member entitled to it one-tenth of his 
total benefit every year, and continues 
these payments until the total amount has 
been paid. A similar provision is made for 
aged members who have passed 70 years. The 
largest benefit allowed is $3000, and we re- 
ceive no member over 5!5 years of age. In the 
past thirteen years we have distributed about 
$4,500,000 In benefits. We have a tent in this 
city, and several in the southern portion of the 
State, where our largest membership Is found." 

"Look at this," said George H. Malter, the 
wealthy wine-grower of Fresno, yesterday, as he 
held up a bill for two carloads of wine. "Here 
$15!» 85 is charged for freight on a shipment 
of wine that sells for $1030 07. Think of It! 
Fifteen per cent of the market value of our 
product paid for freight from Fresno to San 
Francisco. It is abominable! And that, sir," 
he added, "is the tax the vincyardist pays to 
your city." Here he paused. A cynical smile 
lit his handsome features as he continued: 
"No, not to San Francisco. It is a tax we pay 
to some of the foreign princes who marry the 
daughters of our railroad magnates." 

Mr. Malter is a man who has given political 
economy much deep thought. He is a member 
of the Bohemian Club and a prince of good 
fellows, yet on his great vineyard In Fresno he 
has many social schemes In process of realiza- 
tion that would surprise his city friends could 
they know even an outline of them. In speak- 
ing of the freight charged he declared that ii 
he had to ship wine to San Francisco with 
sufficient frequency to keep a team employed, 
he could have sent the two carloads of 
wine to the city for far less than the charge 
made by the Southern Pacific. 



Not many months ago some Russian convicts, 
guilty of offenses against persons or property, 
escaped from Saghalien Island and landed in 
San Francisco. They were hailed as refugees 
from the tyranny of Czardom and there was an 
effusion of public feeling and friendship in 
their direction. 

Now nearly every ship from Hawaii brings 
exiles banished from that country. They reach 
us weakened by confinement and suffering in 
prison preceding their deportation and already 
one has succombed to harsh treatment and his 
companions in distress have held over his dust 
the last rites. In scarcely any case was there 
an accusation based upon evidence against 
these banished men. Many of them are 
American citizens, some of them gradu- 
ates of the schools and colleges of Cali- 
fornia. They were domiciled in Hawaii 
for business purposes and by their enterprise 
had contributed to the material prosperity of 
the country, its Government, taking as a 
pretext a petty native outbreak, arbitra- 
rily tore them from their homes and estates, 
aud without confronting them with any 
accuser or giving thorn the benefit of a judicial 
trial, imprisoned them and exiled them with- 
out explanation. Some were arrested at a dis- 
tance from Honolulu who had not even heard 
of the inconsequential outbreak of the natives. 
Their houses and papers were rudely searched 
aud their property and effects taken from 
them. 

Is it possible that we are insensible to such 
outrages upon our countrymen when we re- 
spond with quick feeling to wrongs not as red 
inflicted upon aliens and strangers? 

We have become notorious in the United 
States for rebuking the inactivity of Russian 
presence in the Khanates, of British rule in In- 
dia, of French power in Madagascar and 
Algiers, of Dutch domination In Java. We have 
made the world think that justice Is the gen- 
ius of American character, and that regard for 
the sacred rights of person and property is car- 
ried by our countrymen to every zone to which 
they penetrate. The men now In power in Ha- 
waii have boasted oi their American principles, 

f their reverence for our flag, under which 
they were born, and devotion to the free Insti- 
tutions which that standard represents. But 
while they make these presentions they do 
deeds that Russia, Great Britain, France and 
the Dutch would feel as a stain upon their na- 
tional character and their flag. 

Is It not necessary that we vindicate our 
principles by rebuking the crimes against 
humanity committed In their name by the per- 
verted tyrants of Hawaii? 

These exiles turn their faces to their native 
land and look for an expression of sympathy 
and tokens of support Shall they look to their 
countrymen in vain? 

They are innocent of acts covert or overt 
against the vile oligarchy which rules Hawaii. 
Seizure and search of their effects and testi- 
mony extorted by torture, which would have 
disgraced the middle ages, failed to find the 
shadow of proof that they were guilty of any 
crime except being Americans, who were sup- 
posed to be loyal to the principles of freedom 
and fair play, which is the jewel worn by our 
countrymen, and for this they were banished 
by a Government which feels that its tyranny 
has won for it the hostility of all just men and 
the contempt of the world. John P. Irish.

He said their father, or guar- 
dian, or something, was a Dr. Lundberg 
(or some such name), the keeper of a bath- 
house on Valencia street, near Twentieth. 
It was subsequently learned that Johan- 
sen's geographical knowledge of the al- 
leged bathhouse was faulty, and that even 
his version of the existence of the doctor 
was fictitious. 

The loquacious jeweler also stated that 
the police had been notified, which state- 
ment was found to be incorrect. Johan- 
sen failed to explain why the family name 
of the lads was omitted from the advertise- 
ment, and in fact neglected to explain any- 
thing in connection with the case, but 
threw an air of mystery over everv feature 
of the youngsters' alleged disappearance. 

Leonard Orover's Statement. 

Leonard Grover declares that he was In no 
way responsible for the debt which brought 
him into court.

Speakers Did Not Appear. 

A meeting of the Union for Practical Progress 
was to have been held at 16 Post street last 
night, but for some unexplained reason those 
who were to have spoken failed to appear, arid 
the many who were in attendance slowly filed 



The fourth of the series of lectures on the 
glacial epoch by Professor Le Conte was 
delivered last night in Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association Hall. 

The lecturer took up the thread of his 
previous lecture and contended that the ice 
sheet which covered the country down to 
the California line was not connected with 
the independent ice mantle that covered 
our State. He then devoted himself to a 
description of the ice signs noticeable on 
the eastern slopes of the mountains. The 
country east of the Sierra Nevadas, he said, 
may be likened to an immense earth wave 
that rose to a certain point and then sud- 
denly seemed to break at the crest, and the 
traces are to be seen at this date. He de- 
scribed several ravines and canvons in the 
vicinity of Mono Lake which he asserted 
were glacial rivers that emptied into the 
lake. 

Describing the Bloody Canyon, near 
Mono Pass, he said that "in the middle of 
the canyon there exists a rock basin that 
at one time was washed out by a glacial 
current. Two thousand feet below there 
are two debris piles, 400 or 500 feet high, 
which abut against what must have been 
a dam that formed the end of the lake, 
which the evidence shows was some 6000 
feet above the present level. 

The professor then at length gave the 
result of bis observations in the wonderful 
canyon while tracing the elacial period. 

Then he devoted some time to a descrip- 
tion of the Lake Tahoe glacier, which is to 
be seen by the moraines' on the south side 
of the lake as you look south from Tahoe 
City. Then he explained how the glacier 
in the midst of these moraines had formed 
what are known as Fallen Leaf Lake, Cas- 
cade Lake and Emerald Bay. 

The peculiar formations in the high 
Sierras, the many lakes and lakelets seen 
from the highest peaks, he explained were 
the result of the movements of the glaciers. 

After this the professor explained how 
the river beds in California show the 
traces of an independent glacier. Consid- 
erable time was taken in describing the 
manner in which the rivers cut through 
the country to seek their base level. At 
the close of his very interesting lecture 
Professor Le Conte was loudly applauded.

RATES MA Y BE S USPENDED. 

Insurance Managers Discuss Their Dis- 
agreeable Campaign. 

The Board of Fire Underwriters of the 
Pacific held a meeting yesterday, at which 
Judge McKenna's decision in the case of 
the Continental (non-board) Company 
against the compact was discussed. Strict 
secrecy as to what took place at the meet- 
ing was observed, as the managers have 
determined not to give away their hand 
until ready for action. 

"It makes little difference one way or 
another," said Manager Duval of the Con- 
tinental Company — "that is, it is not of 
much consequence to us what action the 
board may take now. In the rate war 
business has been cut as low as 80 per cent. 
We have refused risks at prices that were 
taken by the board managers, feeling con- 
vinced they were not desiraole, and then 
we were getting about all the business we 
could write without giving chromos as 
premiums for policies. That's what it has 
virtually come to in some cases — chromos 
to get business. Now, if the board of man- 
agers suspend rates generally thev cannot 
very well go below 80 per cent. It'makes a 
difference when you receive only 20 cents 
where you used to get a dollar." 

J. D. Maxwell, city agent of the Conti- 
nental, stated that his company had gained 
its point so far. The trial is yet to take 
place, but already the fighting company 
got the delay it desired in which to secure 
new business, and now its books are filled 
with desirable lines.

Specimens of an almost Extinct 
Race Fodnd in This 
City. 



THE VANISHING SILURIANS. 



They Shudder at the Weird Pro- 
gress and Are Prejudiced 
Against Bathing. 



The race of featherleas bipeds that look 
like men, and are only Silurians, will soon 
be extinct. Fifty years hence the scientists 
will, perhaps, be able to prove that they 
existed. The inscriptions on the stone 
pages of geology tell of creatures that 
lived in the ooze of the half-born world 
ages before Adam wrought and Eve spun, 
and the geologist of the future may find the 
fossil remains of San Francisco Silurians. 

The Silurians are vanishing, but they 
may reappear. It is known that fossil re- 
mains of these peculiar vertebrates are 
found near all the decayed cities of the 
world, and adventurous theorists insist 
that they had something to do with the 
fall of the Ninevehs, the Babylons and the 
Baalbecs of the past. So it may come to 
pass that when the days of San Francisco 
are numbered, when its palaces and marts

are tenantless and its ships lie rotting on 
the pulseless waves, the Silurians and 
troglodytes will return. 

But until that day comes writers will de- 
clare that the tales concerning the Siluri- 
ans are myths, just as they now say that 
the stories* of William Tell and of John 
Smith and Pocahontas are untrue. There 
is a difference, though. The fables of Tell 
and the apple, and of the Indian maiden, 
who saved the life of the English captain, 
make pleasant reading. The stories of the 
twenty-first century will place the Silurian 
along with the dragon, the sphynx, the 
unicorn and the ogre. 

Two hundred years hence the Silurian 
remains may be resurrected, and scientists 
will stoutly maintain that the creature did 
exist. 

Bones of the animal may be found, with 
which a new "Society upon the Stanislow" 
may reconstruct an animal that is 
exceedingly rare. A veracious chronicler, 
savs that the animal reconstructed by the 
old society looked like a mule. It is prob- 



told of the ex-Congressman, believing the 
tales are exaggerated, however. 

A brief description of the man who less 
than twenty years ago represented this 
district in Congress will prove that many 
of the tales told about him are by no 
means exaggerated. 

Piper was a man who constantly com- 
plained that he hated to take a bath be- 
cause it made him sick. He was so slov- 
enly in his attire that he was frequently 
referred to as a hog. His clothes were 
never brushed, his boots were never pol- 
ished from the day he bought them. He 
lived on the income from his big estate in 
a dirty room that would be scorned by a 
scavenger. He grasped every cent "in 
sight, and there is no record of his ever 
having done athingto help his fellow-man. 

He was one of those who snarl like a dog 
in a manger at his progressive brother and 
try to stop all modern improvements, 
though he himself would be benefited. 

Piper hunts himself to his hole when he 
hears of any up to date project being ad- 
vanced, and while figuring how much 
greater his income is than any amount he 
could possibly spend, he cries down the 
march of progress, and refuses to aid in 
anything which even tends to enhance his 
large property interests in this city. As 
one of his old friends remarked recently: 
"Piper is a man who is of course behind 
the age. A man like him could not be ex- 
pected to improve or beSutify a city, as he 
never attempted to beautify himself or to 
make any improvement except to increase 
his hoardings." 

Piper is a most illiterate man. and no 
one could ever induce him to receive in- 
struction, even in spelling. With all his 
millions he would not pay one cent to im- 
prove his intellect. That he had been suc- 
cessful in getting money and in keeping it 
I was sufficient to convince him that people 
had no need of education. His spelling is 
one of the amusements of his friends. He 
persists in using such orthography as "an- 
uevwhares" and "Sudabel. When spoken 
to by a friend about his spelling he said : 
"What difference does it make? Dou'tyou 
understand about what I mean ?" 

Piper was born in Pennsylvania 69 years 
ago. He learned the carpenter trade, but 
became a Shylock. He left Pennsylvania 
for St. Louis and there made his start in 
life. When Donathan's regiment was 
formed Piper joined it as a private. As 
a soldier he fought all through the Mexi- 
can war. He then returned to St. Louis. 

As soon as he learned of the discovery of 
gold in California Piper and his brother 
started for San Francisco. They both had a 
little money. 

Besides following the carpenter's trade 
he commenced to loan money at 5 and 6 
per cent a month. He began to buy prop- 
erty cheap and waited for it to increase in 
value without joining any progressive 
movement to enhance the price of land 
here. Never would he contribute a cent, 
though it would bring him great results. 
He let the others pay for advancing the 
worth of his property and snarled at them 
as boomers. 

About twenty years ago Piper was made 
to believe by some persons who wanted to 
make him open the strings of his purse 
that he was the very man to represent 
California in Congress. San Francisco 
then constituted the First Congressional 
District. In 1872 Piper secured the Demo- 
cratic and the Liberal party nominations, 
but he wss defeated by Hon. Charles Clay- 
ton, the Kepublican candidate, bv a vote 
of 11,058 to 10,883. 

In 1875 a split occurred in the Republi- 
can ranks. Ira P. Rankin received the 
regular Republican nomination, and Hon. 
John F. Swift ran independently. Piper 
received the Democratic nomination again, 
but as soon as the nomination was an- 
nounced Piper mysteriously disappeared. 
He failed to produce his share of the cam- 
paign expenses, and the politicians did not 
know what to make of it. It was not 
known whether he had been mysteriously 
murdered or whether he had just run away 
to avoid paying for campaign expenses. 

He was finally found, after two or three 
weeks' search, at Aptos, a little village in 
Santa Cruz County. 

It was a wild, out of the way place then, 
and Piper thought he and his money were 
safe from discovery. But the Democratic 
politicians were hungry and hunted hard 
for him. When they got him he surren- 
dered. He was elected then, the vote stand- 
ing: Piper 12.417, Rankin 6791, Swift 6103. 

Piper's career in Congress did not startle 
the world. It was during his stay in 
Washington that Piper and C. P. Hunting- 
ton had their famous quarrel. They met 
at Willard's and Huntington called Piper 
a "filthy human hog." In the celebrated 
letters in the Colton case Huntington 
again refers to Piper as a "dirty hog." 

In 1876 Piper ran for Congress the third 
time and was defeated by Horace Davis, 
who polled 22,114 votes to his 19,363. 

Since his defeat Piper has lived a se- 
cluded life. He devotes most of his time 
to playing poker with some old chums. 
Shortly after the Palace Hotel was finished 
Piper took up his residence there, as he 
considered William Sharon his friend.

able that the reconstructed remains of a 
silurian will suggest to some skeptical 
scientist of that day the grunting quadru- 
ped that is an abomination to Jew and 
Mohammedan, for C. P. Huntington says 
a silurian is a human hog. 

There were many Silurians here in the 
davs when it was said of San Francisco as 
of ruined Sardis : Thou hast a name that 
thou livest and art dead. Why they were 

fiermitted to live and flourish in thisfamed 
and will only be known when a good rea- 
son has been' found for the existence of the 
flea, the microbe and the tarantula. 

The silurian is living proof of the 
fallacy of Darwin's theory of the 
survival of the fittest. Outwardly 
he looks like a human being, but within 
he is full of all manner of meanness. The 
murky cobweDby corners of the world are 
his lurking place. 

He is a stumbling block in the path of 
enterprise when enterprise benefits any 
one but himself. He is the owner of the 
tumble-down houses that are eyesores on 
every thoroughfare. Smooth streets and 
pleasant surroundings make his life miser- 
able if he is obliged to pay his share of the 
cost of their construction. He would find 
a bug in the decalogue if the enforcement 
of that venerable code interfered with his 
revenue. All good Silurians are dead. 

PIPEB STILL LIVES. 

The 8traage Life of a Wealthy Ei-Congress- 
a man. 

Hon. William A. Piper is one of the 
Marvelous characters of the city. Though 
an ex -Congressman, a millionaire, a large 
property-owner and a man who has lived 
in San Francisco since 1849, he is of such a 
peculiar type that he is hardly known. In 
fact he has virtually crawled into his shell 
so effectively that his name even has 
dropped into oblivion. 

Piper is a man who possesses character- 
istics which have attracted the writers, and 
the general public laughs at the stories 



One day he ordered a nice beefsteak sent 
to his room. The price was 50 cents. His 
whole cranky nature revolted at this. 

Purified of profanity, which was the 
only thing in which he was not stingy 
Piper's remarks were: 1 

" old Bill Sharon ! The old thief 

to charge me 50 cents for a few ounces of 
meat! Now, there ain't more than six or 
eight ounces of meat there, and just think 
of what a whole steer would cost at this 
rate! Why, an average-sized animal would 

cost *500 to *750. It's a outrage for old 

Bill Sharon to play such a trick on me'" 

Then Piper, without taking into con- 
sideration the cost of cutting up the ani- 
mal, of cooking it and of serving it fie- 
ured out that he had been robbed bv 
Sharon, and he left the Palace Hotel in 
high dudgeon. 

He rented two rooms elsewhere and they 
soon resembled Warner's noted cobweb 
saloon at North Beach, which was re- 
cently torn down. Piper would not allow 
a chambermaid to enter his room at any 
time. He was not entirely a woman- 
hater, but he became a crabbed old bache- 
lor and wanted his room kept in the style 
which marked the old cabins in the days 
of '49. He thought it too expensive » 
luxury to marry. 

Cobwebs were soon to be seen on the 
walls, dirt and dust were everywhere the 
carpet was ruined with tobaccb-juice.'and 
everything was in confusion. Piper, in 
his slovenly attire and his tobacco-stained 
clothes, made up his own bed, which gen- 
erally consisted of a lounge and a dirty 
pair of blankets. It was Piper's pleasure 
to play bean poker in this room with all 
his old cronies and to smoke and spit 
tobacco-juice all over himself and the 
carpet. 

The room finally became so filthy that 
about two years ago the manager ordered 
it cleaned. He believed that a man sup- 
posed to be worth $2,000,000 at least should 
live with some show of decency. At least 
the rooms should not be ruined forever. 
Piper's heart was broken. Fate would not 
allow him to have the surroundings he de- 



sired. He left the house and took rooms 
on Market street. He gave as his excuse 
that the city was getting too thickly popu- 
lated ; he Lad friends where he went, and 
he was always afraid of crossing Market 
street as there were so many more street- 
cars and teams to avoid now than there 
were when the water came up to the Mont- 
gomery street. 

Rheumatism attacked his moss-covered 
bones. He grew rapidly worse, as he would 
not follow his physician's advice. He was 
sent to Paso Robles Springs once and told 
to remain there. In two days back he 
came, swearing the springs would do him 
no good. He had taken his first bath in a 
long time, and he swore it made him feel 
sick. He was sent to Byron Springs and 
told to stay there two weeks. One bath 
was again enough for him and he came 
back worse than ever. 

About a month ago Piper left for the 
Arkansas Hot Springs, having agreed to 
give the baths there a fair trial, though he 
swore he would confine himself to the mud 
baths. If the baths do not strike in too 
deep and cause his death he will be back 
here in about two months. 

The exact value of the estate of this pe- 
culiar old character is unknown, but it is 
generally placed at $2,000,000. He pays 
taxes on property in this county on which 
the assessment is $298,862. Besides what 
he has in this city he is known to own 
some property in Oakland. 

He also has in his possession a large 
amount of Government bonds and consid- 
erable Spring Valley and gas company 
stock. The appraisement of $298,862 on 
Piper's property is ridiculously low. In all 
probability he would not sell it for five 
times that sum, or about $1,500,000. A 
descriptive list of his property as shown by 
the assessment roll of this county is as 
follows:

William J. Hurley Declared 
Guilty of attempted 
Jury-Bribing. 



HIS APPEARANCE IN COURT. 



He Had Made Two Ineffectual 
Efforts to Commit 
Suicide. 



W. J. Hurley has been found guilty of 
trying to bribe the McDonald jury, and 
will receive the sentence for his crime next 
Friday. His plea of insanity was not con- 
sidered evidently, for it took the jury only 
four minutes to decide upon a verdict. 

Hurley's appearance in court in the 
morning was most unprepossessing. His 
head was bound with bandages running in 
all directions, and he wore a white knitted 
skull cap that came to a point above his 
head, giving him a rather grotesque ap- 
pearance. He had been trying to commit 
suicide and his bandaged head was the only 
result of hi9 efforts. Monday afternoon he 
had tried to throw himself in front of a 
Market-street car, so P. J. Curtis, the bailiff 
who was with him at the time, testified to 
yesterday morning, but he admitted under 
cross-examination that the car was almost 
stepped before Hurley made his attempt. 
Yesterday morning when being taken from 
his cell in the jail Hurley tried to throw 
himself over the railing into the corridor 
below. He was caught when half over and 
pulled back onto the gallery. He was then 
locked in his cell again. There he battered 
his head against the wall until his scalp 
bled. He came to court peaceably after his 
head had been bandaged. 

There was no testimony to speak of yes- 
terday morning, and what there was went 
to show that Hurley was insane. Miss 
Minnie Logan was first called to corrobor- 
ate Hurley's statement made yesterday 
that his remark about $10,000 was in refer- 
ence to California fruit and the profits to 
be made from it rather than to the price of 
jurors, but Miss Logan failed of realizing 
Lis expectations. She had not heard the 
conversation and knew nothing about it. 
Mr. Livernash then told how he had con- 
sidered Hurley a crank on the subject of 
jurv-bribing, and M. M. Foote took occa- 
sion to testify that Hurley was undoubt- 
edly insane. Chief Jailer Sattler then told 
of Hurley's attempt to dive over the gal- 
lery rail, and P. J. Curtis ended the testi- 
mony by telling of the episode of Monday 
afternoon. 

The arguments were short. Assistant 
District Attorney Black outlined the case 
against Hurley, and on the face of it asked 
for a conviction. 

The Judge's charge was short, and at a 
quarter to 12 o'clock the case went to the 
jury. At ten minutes to 12 a verdict was 
rendered, and Hurley, handcuffed and 
guarded by two deputy sheriffs, was on 
his way to the County Jail.

The Odds seem to Affect Many 
of the Bang-Tails Now 
Racing. 



ROUGH DAY FOR FAVORITES. 



Joe Cotton and Captain Rees 
Were the Only Two in Front 
Yesterday. 



About the end of the present week's 
racing there will be a small library of 
"dope" books for sale. They are at a great 
discount at the present time, most of those 
that care to play money on the races fol- 
lowing the "educated" money. And, as 
the game drags on, this seems to be about 
the best method of beating the runners. 
Two favorites winning out of six on a good 
track sounds very "(luttenburgy," but that 
was the best they could do yesterday. 

The conditions of iuost of the races pre- 
vent owners that have a fairly good horse 
from racing, most of them favoring the 
owners of "dogs" that are in arrears to the 
jocky club for back entrance money. 

The first race recorded u very pleasant 
surprise— the reappearance of the well- 
known orange with green sash and pink 
cap colors of Theodore Winters. Adelante, 
a sun of Kl Rio Key. carried them, and was 
made a warm favorite, but ran unplaced. 
Ludi, a 6 to 1 chance, made all the running, 
and won hamiily from Bobolink, Prince 
finishing third. 

It looked very much to me as though the 
bane that could have won the second 
race, a six-furlong run, didn't have to. 
Commission, opening at 6 to 5, closed 9 to 
10, carrying the "hobo" money. Arnette 
was well played by some of the heavy bet- 
tors at i> to 1, and so was Arctic for the 
place. 

When the flag fell to a rather poor start, 
Arctic, awav second, went out in front, fol- 
lowed by Commission, and this last-named 
iiorse.who has run in hot company, couldn't 
head the rattle-headed dog, but galloped 
bemnd tum into the stretch. Down the 
Btretch Flytm swung Indian clubs for 
awhile, did a lew song-and-dance steps, a 
rlip-Hap and a twister and finally landed in 
third place at the wire. Arnette, looking 
hopelessly out of it, whistled down brakes, 
ran around the field, and won by a length 
from Arctic. She is a good fill; and it was 
a hotlv contested race. 

The third race, a light welter-weight 
race, five furlones, proved a gift for Joe 
Cotton, the 9 to 10 favorite, who won hand- 
ily Irom McFarland. Abi P, seemed unable 
tn negotiate her weight, 130 pounds, and fin- 
ished an indifferent third, indifferently 
rinoen. 

For the fourth race, short six furlongs, 
Major .McLaughlin opened a warm 6 to 5 
tirst choice, but on its being reported that 
lie warmed up lame his price in the betting 
receded to 2Vj to 1, and from fours Venus 
was backed down to <! to 5. The Duchess 
of Milpitas opened at 10 to 1, but Pittsburg 
Phil's money brought her price down to 
bixes at post time. 

Venus sailed out in front as the flag fell 
to a pretty start, followed by Tom Clarke. 
Dan Williams' speedy filly led Clarke into 
the stretch by fully three lengths, and it 
looked all over. A little below the eighth 
poic it looked as though Chevalier took 
matters too easy for the favorite, and the 
field collared him. The Duchess of Mil- 
pitas soon showed in front, with Major 
McLaughlin, who came from the far rear, 
hot at her heels. In a driving finish A. 
Isom landed the Duches3 first by a short 
half length. Venus ended up a fair third. 

Red Pat and the Lark were the talent's 
pick for the mile and a quarter hurdle race 
on the outside track, over five jumps. 
Odds of 2 to 1 were at one time obtainable 
against the first named, but at post time 8 
to 5 was the general price. The Lark, 
against which plenty 8 to 5 could be had 
early in the betting, closed at 6 to 5. Bell- 
ringer at 7 to 1 was also well supported. 

St. Jacob made a bluff at running the 
first part of the race, heading Red Pat over 
the second hurdle, but after that there was 
nothing in it but the horse with the Celtic 
name, although the last forty yards Bell- 
ringer made it decidedly interesting for 
him. coming with a ru«h and being beaten 
hut half a length. The Lark, oh which 
Clancv seemed to wait too long, finished 
third." 

The seven-furlong run that ended the 
day's sport was captured by the r to 10 
favorite. Captain Rees, with Griffin up. 
Chartreuse, the second choice, finished in 
eecond position a neck awav, although 
(■riflin could have lengthened It out a little 
more. 

The twelve bookmakers that "cut in" 
did a good business, a great improvement 
on Monday's betting. Mullhoi-lasd.

He Was Wanted on Charges of 
Enticing Young Girls From 
Their Homes. 



W. W. Carrington, a professed anarchist, 
who has obtained some notoriety among a 
certain class of people in this city, blew 
out his brains about 9 o'clock last night in 
room 19 at the Orlando lodging-house, cor- 
ner of Sixth and Howard streets, because 
he was threatened with arrest on a crimi- 
nal charge.

His impersonation was so perfect that a 
large number of the ladies present did not 
realize their mistake as to his sex until the 
young whistler made his second appear- 
ance, then a general laugh resulted. Cra- 
ble's whistling was, in point of sweetness, 
far ahead of the California meadow lark, 
which is ranked as the leader of Western 
song birds. 

So far as the gymnastic performances 
were concerned the various feats of athletic 
skill were splendidly executed, and the 
only cause for complaint was the stretch- 
ing out of some of the events until they 
became tiresome to the spectators. The 
programme was as follows :

Carrington in his room, and requested him 
to go with them to the office of the Chief 
of Police for the purpose of being inter- 
viewed on certain criminal charges. 

Carrington offered no word of protest, 
and made no sign of resistance. Tie 
simply proceeded to make a speedy end- 
ing of all his impending troubles, real or 
imagined. He told the" officers he would 
be ready to go with them in a minute, and 
said he wanted to get something out of his 
valise. With that he walked to one 
corner of the room, picked up a double- 
barreled derringer, stuck the muzzle of 
the weapon into his mouth and fired. The 
bullet passed clear through his brain, and 
killed him instantly. It was all done so 
quickly and unceremoniously that the 
officers had not time to interfere with the 
gruesome proceedings. 

Miss Seyna Davi;, a eirl about 19 years 
of age and of preposessing appearance, 
whose home is at 10 Rausch street, was in 
the room at the time of the tragedy. She 
fainted and it was several minutes before 
she recovered sufficiently to sneak. When 
she did so all that she could be made to 
utter was that she wanted to go home. 

Carrington has been advertising for 
handsome young women to come to him 
and secure plea'sant situations in the coun- 
try, and also find handsome, rich and lov- 
ing husbands through his aid. It was on 
a complaint connected with this practice 
that the detectives desired to lay the 
hands of the law upon him. He has also 
posed as a labor agitator. 

Papers, letters ami printed documents, 
found in Carrington's possession bv the 
Deputy Coroner, showed that he was an 
anarchist of the reddest dye, and an infidel 
who did not believe even in himself. He 
had written and caused to be printed 
pamphlets and dodgers in which he severely 
criticized several prominent San Francis- 
cans. In a well-worn pocket-book was 
found a certificate of deposit for $100, is- 
sued by the Wells-Fargo Bank in this city. 

On a- piece of paper cut in the shape of a 
woman s hand were written these words: 

June 10. 

Dear Willie: As I have nothing to do I will 
spend the afternoon thinking of vou. Oh, how 
I love and hate you! Willie, keep this in re- 
membrance of me. Mattie Duslap. 

There was also a note, evidently written 
by a woman's hand, as follows: 

Please meet me at corner Seventh and How- 
ard— 1 would like to see about place. I am 
seventeen years old, brunette, fond of amuse- 
ment, etc. I think I will suit you. L. S. 

P. 8.— Monday, at 8 r. m. 

The body of the deceased and his per- 
sonal effects were taken in charge by the 
Coroner. 



Attempting to Extort Money. 

Dr. J. E. Plouf swore out warrants in Judge 
Campbell s court yesterday for the arrest of J. 
D. L. McCaughey and Charles C. Wilson on the 
charge of attempting by verbal threats to ex- 
tort money from his patients. The doctor 
stated that when McCaughey was in his em- 
ploy he will in the habit of opening his private 
letters and of picking the pieces of such letters 
out of the wastebasket and pasting them to- 
gether. McCaughey and Wilson used these 
letters lor the purpo h c of extorting money 
from his patients. Wilson was arrested yester- 
day afternoon, but Attorney Delmaa went to 
.lodge Campbell and procured his release on 
his own recognizance. 



Kazors Made by Machinery. 

The manufacture of razors by machinery 
has now become a fixed fact in Germany, 
and the quality of the article is said to 
compare favorably with the best Sheffield 
product, the process being also applicable 
to scissors-making, a die bearing the im- 
press of a razor blade and tongue, or of a 
scissors blade and bow, as the case may 
be, Is screwed into the bottom of a drop 
hammer, which is worked bv hand over a 
pulley, a corresponding die being placed 
on the anvil upon which the hammer falls; 
the end of the steel bar or ramrod having 
been heated to a red heat is laid across the 
anvil die, and the hammer, falling with a 
weight of about thirtv hundred-weight, or 
less, according to the "size of the article to 
be produced, forces the metal into the 
m0l i ' v ' when withdrawn, appearing 
"} tn , e shape of a perfect razor or scissors 
blank, but surrounded with a fray or 
fringe, which is afterward pared with the 
striping tools as waste. This operation is 
repeated indefinitely, according to the ex- 
tent of the order in hand, the tools being 
then changed on to anothar size of blade 
or scissors. Repeated blows of the ham- 
mer are required to forge some of the 
blanks, regulated by their site and 
shape.-NewYork Sun.

He Endeavors to Evade the 
Lottery Law and Gets 
Into Trouble. 



TRAP TO CATCH THE UNWARY. 



Hundreds of San Franciscans 
Have Bitten at the Tempt- 
ing Plum. 



Dispatches from Butte, Montana, an- 
nounce that Henry L. Haupt, president 
of the Montana Mining, Loan and Invest- 
ment Company, domiciled in that city, is 
now being tried before the United States 
court on the charge of sending non-maila- 
ble matter through the mails. The com- 
pany is well known in San Francisco among 
those who every month spend a few dollars 
in the hope that "lottery lightning" will 
come their way, and by others seeking a 
legitimate investment. Henry C. Mangles, 
a cigar-dealer, at the corner of Clay and 
East streets, is the Pacific Coast agent. 

The scheme of the company is peculiarly 
seductive, and was concocted to evade the 
lottery laws. 

It was said in the circulars that 
the company owned several ricli mines 
and had a paid up capital stock of $12,- 
000,000. Each share of stock was placed at 
$120, which could be paid in one sum, or 
in amounts ranging from 10 cents to $1. 
And just there is where the "little joker" 
of the Montana Milling, Loan and Invest- 
ment Company came in. 

On the 20th of each month the company 
made, or pretended to make, "loans ag- 
gregating $,Vi,0CXi, with a "principal loan" 
of $15,000. The Honduras and Little Ha- 
vana lotteries call these monthly distribu- 
tions "prizes," and the Postoflice officials 
are now endeavoring to make Mr. Haupt 
explain the difference between a "loan," 
which the certificate-owner is never ex- 
pected to pay hack, and the prize system 
used by the various lottery companies. 
Thousands of people in San Francisco and 
along the coast have been induced to part 
with their dollars in the vain nope of secur- 
ing a "loan," or failing in that, to ulti- 
mately become shareholders in the rich 
mining properties which Haupt said his 
company owned. People who are unalter- 
ably opposed to lotteries have not hesi- 
tated to put their money in this so-called 
mining stock. In the trial now going on 
in Butte it has developed that the capital 
stock of the company consists of a 
dozen worthless mining claims located 
by Haupt and deeded to the company in 
consideration of $100. Upon representation 
that he intended organizing a legitimate 
mining company Haupt induced many 
of Montana's most prominent citizens to 
join the incorporation. The banks were 
used as references, and Haupt was doing a 
rushing business when arrested. In one 
of his circulars Hauptsays: "The Montana 
Mining, Loan and Investment Company 
was organized for the purpose of prospect- 
ing, locating and acquiring mining proper- 
ties and making other investments, and 
for the loaning of money." 

Henry C. Mangles, the Pacific Coast 
agent, is not much disturbed over the ar- 
rest of President Haupt. He declares that 
any one unwise enough to buy a lottery 
ticket expecting to get something for noth- 
ing ahuuld be swindled. 

•'All lotteries are frauds," said Mangles 
yesterday, "and you can just relv on it 
that the manager "knows before a drawing 
takes place where every dollar is going. 
Haupt's company may be a fraud, but it is 
no worse than any of the rest. We have 
done comparatively little business here, 
making, only one "small loan of $500 in 
Oakland. I can't recall the name of the 
person just now, but the money came 
through the First National Bank. "I'm in 
the business for what money 1 can make 
out of it, but I think any man" is a fool who 
buys a lottery ticket." 

The certificate is a model of ingenuity 
and is well calculated to attract any mail 
with a few dollars to spare. It re'ads as 
follows: "This is to certify that the holder 
hereof has paid the above-named company 
the sum of $1, part payment on a share n"f 
stock in said company of the par value of 
$120 per share, the balance due on said 
share being payable in monthly install- 
ments of $1 each. This certificate en- 
titles the holder to make application for a 
loan from said company if presented 
within ninety days from the date hereof."

WILL BOARD A SCOW TO-DAY 



And Then Sail for Its Final 
Resting Place at Fort 
Point. 



OBJECTED TO THE PAINTING 

Dalton Reported Against Con- 
tractor Gunyeau's 
Work. 



It Caused a Breeze at the Meet- 
ing of the New City Hall 
Commissioners. 



At the meeting of the New City Hall 
Ccommissioners yesterday there was a 
breezy time over the contract for painting 
the interior of the southern wing of the 
Larkin street side of the hall. This is the 
section that was formerly occupied as a 
criminal court by Judge Murphy and after- 
ward by Judge Dan^erfield. It is now 
given over to the Fire Commissioners, and 
in addition to their rooms the corridor 
walls, which were dirty, have been re- 



The work of moving the big 3G-foot gun 
from the cars to a barge in the bay was be- 
gun yesterday, and the heavy weight 
moved as gracefully over the wooden 
tramway as though it were made of cork 
instead of weighing sixty tons and more. 
Such are the perfection of the arrange- 
ments and the potency of a few simple 
mechanical appliances. 

The monster eun, twice the size of any 
on the Pacific Coast, has been taken from 
the car upon which it came across the con- 
tinent, turned round so that its muzzle 
IKiints toward the bay, where the barge 
awaits it to carry it away to Fort Point, 
and is now, braced up by big timbers, 
standing on the tramway over which it 
will this morning slide aboard the barge. 
All this has been accomplished without so 
much as provoking perspiration upon the 
brow of any one of the dozen workmen 
who have done it. 

Heavy timbers were built up from the 
ground"on each side of the car and under 
the cannon. Jackscrews lifted the great 
weight from the car. The car was then 
hauled away, some timbers were withdrawn 
and the jackscrews turned the other way 
and the cannon lowered and turned about 
by the same method. 

The upper surface of the lower square 
timber was planed smooth and greased, as 
was also the lower surface of the timber 
next above it, so that the two smooth and 
greased surfaces came together. A tram- 
way of these square timbers planed and 
greased extended across the 150 yards in- 
terval to the water where lies the barge 
upon which the gun is to be floated. 

Ropes were attached to the timbers upon 
which the big gun rested, and other ropes 
with a block-and-tackle arrangement were 



Welleslcy Land and Improvement Com- 
pany, which owns a tract of 163 acres of 
choice suburban residence property just 
north of Redwood City, known as Welles- 
ley Park.

It should be, however, devoted entirely to 
pleasure driving and tiding, and all milk- 
wagons, scavenger-carts, cattle, etc., should be 
strictly prohibited from using It. 

San Francisco and the neighboring country 
is remarkably lacking in line drives. Suppose 
you have friends from the East and desire to 
take them for a drive, you can only take them 
out through the park and back, unless you 
want to be made lo blush for your city ami 
State; for if yon take them out on what is 
known as the "Han Jose road von encounter 
such sights and travel over so vile a road- 
bed that the drive becomes anything but a 
pleasure. 

It is nonsense to talk of making a boulevard 
of the present county road. The boulevard 
should be one in its true sense— the same as 
that which encircles Chicago. It should not 
only be free from the heavier kinds of wheeled 
tratlic, out precautions should be taken to pre- 
vent any electric, cable or other kind of rail- 
way securing a franchise to ran along it. 

While the roadhed should be made and kept 
free from ruts and obstacles, tt need not neces- 
sarily be absolutely level. In fact, grades 
would *be desirable, as they would induce 
leisurely travel and afford proper opportunity 
to view the scenery. In eschewing the idea of 
a perfectly level grade it would allow the bou- 
U-vard to be carried across ravines, gulches, 
through forests, etc., and thus make the drive 
the more picturesqne and enjoyable. 

Not only would the existence of the boule- 
vard greatly enhance the value of property in 
San Mateo, Santa Clara and Sau Francisco 
counties, but it would bring the people of these 
counties in closer and more friendly touch. 

Every person to whom I have spoken regard- 
ing the matter is enthusiastic over it, and the 
great wonder now is that the matter had not 
Been agitated before. I have discussed the 
project with quite a number of people who 
own property along the probable route of the 
boulevard, and every one of them would will- 
ingly donate at least laud enough for a right uf 
way. In Santa Clara County the desire for the 
roadway is increasing, if San Francisco shows 
equal fervor the problem will soon be solved.

TO SEND A MAN EAST. 

the Heirs to Trinity's Millions Wunt to 
Hurry Things. 

It was decided yesterday by several of 
the most prominent claimants to Trinity's 
vast possessions to send some man of un-

John P. Dalton, who had been appointed 
to superintend the work, reported that it 
had not been done in accordance with the 
specifications.

He repeated 
the charges that the work had been iui- 
propcrlv done. He had noted that certain 
colors had been missed and that in the 
ornamentation many places had been 
skipped. 

He was then asked how he knew that 
the painters were through with their work. 

"Well, I went around there and saw the 
painters removing their scaffolding and 
tools, and when I asked them if they were 
through they said that they were. I told 
them that the work was not done in a 
proper manner, but they took no heed." 

Architect Shea said that the contractor 
had not announced that the contract was 
completed and that it had not been passed 
upon in the way of acceptance or rejection. 

Mr. Gunyeau again spoke in his own be- 
half and said the Painters' Union had been 
watching the work from the beginning, 
and, in fact. Mr. Sullivan of the union had 
told the men that they might as well stop 
work as they would never be paid for 
their labor. He added that Expert Dalton I 
was an apprentice of Master Painter Dono- 
van of the union, and it was prejudice that 
was at the bottom of his animus.

Fire-Alarm Box Indicator. 

Milton Barr, a member of Company G, N. G.

in their contention, is the suit brought by 
Max Wasserman against Louis Sloss. The 
trouble arose over the transfer of 400 shares 
of the stock of the Alaska Commercial 
Company by Max Wasserman to Louis 
Sloss. The consideration was $32,000, or 
$80 a share. 

Wasserman, who was born in this 
city, but has for years past made his home 
in Paris, is here to fight for what he says 
is the value of the stock transferred, which 
he places at $170,000, less $32,000 paid to 
him in the transfer. 

He contends that the transfer was for the 
purpose of organizing a new company to 
succeed to the business of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company, while Sloss, he declares, 
held the stock as having been sold out- 
right and enjoyed all the revenue which 
came through its possession, something 
like $170,000 sued for. 

Incidentally it is mentioned by M. A. 
Dorn that Stephen J. Field. Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, is the holder of 
200 shares of the stock. This has not been 
brought out in the evidence and nothing 
has been developed to show how Justice 
Field came into possession of the stock. 

The case, which has heen up several 
times, was called again in Judge Troutt's 
court yesterday morning. The leases of 
the company from the Russian and the 
United States Government were placed in 
evidence, and a deposition by Edward 
Wasserman of New York, brother of the 
plaintiff, was read. Wasserman claims 
that the transfer of his stock to Sloss was 
not a sale, but was done for the purpose of 
reorganizing the company, or the forma- 
tion of a new corporation, previous to the 
time when the Alaska Company was seek- 
ing to get a renewal of the lease from the 
United States Government. The Alaska 
Company failed to secure the lease, as in 
competitor, the North American Com- 
pany, was the successful applicant. 

The deposition of Edward Wasserman 




was taken to support the contention of his 
brother, the plaintiff. 

Wasserman deposes that his father and 
Louis 81oss were partners in business and 
intimate friends. The social relations of 
the two families are detailed at some 
length. Edward Wasserman then states 
that he met Louis Sloss in New York in 
1890, and that Sloss told him the old com- 
pany would get the lease of the seal fisher- 
ies. He asked Sloss with reference to the 
400 shares transferred by his brother in 
case the new company should get the lease, 
and Sloss, so he says, replied : 

"Don't ask me Jtoo many questions. 
That will be all right. That is'all right." 

Sloss also told him, lie deposes, that the 
Russian lease ran till 1801. 

Leon Sloss was on the stand the entire 
afternoon, and with his transfer journal 
and stock journal showed the disposition 
of the shares in the Alaska Commercial 
Company." All except 200 shares of the 
19.800 issued were transferred within two 
days. As the details of the transfer were 
read it was shown that as the old stock 
was surrendered and new certificates is- 
sued a very great portion of the new stock 
came gradually into the possession of the 
Sloss family. 

Those who participated in the various 
transfers were : John F. Miller, Henrv P. 
Haven, the estate of Richard Chapell, C. 
A. Williams, Eben»-7.er Morgan, Samuel 
Willetts, H. M. Hutchinson, Louis Gerstle, 
Louis Sloss, William Kohl, J. V. de Laveaga, 
John Parrott, T. Parrott and others. 

Louis Sloss was represented by Attor- 
neys Thomas and Galpin. Objection was 
raised to the introduction of transfers of 
stock into the testimony, where such trans- 
fers were made subsequent to the transfer 
made bv Wasserman to Sloss. but as At- 
torney Dorn kept the date of these trans- 
fers out of the examination, the court re- 
fused to sustain the objection, and Dorn 
was allowed to proceed with the examina- 
tion, which, as he claims, shows that Sloss 
never used the stock obtained from Was- 
serman and others for the purpose for 
which it was ostensibly obtained, but kept 
the stock in his own possession and drew 
the dividends. Wasserman claims that as 



a result of this action the stock which 
cost Sloss $32,000 realized for him $170,000, 
and this amount less the $32,000 paid 
Wasserman now seeks to recover. The 
stock was transferred in May, 1888. 

Leon Sloss, in continuing his testimony, 
said that the firm of Louis Sloss & Co. was 
composed of Louis Sloss, his father, Lewis 
[terslle, his brother Louis Sloss Jr. and 
himself. He and his brother were made 
m £ mbers of the nr ii i" 1881 or 1882. 

The case will go on at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

ARMY PROMOTIONS. 

Examinations for Two in the Pacific 
Coast Engineer Corps. 

Colonel George H. Mendcll, chief of Gov- 
ernment Engineers of the Pacific Coast, 
when seen yesterday with regard to the 
examinations about to be instituted for 
officers in line of promotion, said that the 
examinations would be held just as soon 
as the board can get together and arrange- 
ments are completed.

First Lieutenant Casslns E. Gillette and 
Second Lieutenant Herbert Deatyne have 
been ordered to report at once to Colonel 
Mcndell for examination. 

The junior engineer officer will act as re- 
corder at the examinations.

THOSE TREASURY CLERKS. 



Assemblyman Bettman Pro- 
poses to See Governor 
Budd About Them. 



A Matter of Saving Thousands 
of Dollars Yearly to 
This City. 



Assemblyman Sig. Bettman left for Sac- 
ramento last night. He is anxious about 
the fate of his bill to allow the County 
Treasurer three extra deputies. This bill 
is awaiting Governor Budd's signature, and 
Mr. Bettman intends to remain at the cap- 
ital and do everything possible to convince 
the executive of the necessity of the meas- 
ure. 

The bill is No. 508 on the file. Mr. Bett- 
man explains that every citizen of San 
Francisco is interested in its becoming a 
law, since its existence is essential to the 
successful working of the new fen law re- 
quiring all fees to be paid directly to the 
County Treasurer. Said Mr. Bettman: 

This law saves the taxpayers between $30,- 
000 and iroO.OOO in the Sheriff s office alone. 
It also effects a large saving in the Countv 
Clerk's office in the matter of minor fees. It 
turns an immense volume of new business into 
the Treasurer's office, though, and the old force 
of clerks is not sufficient to handle it properly. 

This business cannot be neglected. In con- 
sequence Treasurer Widber has had to hire two 
clerks. He paid them out of his own pocket 
at first. Now the Supervisors allow him their 
wanes. 

The new bill allows three clerks when neces- 
sary. One of these clerks is to be stationed 
at the County Clerk's office, another at 
the Sheriff's office and the third attends to the 
work in the main office. They will cost $5400 
a year. But their employment is necessary to 
save $50,000, so there can be no exception to 
the bill on the ground of economy. 

I have no doubt but that the' bill will be 
signed. It is a matter that has too many good 
features to be overlooked and no bad ones. 
Still I don't want to take any chances, and I 
want the Governor to know just how San Fran- 
ciscans feel. 

Louis Jacobs, cashier at the Treasurer's 
office, emphasized every assertion of Mr. 
Bettman. At present, he explained, the 
two clerks now employed cannot attend to 
the work. Then the other clerks in the 
main office help them. This, however, 
will not be possible upon busy days. Mr. 
Jacobs said : 

The new department receives fees from five 
sources. These are the Sheriff, the Countv 
Clerk, the Recorder, the justices' courts and 
miscellaneous. Now they write up over 200 
receipts a day. These are entered twice and 
copied for the Auditor. This work, therefore, 
is not an easy task for two men and will soon 
require three. , 

Mr. Jacobs cited many instances in 
which the city was benefited by having 
the fees paid directly into the county 
treasury. He explained that the Sheriff 
was trying to hold out certain fees, claim- 
ing they were not included in the fee bill. 
Among these are the receivers' and the 
keepers' fees in attachment cases. 

Mr. Jacobs is sure the Governor will 
sign the bill. In this regard he said: 

Governor Budd doubted the wisdom of giv- 
ing the Supervisors the right to appoint more 
deputies, ift was satisfied with the present 
hoard, but feared that those succeeding might 
be bad. I told him that the present board in- 
dorsed this Mil, and urged that it would be 
wise to try the workings of the new law thor- 
oughly under a good board and then, if it did 
not work, repeal it at the next Legislature in 
two years. lie agreed that this was a good 
idea audi think he will act accordingly.

The Company Says They Are 
Conspirators, and Wants 
$5000 From Each. 



The Southern Pacific, tired of defending 
suits for the violation of stopover privi- 
leges, has taken the aggressive in the mat- 
ter and is now trying to compel all plaint- 
iffs in such cases to group their actions and 
appear as defendants in a suit which has 
just been brought. 

The suit of the Southern Pacific par- 
takes of the nature of a civil action for 
damages against each of the would-be 
suitors for conspiracy, and also a petition 
for an injunction restraining them from 
bringing further action again. The writ 
was granted, and when it comes to trial it 
will, if made permanent, effectually bar all 
the suits now pending. In making its 
prayer for the writ the railroad argues that 
the stopover suits are not genuine suits for 
damages for breaches or contract, but are 
the result of conspiracy on the part of all 
the stopover suitors. 

They were not real passengers upon 
the trains, the railroad alleges, but they 
had boarded the trains for the special pur- 
pose of being put off. and therebv gaining 
the basis of a suit for damages.' As they 
are conspirators in the mind of the rail- 
road, as a small matter of compensation, 
it demands $5000 damages from each one, 
in addition to enjoining them from pro- 
ceeding any farther in their suits.

ON THE FARMS 

OF THE WEST. 



Some Points Concerning Grow- 
ing and Marketing Cali- 
fornia Fruit. 



ABOUT THE MARCH FROST. 



Work Done by the Horti- 
cultural Commission — Gen- 
eral Agricultural News. 



It la not only necessary to know how to 
grow fruit and where to grow it, but how 
to put it into the hands of consumers. 
How to grow includes a general knowledge 
of tilling the soil, the planting and care of 
the trees. What to grow, the best varie- 
ties, where to grow and the adaptability of 
certain localities for certain varieties of 
fruit. 

California fruit Is the best in the world, 
and has the world for a market. The time 
is coming when we can reach the markets 
of the old world promptly and profitably. 
Fresh California fruit was practically un- 
known to England until last year. The 
success of that shipment means that other 
trans-Atlantic markets will be supplied in 
the future. But the Eastern market has 
not yet been properly supplied. We have 
heretofore sold our fruit on commission to 
middle-men. They shipped it in bulk to 
Chicago and New York, glutted the mar- 
ket and came oack and offered us one-tenth 
Of what the fruit brought. At the same 
time there were other markets that should 
liave been supplied where our fruit would 
nave been eagerly sought and bought. Our 
fruitmon have made money notwithstand- 
ing middle-men, but the time is coming 
when horticulturists will see the necessity 
of co-operating with a view of marketing 
their fruit. The orange-producers of South- 
ern California and the raisin-growers of 
Fresno have already organized with that 
end in view, and their shipments last sea- 
son proved the wisdow of their action. 
Santa Clara growers of deciduous fruits 
have formed- several co-operative unions 
for packing and selling fruit, and their 
success last season was very encouraging. 

The central and northern portion of the 
State were visited by frosts on the nights 
of March 13, 13 and 14, which did some 
damage to fruit in sections where the crop 
is early. Many estimates have been made 
concerning the damage, few of which ap- 
proach correctness. The tendency in such 
instances is always to exaggerate, and 
those who are interested in creating the 
impression that the fruit crop will be short 
and prices proportionately high, occasion- 
ally make unreliable estimates. It is, no 
doubt, a fact that in a few sections the 
damage was considerable. In others it 
was very slight. In some instances the 
killing of a portion of the crop will result 
in insuring a better crop and larger fruit. 
Frost, however, never benefits fruit trees. 
It was an unusual visitation, similar to 
those whish occasionally occur. There is 
neither necessity for exaggeration nor con- 
cealment concerning meteorological condi- 
tions in California. The climate is not 
perfect, hut it is beyond a doubt the best 
in the United States. 

The Horticultural Commission has been 
of great serv ice to horticultural interests. 
We have only to mention the importation 
of predaceous insects to remind our legis- 
lators of this. The work, however, has 
been avoomplished at great cost. In fact, 
the reckless expenditure of money by 
tome of the officials has become notorious, 
and no doubt greatly strengthens the 
cause of those who labor to prevent the 
granting of further support to the com- 
mission. The forestry hill was cut down 
in the Senate from if 10.000 to $5000. thus 
making the section providing for an ex- 
perimental station on Mount Hamilton at 
least for a time inoperative. The Horti- 
cultural Commission could be made of 
great service to the State, and its promo- 
tion and economical management are 
earnestly to be hoped for. 

Its rigid inspection and quarantine svstem 
lias saved California orchardists much 
money, and the literature issued has as a 
rule been very practical and nsefnl. 

California is loo large, and its soil and 
climate ioo varied, to warrant the resi- 
dents of any one section in claiming com- 
plete immunity from frost or other un- 
favorable features, while claiming that 
some other section has all the drawbacks. 
Limiting frost belts, fruit belts, citrus 
belts, raisin, prune or orange-growing to 
one valley or one side of' a mountain 
range is unjust to the State and its re- 
sources. 

Professor Hilgard states that stable ma- 
nure should not be used in connection with 
commercial fertilizers, as they tend to de- 
compose each other. This is an important 
point which has heretofore escaped gen- 
eral notice. 

There is in the rougher mountain dis- 
tricts much land that is entirely unutilized. 
There are few hillsides so steep, however, 
and few so rocky that olives will not grow 
upon and thrive, especially j± there is a 
southern exposure. 

The kind and amount of fertilizer needed 
by a certain crop upon a certain soil, or 
that can be applied with profit, can best be 
determined by experiment and depends 
not only upon the amount of plant food 
which the soil already contains but also 
upon the physical condition of the soil and 
the nature of the previous crop. 

Any orchardist may secure an electrical 
frost alarm that will every season pay its 
cost many times over. The appliances may 
be had of nearly any dealer in electrical 
devices. 

In the case of prunes it is a question 
whether it is not n^ore profitable to prune 
the trees so they will not bear so heavily, 
rather than to allow so much bearing wood' 
to grow, and then thin the crop by removal* 
of the extra fruit. In either case it pays 
beyond a doubt to curtail in quantity and 
secure quulity. 

Mr. Kinsell of Riverside cures his lemons 
in a peculiar manner, which seems to do 
the work, however, verv satistactorilv. 
He first carefully grades the fruit, after 
which it is placed in bins about three feet 
:n depth where it is covered with alfalfa 
that has recently been cut. The alfalfa 
promotes the sweating process and. Mr. 
Kinsell thinks, causes the fruit to take ori 
a brighter color. 

We notice in the markets several new 
styles of fruit boxes. One Holds about five 
pounds of fruit, and the sides are made of 
wire netting, thus insuring proper ventila- 
tion. This box weighs less than six ounces 
and is made with a view of serving as a 
drawer in a chest or crate. A similar box 
made of thin strips of pine is being used 
for oranges in the grocery -stores, and 
seems to insure the keeping of the fruit 
much better than any box could in which 
the fruit is pressed together in bulk. 

Through every valley runs a cold sink 
by which the chill of mountain nights set- 
tles away to the sea's grent levels. He 
who plants the orange in such lowlands 
loses his labor. It is not too much to say 
that very few of our citrus towns sit so 
high OH hill and mesa that their feet are 
not down in the cold, and from many of 
their groves the fruit drops in some black 
December. 

A botanical curiosity was on exhibition^ 
at the Newcastle Hotel last Mondav. A 
moss rose had been grafted on a Black- 
berry stock and had produced a beautiful 
rose, with a complete blackberry in the 



center. The leaf is that of the blackberry. 
There are several more buds on the plant 
] yet to bloom.— News. 

Apricots are in California long-lived. 
I There is an apricot tree on the ranch of F. 
i Hubert, near Burson, in Calaveras County, 
I a seedling apricot tree which was planted 
| March 10, 18f>7, which now has a trunk 
seven and a half feet in circumference, 
and has yielded ITiOO pounds of fruit in a 
I season. 

One of the' most tardy and profitable 
fruits of California is the pear. It grows 
well in most any soil or climate, but pre- 
fers a rather deep loam. It is one of the 
few fruits that will thrive in soil heavily 
impregnated with alkali. Of the summer 
varieties the Bartlett is far the best. Of 
autumn pears Beurre Clairgeau seems to 
be one of the best, and winter pears Easter 
Beurre. 

The cultivation of quinia. or cinchona, is 
very profitable, and the soil and climate of 
our mountain regions are peculiarly 
adapted to its culture. The plant wants "a 
great deal of sun, moisture and fresh wind. 
A tree produces from fifteen to twenty 
pounds of seed. The price of the bark is 
40 cents a pound. 

Many orchardists make a serious mistake 
by planting their trees too closely. Thirty 
feet apart is close enough for cherry trees. 
It does not pav to plant any fruit trees 
very closelv. Those using the quincunx 
system are "likely to crowd without being 
aware of it. Twenty feet apart is about 
right for peaches, except on the very rich- 
est and heaviest soil. 

Orchardists should use every precaution 
in the purchase of trees. Peach yellows is 
very prevalent in the East and could be 
very easily introduced here. The plum 
curculio, if ever allowed to enter our 
orchards, would work untold injury. It 
pays to exercise extraordinary care in the 
purchase of trees, as it is quite possible for 
insects to exist upon trees previously ex- 
amined. 

Statistical research shows that a crude 
agriculture is not abundant in product, 
that it is deficient in working capital, and 
that it is compelled to pay high interest on 
borrowed money. A low grade of farming 
brings mortgages, mildews, insects and ig- 
norance. Uncertainty broods over its har- 
vests, and when- there are hordes of totally 
uneducated people, famine is sure to come. 
In countries where agriculture is intelli- 
gently carried on famine is unknown. On 
the contrary thousands famish in India. 
The agricultural productions of India is 
worth but $>< per inhabitant, while that of 
the United States is worth |64. 

A New Fruit. 

W. W. Smith, one of the extensive fruit- 
raisers, has received from Louisiana a 
specimen of a fruit new to California, 
which he called the casahana. 

We are informed that it Is of the banana 
family, and that if ought to thrive well in 
this State, as the thermometer runs sev- 
eral degrees lower in Louisiana, where it 
grows successfully, than In California. It 
was imported into that country from India, 
where it is a native. 

In appearance it strongly rescmDles, in 
the green state, an enormous cucumber or 
straight squash. When ripe it is a deep 
cherry red, and is reported as being excel- 
lent eating, also making fine preserves. 

Mr. Smith will plant the seeds and test 
the qualities of the fruit, and also its adap- 
tability to the soil in this section of Cali- 
fornia.— Vacaville Reporter.

Don't be afraid erf the little side issues 
on the farm. There is money even in 
diversity of garden truck for the farmer. 

If the farmer will but deal with reliable 
and well-known seed firms he will never 
be the loser in any way for his pains. 

A French authority stated recently that 
a fertilizer, consisting of one part of formic 
acid to 5000 parts of water, would make 
plants grow very rapidly. The assertion 
is too broad to warrant especial con- 
sideration. 

Tiiere are instances in which it pays the 
farmer to devote his entire attention to 
one crop, as it does in some sections of 
California where there is plenty of rainfall 
in winter and an entire absence of rainfall 
in summer; but, as a rule, farmers can 
profitably raise at least enough fruit and 
vegetables for home consumption. 

Rice is an annual, varying from one to 
six feet in height, the seed or grain of rice 
growing on little separate stalks springing 
from the main stalk, and the whole ap- 
pearance of the plant when the grain is 
ripe may be said to be intermediate be- 
tween that of barley and oats. The best 
lands for the cultivation of rice are on the 
banks of rivers having a deep soil and so 
situated as to be overflowed bv the opening 
of tide-gates. . They must be above the salt 
or brackish water and below the reach of 
the freshets, so as not to be flooded at un- 
seasonable times. Other low lands not in 
the tide region may hear good crops if so 
situated that they can be drained and 
flooded at will. There are no rice birds in 
California to contend with, but there are 
other small birds which would no doubt 
destroy a portion of the crop. 

Plowing on a Big Scale. 
A sight that would have made the eyes 
of the Eastern farmer who imagines that 
he has a large farm if he has 100 acres 
under cultivation open wide with astonish- 
ment, was to be seen last Thursday on the 
Miller & Lux land about three miles from 
town. 

A half section of land was being piowed 
by Tom Tyner, who was in a hurry to get 
the land in proper shape. There were 
thirty-five gang plows all going at once, 
the plows being drawn bv six, eight and 
ten animals. It required" 2S0 horses to do 
the work. Five harrows, making a com- 
bined one eighty feet in width, followed 
the plows, forty-two horses being required 
to pull the harrows. It was a grand sight 
when the horses began to more, the plows 
throwing up great clouds of dust and leav- 
a black path of newly turned earth. The 
land was being plowed at the rate of ncarly 
a half section a day.— Madera Mercury. 

Tlio Swine Plague. 

This disease is almost unknown in Cali- 
fornia, but it is at least well to know what 
to do in case of necessity. Dr. Salmon, the 
chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
lias just issued a bulletin on this subject, 
in which he says that while no absolutely 
certain cure can be found for any disease, 
and certainly not for hog cholera, yet. that 
as the resultof alongscriesof experiments, 
the following has been found to be a most 
efficacious formula in most cases of this 
disease, and is valuable as a preventative : 

Wood charcoal l»bs. 

Sulphur j 

Sodium chloride a 

Sodium bicarbonate •» 

Sodium hyposulphite •> 

Bodiuru sulphate . . . T 

Antimony sulphide 

Pulverize and thoroughly mix and give 
a large tablesoonful for each 200 pounds 
weight of hogs once a day. Feed on soft 
food, made of bran and shipstnff, or hran 
and cornmeal mixed in hot water, and stir 
in the proper quantity of the medicine. 
Animalj, too sick toeatshould be drenched 
with the medicine mixed in water.

To Distill Essential Oils. 

Robert Mclntyre, who resides near the 
Gage canal where the latter crosses the big 
arroyo, is about to embark in the business 
of distilling essential oils. Mr. Mclntyre 
has at considerable expense secured a still 
and other necessary machinery for the 
prosecution of the work and he expects to 
start up his still either Monday orTucsday 
of next week. It is Mr. Mclnty re's inten- 
tion to begin operations with the eucalyp- 
tus and to follow this up bv working the 
different flowers and plants as the* can be 
secured. He will go largely into the busi- 
ness of propagating the different flowers 
and plants from which the oil is to be dis- 
tilled.— Riverside Enterprise.

EDISON HAS HIS EY E ON AE60N. 

There's Something; in Air Beside* Nitro- 
gen and Oxygen. 

Thomas A. Edison lias recently been 
reading up on argon, the newly discovered 
gaseous constituent of the atmosphere, and 
on the experiments of Lord Rayleigh and 



others abroad. He said yesterday that 
he intended to do some experimenting 
himself as soon as he could get around to 
it. ''That will" probably not be before next 
summer," he added, ''as I am still very 
busy with my mining operations. I do 
not know of any investigation into the 
nature of argon having been made in this 
country, but, doubtless, experiments will 
soon be made all over the world. They 
will look for argon, and it is quite likely 
that in looking "for it they will find other 
new elements in the atmosphere. 

"The discovery of argon is a fresh evi- 
dence of how little we really know. Here 
is a constituent existing in the atmosphere 
to a considerable percentage, and yet the 
air has been analyzed and analyzed for 
more than fifty years without its presence 
being suspected." The investigators would 
withdraw the carbonio acid and the oxygen 
and say that what was left was nitrogen. 
Somebody finally noticed that this nitro- 
gen possessed slightly different properties 
from pure nitrogen obtained in other ways, 
and- tne result was that argon was discov- 
ered. 

"My investigations will be made in con- 
nection with my incandescent lamp. Phe- 
nomena take place in the lamps which 
cannot be explained except on the hypoth- 
esis of a new element in the atmospheric 
residuum left in the bulb. Whether argon 
is responsible for them ornot I don't know, 
but I shall try to find out. 

"It seems from investigations already 
made that argon is a perfectly inert gas. 
It has not been found to unite with any- 
thing, I believe. It is possible, however, 
that it may unite with incandescent car- 
bon. If it isn't argon that, attacks the fila- 
ment it may be something else which 
hasn't been discovered vet." 

Mr. Edison has also been working re- 
cently on the combination phonograph 
and kinetoscope. 

"The only trouble," he said vesterday, 
"is a purelv mechanical one. The jar of 
the machinery impairs the image. We in- 
tend to have a life-Size picture of a man 
speaking which will show the action wnile 
the phonograph supplies the words. Then 
we can have an orchestra playing, with the 
music and motions shown by the combina- 
tion. We'll have it pretty soon, too."— 
New York Sun.

R. F. Simpson, a Contractor, 
Fatally wounds William 
Bynon. 



THE TROUBLE OVER A LEASE. 



A Doctor Who Wants Large Pay 
ment for His Services-L. M. 
Beaudry Dead. 



H. F. Simpson, for several years a well- 
known contractor of Oakland, shot and 
rrobably fatally wounded William Bynon 
at the Red House, a resort on the San 
l'ablo road, Monday afternoon. Tne affray 
was not reported here until yesterday 
morning. 

Simpson leases the Red House, with 
alxjut seventy-five acres adjoining, from 
Mrs. Tow ks bury of San Francisco and for 
a year past has sublet the resort to Bynon. 
The lease expired on the 19th inst. and 
tMnipson and his tenant had a quarrel 
about the terms on which it should be re- 
newed, resulting in bad blood on both 
sides. 

During the pKet week Simpson has been 
sowing the ground about the place with 
graiu, employing several men to assist 
him. The cooking for the crew was done 
in a lean-to of the resort on a stove be- 
loneinp to Bynon. The latter recently 
ordered Simpson to cease his culinary- 
operations there and go some place else to 
prepare his meals. Simpson's replv was 
to throw out Bynon's stove and install one 
of his own, thus further angering his 
tenant. 

The trouble culminated on Monday 
w hen Bynon ordered Simpson away from 
the house, emphasizing his commands by 
flourishing a billet of wood, and threaten- 
ing to brain Simpson if he entered the 
hou*e. He was backed by his wife, and 
both attacked the contractor when he per- 
sisted in entering. 

In self-defense the latter drew a kuife 
and slashed at his assailants as they ham- 
mftred him, but was rapidly getting the 
worst of the encounter when he pulled a 
pistol and tired point blank at Bynon. 

The wounded man gave a scream of pain 
and rushed into the house, where it was 
found that he had been shot through the 
abdomen and was seriously injured. 

l>r. t amp of Ban Tablo was hastily sum- 
moned, and after a close examination 
found the bullet !>eneath the muscles of 
the back, where it had lodged after pass- 
ing through Bynon's body. 

He gave it as his opinion that the wound 
was fatal, though there is a chance that no 
intestines were cut by the bullet and that 
the wounded man may survive. 

When Simpson heard the extent of 
Bynon's injuries he threw his pistol awav 
and walked to Iran Pablo to give himself 
up, but was met on tne road bv Constable 
John A. Btxiuet, who had started for the 
jcene of the shooting. He Was taken to 
Martinez and locked up to await the result 
of Bynon's wound. Later he was released 
i'n $6000 bonds on a charge of assault to 
murder, Thomas Moran of Oakland being 
one of his bondsmen. He refuses to make 
a statement of the trouble which led to the 
shooting, saying only that he acted in self- 
defense and did not tire at his assailant 
until he believed his life was in danger. He 
is still suffering from the wounds received 
in the encounter. 

^irnnyon is well known in Oakland, hav- 
'"K forked as a carpenter and contractor 
for nlvny years, fie wan at one time a 
partrfcr of ex-Sheriff McKillican in the 
building business. During the past three 
or four years he has been engaged in rais- 
ing stock on the Ked House propertv and 
on a farm which he owns on Wildcat 
Creek. He is well-to-do and enjoys the 
reputation of being an honest, fair man, 
though somewhat quick-tempered. 

Bynon was at one time a saloon-keeper 
m Oakland, having an establishment on 
Tenth street, which he conducted for two 
years. At other times he worked as a bar- 
keeper at various saloons. He is said to 
be a man of violent temper and likely to 
pick a iiuarrel without great provocation. 
He is about bO years of age. Many offers 
of assistance from Oakland friends have 
been made to Simpson, but he seems confi- 
dent of being cleared, even though Bvnon 
dies. 

His Services Come High. 

The expected legal battle between the 
( xecutora of the estate of Morris Goldberg 
and T'!-. Dudley Tait of San Francisco did 
not take place yesterday as per schedule, 
thu ugh a score of physicians were on hand 
called as experts to testify to the value of 
rf-rvices rendered in temporarily prolong- 
ing the life of an old and wealthy man. 

• ioldberg liver 1 alone in his" house at 
Highland Park and some months ago was 
taken ill with a disease of the stomach 
which precluded the retention of food, and 
be, was threatened with death by slow 
starvation until Dr. Tait was called in and 
performed an operation which enabled him 
to pump food into the stomach. Bv this 
means he was able to keep GTeenberg" alive 
I or >0 days. On the death of his patient 
he sent in a bill for $9200, or $265 per day 
lor the period during which he was in at- 
tendance. 

The executors held that the bill wes ex- 
orbitant. They will produce testimony to 
that effect, while the doctor's witnesses 
will testify that the services were well 
worth the price charged. 

Death iu the Cellar. 

John H. Behrens, who has been em- 
ployed as a bartender at Henry Priggi's 
saloon, on East street, San Francisco, for 
some time, committed suicide on Sunday 
or Monday at his residence, 12BG Center 
street. He left his home on Sunday as 
usual to go to work, and when he did" not 
return on Sunday night Tiis wife supposed 
he had gone on one of his periodical sprees 
and would turn up all right in the course 
of time. Yesterday morning phe had oc- 
casion to go into the cellar of the house and 
was horrified to find her husband's dead 
body stretched out on the floor. 

A paper labeled strychnine, which was 
found in one of his pockets, explained the 
means he had taken to end bis life. His 
wife can give no reason for his desire for 
death except that fie may have become de- 
spondent over imaginary troubles, con- 
jured up by drink. 

Behrens was a German, 34 years of age, 
and leaves a wife and child. 

I.. H. Beaudry Is Dead. 

Death came to L. M. Beaudry, a pioneer 
merchant of Oakland, yesterday morning. 
He had been suffering from the grip for 
several days past, and while his family had 
hoped for his ultimate recovery the dis- 
ease had made such rapid strides during 
the past few days that the end was not 
entirely unexpected. 

The deceased came to California in 1853, 
engaging in mining in Placer County for 
one year, after which he came to this city 
and engaged in the livery business. With 
the exception of two short periods when 
he was employed in farming at Golden 
Gate he was in business in Oakland ever 
since. Mr. Beaudry was quite wealthy, 
his fortune being estimated at from $300,000 
to $250,000. 

At the time of his death he was a mem- 
ber of the firm or Beaudry <fc McAvoy, un- 
dertakers. He leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren to mourn his death. 

After the Water Company. 

Mayor Pardee, before he goes out of 
oilice, proposes to lind out whether the 
Oakland Water Company intends to obey 
laws of the land just as private individuals 
are required to do. 

In 1881 the Legislature passed a law re- 
quiring water companies to nlc a state- 
ment of their assets and resources with the 
legislative bodies of the districts in which 



they are located, and making a failure to 
obey the requirements of the statute pun- 
ishable as a misdemeanor. 

The Mayor has learned that the corpora- 
tion has neglected to file such a statement, 
and has sworn to a complaint charging the 
company with neglecting to comply with 
the law and citing its officials to appear in 
court and show cause why they should not 
be fined.

The 
plan of giving instruction at Berkeley was 
advocated by him in 1S87, and the reason 
why it did not prevail was because Presi- 
dent Davis did not think the plan wise. 

A statement as to the cost of maintain- 
ing the observatory at Mount Hamilton 
compared with the expenses of keeping up 
the observatories of Greenwich, Harvard 
College and Paris shows that they require 
about $30,000 more annually than "the Lick. 

A statement covering the work done by 
the department outside the mere instruc- 
tion shows that within the last seven years 
40,000 visitors have been received, many 
lectures have been given before general 
audiences, eight books have been published 
and distributed from the observatory and 
750 communications have been maile to 
scientific journals and magazines. 

Professor Holden thought that if any 
change was to be made by the regents 
with regard to giving lectures in Berkeley 
it should he so made as to interfere as little 
as possible with their work at the ob- 
servatory.

Head Gardener Love, who looks after the ; 
city parks, except Golden Gate and Buena j 
Vista, has had his crosscut saws sharpened i 
and is using them with perceptible effect ; 
on the blue-gum trees around Hamilton 
square, which is bounded by Geary, 
Steiner, Post, and Scott streets.

WAS TW ICE RE VERSED, 

Legal Trials of a Suit Involving; Some of 
Blythe's Millions. 

One of the biggest of the outside claims 
against the Blythe estate has been compro- 
mised for $10,000. It was the claim of the 
estate of R. C. Mattingly.for $125,000, com- 
missions on the sale of some of Blythe's 
mining property. 

The case has been running in the Su- 
perior courts for a number of years. It 
was first tried before Judge Finn, and he 
rendered a judgment in favor of the de- 
fendants. This judgment the Supreme 
Court reversed, announcing that the plaifl- 
tiff had made out almost a prima facie 
case. The action was then taken before 
Judge Hunt, and with the opinion of the 
Supreme Court before him he rendered 
judgment for the plaintiffs. This was also 
reversed by the Supreme Court, which, in 
rendering its opinion, stated the judgment 
was gross error, as the plaintiff hid made 
no case at all. It was then decided by all 
parties to compromise the matter, and this 
was done by a pro forma verdict rendered 
by a jury in Judge Hunt s court yesterday 
in favor of the defendants.

So Assayer Frank Stateler 
Shot Her and Blew Out 
His Brains. 



TWO BULLETS IN HER HEAD. 



Tragedy in an Eddy - Street 
Lodging-House^-The Dead 
Man's Career. 



Frank Stateler, an assayer, shot his wife, 
Josephine Stateler, and sent a bullet 
through his brain, at 212.1 Eddy street, yes- 
terday at 5 P. M. Stateler died almost in- 
stantly, and bis wife, who had received 
two bullet wounds in the head, was taken 
to the Receiving Hospital, where it was 
found that her injuries would probably 
prove fatal. 

The house in which the tragedy took 
place is known as "The Lexington," and is 
kept by a woman named Mrs. U. Olsen. 
It is considered a quiet and respectable 
house. 

Several months ago Mrs. Stateler con- 
ducted a lodging-house at 445 O'l'arrell 
ttreet. Last January she disposed of this 
place, left her husband and took a room 
at the Lexington, telling the landlady 
that she and her husband had parted 




back again on his promise to be a good 
husband and keep away from drink. The 
last time I left him was about two weeks 
ago. Wo had been living together at 212 
Eddy street. He remained in the house, 
but we lived in separate rooms. 

"He came to the door of my room yes- 
terdav and asked me to take him in. I 
had tlie door barred. He told the Japa- 
nese servant to open the door, and then he 
placed a revolver to the keyhole and threat- 
ened to fire through it, but he changed his 
mind and went away. 

"This afternoon he came again and 
wanted me to talk to him. I baa the door 
barred, and fearing he might break it open 
I got out of my window and climbed up 
the porch and got into the room of May 
Pierce, a friend of mine, on the third floor. 
He must have learned where I had gone, 
as he came to Miss Pierce's room. I ran 
out into the hallwav and then he fired at 
me." 

She would have said more, but a mouth- 
ful of blood choked her and she had to de- 
sist, the doctor insisting that she should be 
kept quiet. A lady relative took her station 
betide her bed to nurse her during the 
night. 

Her father, Theodore M. Le Berthon, a 
newspaper man, living at 1906 Taylor 
street, called at the hospital to see ner, 
accompanied by a lady and gentleman. 
He seemed deeply affected and did not 
care to talfc much. He said : "My 
daughter was married to Stateler ten years 
ago. It was an unhappy marriage for her. 
He treated her cruelly and she was several 
times compelled to leave him. He was 
insanely jealous of her, caused by his in- 
temperate habits, and often threatened to 
kill her. He was a loafer and gambler and 
never provided for her. They have no 
children, thank God." 

Four or live months ago. while the 
Statelers were living at 445 O'Farrell 
street, Stateler attempted to kill a roomer 
in the house. He had been absent from 
the city and returned unexpectedly one 
Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Stateler had gone into the roomer's 
apartment to fix up his bed thinking he 
had gone out. He was, however in bed. 
They were talking when Stateler made his 
appearance with a revolver in his hand. 
Without asking for an explanation he lev- 
eled the revolver at the roomer, who 
sprang out of bed and rushed downstairs, 
pursued by Stateler. The roomer shut the 
tront door and held on to the knob with all 
his strength. Stateler, rinding that he 
could not open the door, fired through the 
panel, and the roomer took refuge in a sa- 
loon next dour. Stateler disappeared, and 
as no complaint was sworn out against 
him he returned to the city.

It Is Thought That the United 
States Attorney-General

Two weeks later Stateler made his appear- 
ance, he and his wife effected a temporary 
reconciliation, and Mr. Stateler was forth- 
with installed in room 40 with his wife. 
But he did not labor to any extent and 
contributed nothinc to the family funds, 
according to the wife's story. 

The couple had frequently quarreled and 
parted during the last two years only to 
make up over again. Several" months ago 
Stateler had been away on a journey. One 
Sunday evening he returned to his wife's 
home on O'Farrell street ana did not find 
her in her rooms. He went through the 
house, and finally found her in the open 
doorway of one of the rooms talking to a 
gentleman lodger. Stateler drew a pistol 
in a threatening manner. The wife ran 
through the house screaming with fright. 
Stateler fired one shot at her, which did 
not take effect, and he was arrested, but 
the case did not come to trial. 

The tragedy of yesterday is supposed to 
have been caused by jealousy on the part 
of the husband. 

Mrs. Olson, the landlady, told the follow- 
ing story about the affair'last night: 

" Mr. Stateler and his wife seemed to be 
on very good te rms until about two weeks 
ago, when they had a series of quarrels. 
About a week ago Mrs. Stateler came to me 
and said she had something unpleasant to 
tell me about her husband and herself. 
She said that she was tired of supporting 
him in idleness with what little money 
she had. and notified me that she would 

• 't pay his room rent any longer and that 
she wanted to move into another room, 
^he and her husband had occupied room 
40. Mrs. Stateler moved into room 38 and 
refused to let her husband share it with 
her. 

"The next day," continued Mrs. Olsen, 
"I spoke to Stateler about his room rent. 
He asked for a smaller and a cheaper room 
for a couple of days, which I gave him. I 
waited for several days; he owed me room 
rent and I.asked him for it several times, 
but each time he pirt me off. 

"This evening, "a few minutes before 5 
o'clock, he went to his wife's room and 
told her he wanted her to come to his room 
and have a talk. She replied that she was 
afraid he would kill her. He then drew 
a pistol and started toward his wife in a 
threatening manner. Mrs. Stateler ran 
out of the room, screaming with fright, 
closely followed by her husband. She ran 
out on a back porch and Stateler fired two 
shots at her, both of which struck her 
head. She fell bleeding to the floor and 
became insensible for several minutes. 

"Immediately after shooting his wife 
Stateler ran into room 40, which is now 
occupied by Miss May Pierce, and there he 
shot himself through the head and fell 
dead." 

Stateler had placed the muzzle of the 
revolver l>etween his teeth and sent the 
fatal bullet crashing through the roof of 
his mouth into the brain. 

The couple had been married ten years, 
and it is stated that the first eight years of 
their married life were spent in peace and 
happiness. Financial troubles and the 
husband's inability to secure lucrative em- 
ployment were the causes that led to 
quarrels and finally to the tragedy of yes- 
terday. 

Mrs. Stateler was taken to the Reeeivinc 
Hospital in the patrol-wagon in an appar- 
ently dying condition, and was promptly 
attended to by Dr. Bushnell. One of the 
bullets had entered her right ear, passed 
through the roof of her mouth and come 
out through her upper lip, breaking her 
jaw and knocking out several teeth. She 
had apparently raised her left arm to pro- 
tect her face, and the second bullet Btruck 
her arm above the wrist, came out below 
the elbow after fracturing the bone, and 
then hit her between the eyes, lodging in 
the nasal cavity. The doctor thought it 
advisable not to probe for the bullet in 
view of ber low condition, but he extracted 
pieces of the nasal bone. She may live, 
hut the chances are against it. She com- 
plained most of the pain in her wounded 
arm. 

She was conscious, but talked with diffi- 
culty. She said: "We were married up 
country about ten years ago, but have lived 
in the city most of the time. We had 
many quarrels, and I left him several 
times, owing to his drinking habits and 
his failure U> provide the necessaries of life 
for me. . 

"I left him several times, but took him 



The Grand Jury found two indictments 
yesterday and both were placed on the 
secret fiie. District Attorney Foote was 
as silent as the proverbial sphinx 
and from no one in the department 
could any information be gleaned. 
All that could be learned in the District 
Court was that the bond in one case was 
J10U0 and in the other $5000. 

Later in the day the man indicted by the 
Grand Jury and whose bail was fixed at 
$1000 was arrested and taken to the United 
States Marshal's office. He is Michael 
Mitchell, the defaulting newspaper clerk 
in the Postoflice, who is accused of 
appropriating $800 of the Government's 
money. His wealthy relations made 
the amount good and it was thought 
that the whole matter had been set- 
tled out of court. The grand jurors 
did not take that view of the case, 
however, and Mitchell will now have to 
stand trial for embezzling Government 
funds and the chances are in favor of 
his serving a term in San Quentin. 

A few days ago the Grand Jury in- 
dicted Collis P. Huntington for violating 
the interstate commerce law. It was 
hinted that on a technicality the pris- 
oner might escape, so yesterday the body 
presented an iron-clad indictment, which 
will bring the railroad magnate to the bar 
of justice if anything can. 

There are now two indictments against 
Mr. Huntington. He is now on his way to 
San Francisco. 

The new charge against the president of 
the Southern Pacific Company is very sim- 
ilar to the one filed a few days ago, and 
the bond is the same in both cases. Should 
Huntington be convicted he will have to 
pay a fine of $5000 or serve two years in 
San Quentin, or both. 



A NEW COAL MINE OPENED. 

Preparations for Placing the Deposit on 
the Market Xearly Completed. 

The opening of a new coal mine at Coos

"If I tried honestly to earn the money to 
buy a $2 cloalr' for my wife, and if I 
couldn't get employment and she was suf- 
fering from the need of a garment to keep 
her warm, then I would steal that cloak." 

The audience at Metropolitan Hall 
agreed with this statement of Eugene V. 
Debs last nieht, for it heartily cheered the 
remark. 

The statement came about in this way. 
Debs was telling of an experience of his in 



If all employes were paid what is theirdue 
there would be less need for philanthropy, 
small need for charitv." 

He told of the committee of employes 
which waited on Pullman and Pullman's 
reuly, "Haven't I been a father to you 
all?" 

"Deliver me from such a father?" said 
Debs. "I would rather be an orphan." 

He added that Pullman promised the 
committee to investigate, and the next day- 
discharged all the members of that com- 
mittee from his employ. He told of women 
sewing carpets at Pullman for 4 cents an 
hour. 

The strike at Pullman was detailed. The 
general managers were accused of forcing 
the sympathy strikes. They were the real 
conspirators. 

The roads were bound to aid each other. 
When the railroad employes sought each 
other's help after a reduction of wages, that 
was conspiracy. When the general man- 
agers combined that was a conference. 

"The difference between a conference 
and a conspiracy is the difference between 
a general manager and a section-hand," 
said Debs, and the audience cheered. 

The speaker declared that the general 
managers had conspired 1a reduce wages 
all over the country. The strike had 
stopped that. 

"Hie conditions are not favorable to re- 
ductions just now," said Debs. "The sen- 
timent is growing that this Government 
ought to take possession of the railroads 
and operate them in the interest of the peo- 
ple and thereby put tin end to railroad 
strikes forever." [Cheers.] 

"The good people of California know 
something of railroad domination," said 
Mr. Debs. "If onlv half of the reports I hear 
are half true in reeard to the Southern Pa-

fty jail at Chicago, where he met a young 
irwin sentenced to twelve months' impris- 
onment for stealing a cloak to protect his 
wife from the zero weather of the Illinois 
metropolis. "That man wasn't a crimi- 
nal," explained Debs. "He could not get 
employment; he could not earn $2, and in 
desperation he stole." 

Debs looks just like his picture. Thin, 
angular and smooth-shaven, the leader of 
the American Railway Union is a pictur- 
esque figure. He speaks with a soft, easy 
draw], gestures with his left hand, index- 
finger extended, accents his stronger pas- 
sages by clapping his hands together, a nd 
in the midst of a conversational speech, 
every now and then, hurries his voice to 
utter an epigram, equaling in point and 
brevity some of the best ever coined by 
Ingersoll. He had an audience, a good 
sized one, in full sympathy with his re- 
marks last night. 

George W. Montcith, the attorney who 
has conducted the defense of the strikers 
in the Federal courts, introduced Debs in a 
brief speech. Their appearance on the 
platform was the signal for prolonged ap- 
plause. When Debs arose to acknowledge 
the introduction he was greeted with three 
cheers and a tiger. 

"Ladies and gentlemen," he began in a 
slow measured drawl, "there are many 
thousands of our people who are alarmed 
at the widespread upheaval of the indus- 
trial and social system. They think that 
Macaulay's prophecy is about to come 
true, that representative government has 
been demonstrated to be a failure, and that 
the sun of the republic is about to set in 
universal gloom. I am not of that num- 
ber. I think the good old ship of state will 
breast the storms and finally reach port in 
safety." 

The speaker plunged into the subject of 
the great strike of 1894, which he charac- 
terized as the greatest individual upheaval 
of modern times. He regarded a strike in 
the nature of a calamity, but now and then 
it came to a choice between a strike and 
degradation and slavery, "and when that 
time comes I favor the strike," said the 
speaker. 

"Every inch of progress has been born of 
agitation and strike. Our very Govern- 
ment owes its origin to a strike. Every 
star and every siripe of our flag was born 
of a strike. It began with a strike at Lex- 
ington and at Concord. If it were not that 
the revolutionary fathers struck for their 
rights we would be British subjects to- 
nightinstead of American citizens. Amer- 
icans must be as dead as embalmed Egyp- 
tian mummies if their hearts do not glow 
at the acts of these immortal patriots. 
The revolutionary patriots abhorred kings, 
fought crowns and broke scepters. They 
formulated the doctrine that all men were 
created equal, and they erowned them- 
selves sovereign citizens and accepted the 
ballot as the divine right." 

Debs declared that the Pullman strike 
was born of tyranny and the oppressive 
Pullman Company. He read from a book 
written by a minister of Pullman to show 
the condition of the employes in that town. 
Checks were drawn every two weeks. After 
paying rent and store accounts Pullman 
employes had from $1 to $0 left to live 
upon for the next two weeks. The checks 
were made out not singly, but in two 
forms, one of which was for the cancella- 
tion of debt and the other for what re- 
mained after the debt was paid. One man 
had a check for 2 cents as the amount 
coming to him. He never cashed the 
check, but preferred to keep it as a sou- 
venir of Pullman's philanthropy. 

The speaker gave at some leneth statis- 
tics showing the wealth of the Pullman 
Company and the dividends which it paid. 
There was not an inch of free soil in Pull- 
man, he declared. The child born at 
Pullman was rocked in a Pullman cradle, 
went to a Pullman school, worshiped in a 
Pullman church, died and was buried in a 
Pullman cemetery. "And that is the story 
of a human life at Pullman," said he. 

The speaker declared that he had visited 
Pullman; he had met the employes and 
their wives— some of them. Others were 
so scantily clad that thev could not be 
seen. He had seen children crying for 
bread in Pullman, and had seen more peo- 
ple in rags there than he had ever seen be- 
fore. 

Referring to Pullman's gift of $100,000 to 
the museum in Chicago, Debs said: "A 
man is not entitled to commendation for 
what he does with other people's money. 



cific," he added, "the people ought to take 
possession of that railroad before it takes 
complete possession of them. I prefer 
Govtrnment ownership of railroads to rail- 
road ownership of the Goverment." 

The speaker declared that the railroads 
maintained great corruption funds at 
Washington and in all the State capitals 
to debauch Congress and Legislatures. 
"Not only that, but they debauch the 
I courts of this country," said he. "In Chi- 
cago the other day" I sat before Judge 
Trumbull, author of the fifteenth amend- 
ment and one of the greatest jurists of the 
country. He made allusion to our appeal 
and said : 

" 'It's no use. Mr. Debs; it's no use. The 
courts of the country are in the grasp of 
the money power.' " 

Debs spoke in bitterest denunciation of 
Judge Jenkins. "If justice were done be 
would be wearing stripes and breaking 
rocks." Said he: "I made that statement 
in the presence ,,f 4000 people in Milwau- 
kee, his home city-. His proceedings were 
so notorious that Congress made an appro- 
priation of $'x« i to investigate. When the 
source of corruption was reached the 
money to investigate was exhausted and 
so nothing was .lone. Judge Jenkins is a 
judicial highwayman. If that is contempt 
of court he is entitled to make the most of 
it. If it tits any of the Federal judges in 
this locality so are they. [Cheers.] I 
have the faculty of giving a transcript of 
my mind. Sometimes it is a thorny way 
to travel and there are jails on the road."" 

The allusion t.i the jail episode was 
loudly cheered. The speaker declared that 
Judge Jenkins arbitrarily refused to allow 
railroad men to quit work, but he did not 
make an order prohibiting the corporations 
from discharging its employes, and his 
comment on this was, "It is a poor rule 
that, like a locomotive, doesn't work both 
ways." 

Southern Pacific was denounced. 
»'»' ne declared, stood for "slave 
power." The .Santa Fe came in for an 
attack. Its recent president, Reinhart, 
was accused of stealing millions from the 
road, and the result was that he was up to 
his neck in social clover in Boston. 

Judge Caldwell was pronounced an 
honest man, at which the audience cheered. 

One of the speaker's startling declara- 
tions was this: "The workingmen are be- 
ginning to think. They will now begin to 
act. They will not supplicate for their 
rights, but they will take them." 

There was a long pause for effect and the 
audience cheered. Then the speaker 
added: "By the power of the intelligent 
ballot." 

The latter portion of his address was de- 
voted to a plea for equal suffrage.

were forwarded to the Governor yesterday* 
and there are indications that a regular 
Hood of them will reach him to-day and 
to-morrow. 

%ne of the first petitions to be sent was 
by Morris & Mershon, a real estate firm on 
Market street, opposite the Palace Hotel. 
The petition was placed outside their place 
of business and in a few hours it had sev- 
eral hundred signatures attached to it. 
. A second petition was originated by H. 
Murphy, also a real estate dealer. He tel- 
egraphed the Governor yesterday after- 
noon that the petition would be sent him 
and asked him not to act on the bill until 
the same had been forwarded to him. As 
soon as this petition has been mailed 
another will be placed in circulation.

ME RAIMENT. 



Imitation Brands Are Being 
Sold Here in Great 
Quantities. 



MAKERS WILL BE ARRESTED. 



Internal Revenue Agents Are 
on the Trail of the 
Law-Breakers. 



For over two months the officers of the 
internal revenue have been at work on one 
of the biggest frauds ever perpetrated on 
the public. A cigar manufactory has been 
in full blast, turning out any brand re- 
quired by the stands, and in consequence 
at least one-half of the people who smoke 
•the soothing weed have been victimized. 

Imitations of the "General Arthur," 
"Conqueror," "Sir William Wallace," 
"Belmont," "Estrella," "El Telegrafo" 
and others have been sold at full rates, and 
the genuine brands have suffered in 
consequence. 

It was Mose Gunst who first complained 
that imitations of the "General Arthur" 
cigar were being sold. Deputy Special 
Agent of Internal Revenue Gilchrist was 
put on the case, and yesterday he suc- 
ceeded in locating the manufactory in the 
home of E. R. Clute at 132G Scott street. 
In the basement of the house were found 
empty boxes with the revenue stamp on 
them still undefaced. 8imilar boxes filled 
with imitation cigars, and over 10,000 
bands which were to have been put around 
the better grade of cigars were found. 
These bands were printed by J. Schirmer- 
horn, an employe of the firm of Hicks, 
Judd A Co. He supplied Clute with 10,000 
of the bands last Sunday, and had con- 
tracted for the delivery of 100,000 more in a 
few days. 

Hick's, Judd & Co. had not the faintest 
idea that the work was being done by one 
of their employes, and they were very 
much surprised when the facts were told 
them by the agent of the internal revenue. 

Schirmerhorn evidently did the work in 
secret and is now hiding. Deputy Reve- 
nue Officer Gilchrist is looking for nimand 
expects to have him in custody befere noon 
to-day. 

In telling about the discovery, Mr. Gil- 
christ said: "Mr. Gunst was the first one 
to take the information to the office. After 
I was a few days on the case I suspected 
Schirmerhorn, and I shadowed him. I 
wouldn't like to count up the number of 
times he fooled me. He has great long 
legs and gets over the ground like a race- 
horse. When I would be a block away he 
would shoot around a corner and disap- 
pear. I finally discovered that he and E. 
K. ( lute, who used to keep a cigar-store at 
:>4 Montgomery street, were running part- 
ners, and when Schirmerhorn delivered 
Clute 10,000 -General Arthur' bands last 
Sunday. I knew I was on the traj:k. Mon- 
day night Clute delivered a heoc refilled 
with General Arthurs at 34 Montgomery 
and received his price. Yesterday at 11 
a. m. he delivered two more boxes, and then 
I determined to make the raid. 

"The boxes that were delivered at 34 
Montgomery street I seized, and with T. 
Chandler I went out to 1326 Scott street. 
The name on the door was 'M. A. Clute,' 
probably that of the wife of the man now 
| in jail. "The house is well furnshed, and, 
as the family lived well, Clute must have 
done a thriving business. 

"A thorough search of the cottage re- 
vealed nothing, hut when we reached the 
cellar what a haul we did make! Boxes 
representing almost every brand of cigar in 
the market were there. The aristocratic 
three for a half, the two for a quarter and 
those that retail for 10 cents were all repre- 
sented. The 5-cent article was not forgot- 
ten, and the imitation of the cigar made 
by Seidenberg & Co. of New York and sold 
in that firm's Doxes will make Jacob Joseph, 
the ag^ent, turn purple with anger when he 
sees it. The brands imitated were the 
'General Arthur,' 'Lillian Russell,' 'Con- 
queror,' 'Belmont,' 'La Rosa,' 'Estrella,' 
and in fact all the cigars that sell readily. 
An expert can easily tell the genuine from 
the counterfeit. The latter is made in a 
mold, and in places is hard to the touch, 
while a hand-made cigar is even all over. 

"This man has been in the habit of going 
around to ciear*stands and buying up their 
empty boxes. The revenue stamp, on a 
genuine box, is only burst when opened, 
and is juSt as good when refilled as when 
it was on a genuine package. In this way 
Clute evaded the internal revenue tax 
and will have to suffer for it. Schirmer- 
horn is in the same box and when caught 
will further have to answer to a charge of 
imitating patented labels." 

In view of these disclosures Internal 
Revenue Agent McGlachlan has issued an 
order that will make it impossible to refill 
cigar-boxes. In future the revenue stamp 
must be canceled on every side of the box 
as soon as it is empty. Any one taking 
the last cigar out of a "box and seeing the 
dealer throw it under the counter without 
defacing the stamp has only to inform the 
internal revenue agent to start an investi- 
gation. 

A NEWSM P¥lT~Al mOLE ROW. 

Objection by a Tug Captain to a Re- 
porter's Statement. 

A difficulty occurred yesterday afternoon 
on the Folsoin-street wharf between 
Captain Gilbert Brokaw of the Spreckels 
Tug Company and Alfred Dixon, an Ex- 
aminer reporter. The trouble arose from 
the publication in yesterday's paper of an 
article criticizing Captain Brokaw for tak- 
ing Isidore Hirshfeld and Miss Myrtle 
Walker out to sea in the tug Vigilant on 
Sundav and marrying them to each other. 
The article in question held that the tug's 
captain was not legally qualified to navi- 
gate a vessel at sea, and consequently the 
couple was not lawfully wedded. Captain 
Brokaw claims that this statement is un- 
true, and, further taking exceptions to the 
tone of the publication, proceeded to call 
the writer to account. When Dixon ap- 
peared at the tug office yesterday morning 
the irate captain assaulted him with his 
fist, inflicting several bruises and discolor- 
ations on the newspaper man's head and 
face. 

Inquiry elicited the fact that Brokaw is a 
regularly licensed steamboat master, and 
the State law fully authorizes these officers 
to go to sea outside of the three-mile limit, 
and this couple is now lawfully married. 
The groom of the tug wedding is the son of 
Herman Hirshfeld. a retired capitalist in 
Bakersfield, a young man of excellent rep- 
tation, and a"bugler in the Sixth Regi- 
ment, JJ. G. C, and is 20 years old. His 
wife is the daughter of a builder in Bakers- 
field, and is 18 years old. The strong ob- 
jection on the part of young Hirshfeld's 
parents to a Gentile daughter-in-law and 
the fact that he lacked a few months of 
having attained his majority caused the 
couple to choose a sea wedding. 

Electricity to the Park.

A Large Area Laid Out in ser- 
pentine Avenues on the 
hills. 



Surveyors Introduce a Good 
Idea in Grading the Crocker 
Tract. 



A corps of surveyors have been in the 
field since Monday on the Crocker tract 
beyond Thirtieth street, west of Castro 
street, laying out new thoroughfares over 
a large district. 

Their work is specially important as it 
introduces a new and common-sense idea 
into the laying out of streets in hilly dis- 
tricts where steep grades abound. And it 
will change the map of San Francisco in 
the broad acres of the Crocker tract, possi- 
bly by its influence it will alter many sur- 
veys of outside lands on the hillside, where 
rectangular streets are impracticable. In- 
stead of rows of parallelograms on the map 
there will be serpentine avenues forming a 
maze of lines. 

The engineers saw at a glance that it 
would be useless to ran street lines up the 
steep grades, which in places reach 24 per 
cent, and quite as impracticable to cut 
streets level along the hillside. On the 
former walking would be difficult, and the 
cross streets would have to be so cut into 
the hillsides that one side would be far 
above grade and the other equally far he- 
low it. ' 

To obviate the difficulties presented 
streets were laid out to conform with the 
hills and cover them at gentle grades, 
none of which exceed 8 per cent. These 
new streets will meander over the track, 
forming good roads over which wagons 
and horses can be driven up to every door 
in the neighborhood. There are 100 acres 
in the tract, bounded by Thirtieth, Castro, 
Bellevue and Chenery streets, including in 
all about 600 lots. 

As soon as the surveyors have finished 
staking out the sinuous streets grading 
will be commenced. About $100,000 will be 
expended in grading and otherwise im- 
proving the land, and by the time the 
work is finished water will be piped into 
the higher lands, as by August the Spring 
Valley Company promises to have a main 
on the 550-feet level. 

The Crocker tract is part of the San 
Miguel rancho. but it was laid out on the 
map in straight streets with pretty names. 
That has been all changed, and a change is 
introduced which might be followed wher- 
ever the land is not sufficiently level to 
permit of driving in all directions over 
the streets. 

The three-story brick building on the 
southwest corner of First and Stevenson 
streets was sold yesterday for $05,000. It 
belonged to the London heirs of Caroline 
Jones and brought a rental of $288 a month. 
The lot on which the building stands is 75 
xtiO feet. At present the improvements 
consist of a structure containing the Co- 
lumbia Hotel and stores. The price 
pleased both seller and buyer and is re- 
garded as a satisfactory valuationjfor the 
property. 

Stabbing Affray. 

The preliminary examination ol Samuel D. 
Merryweather, charged with assault to mur- 
der, was commenced before Judge Low yester- 
day afternoon. The complaining witness Is 
Henry Greater, and the assault was committed 
at the racetrack on March (i. The two are 
horse-owners and quarreled over a poker game. 
Merryweather cut Greater with a dirk, but he 
said that he did it in self-defense, as Greater 
made a movement as if to draw a revolver out 
of his hip pocket. The further hearing- will 
take place to-morrow.
